V Some authors are pleafed to tell ns, that 
t their books are the pfispring of » few les? 
V. fare l^oors ; the comppfition was intended 
^i^^^firft, HierelyA for their private amuicmear; 
* that, through time, it grew into ^ kind of 
.^ work iiiider their hands | and tfa»t they

feripts.tramjjtiagly.fcll. It is difficult: tp ir 
Imagine what could Jnduce authors to. talk 
afi- this rate. Oae is tempted to think that 
he was fomc pedant who at firft alighted tm 
thefe -exprefSons, and other pedants, like ; 
himfelf, charmed, forfpoth, with the dcli'- 
.cacy of the apology, have blindly foUovoi 
his example* But, when authors tell us 
fuch ftories, without incurring the charac- 
ter of Ikcptics, we may iafely difcredit every 
iyllable of th^m, and believe that their pe^ 
jiury, 'avarice or vanity, induced the pub- 
rli^atioa. 

Had thefe apologi2crs the modefty to 
. fupprcfs their n^iftes, what they advance;, 
of this kind, would be better intitlcd to 
our belief J but, when therr names appear 
in large cbara&et^s ou the title-page, there 
is n6 help fw: them,—- we mu^difcreiit 
them. Sordid motives are -fond to appear 
in a decent garb^ hat, luckily the features 
are fo llrongly mark'4 that, notwithftand- 
ing their difguUe* wy. are eafiJLy difcovcr- 
able. 

The editors of a . fecond, third, or o- 
ther following editions of a book,. praAife 
Dther little, tricks to catch favour. They 
gravc1y.teU.ua the hook is a much efteem- 
aj peffbrmance ; itfe author was a man qf

^inguifhed abiHties and eitidition ; a grtar 
detnand has been made for the book ; that 
feycral iiigeniocis and worthy pcrfons have 
exprcffed tbcnr dcfire of feeing a new im- 
prcffion of it; that it is With a -view to o- 
blige the world with an acturate edition of 
the author's works> that the prcfcnt is nn* 
dertaken; that the edition now offered is 
purged of air the errors of the forntcf:---— 
;fnd what notr Such is the fmoothnefs of 
tfieir tongues^ And, with alF this cjufter 
ef flourilhing enGomium^, it's as one page 
df the book to the whole of them ; thef 
itcvcr pemfed any part of the book fave 
the title-page ^--not a mortal ctct dcfired 
i*s republication j the pubh'e fickcncd un- 
der thd pcrufa} of the firft impreffion of 
tb<* boot ; and'a thoufand'- enx^rs are now 
fwi^rmtng m it to which k was formerlv a. 
ftrangen In flior^ their intention is pri- 
vate emcAimem ; but felf*intereft frequent- 
ly aflumes the mafk of difintereftednef^. 
•Were thefe gentlemen totally fitent on thcfe 
heads, it would be much bctfer for them ; 
they wouM fave their own integrity,, and 
avoid the mortificati&n of being ridiculed. 

So great is the itch of apologizing among 
fome* authors and editors, that they are full 
of it even for their prefaces, in thefe fame 
prefaces. They complain that tyrant cu- 
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Iftom hs» to greatly crafirmed the idfc of. 
p;rcfadng a bocic, that they canoot difpe&£& 
inrichic^ they declaim 'agamil the pr»Qice» 
dnd at the very fame time fall themfeif er 
into the &ak whkh they are. cenfunng:

Siewarts> ja confcqufepcc of « a marriage at, 
Maace betwixt Hhe-foyal Wood of Ac wo - 
kingdoms. James VL was the. firft of the. 
race of the &e\fcafts i^o afcended the Bi- 
glilh throne. He had come to the thrqoe 
of Scotland in 15 67, and after the death of . 
Queen Elizabeth, in 1604^ he fucccedcd 
to the crown of Englaqd. Thus came the 
family of the Stewarts to reign -over the 
kingdoms of Scotland and England. 

This ancient and noble family govoraed ' 
thefe realms in an uninterrupted line down 
to James Vll. This, unfortunate Prince 
had a bfind attachment forthe PoplftL rc^ 
ligion. During his adminiftratron he o- 
ptnly difcovered it, and.ex<;fcifed^for a. 
timp, amofigft his fubje^s, all thofc tyrMt- 
nical meafures which that religion naturally 
inftigates thofe Princes who are it^s votaries 
to purfue. His eldeft daughter, Alary, 
was given in niarriagc to William Prince of ' 
Orange. - This- Prince the nation- invited 
over to redrefs- the grievances' they fuffered 
under, the government of his father-in* law. 
James, forefeeiiig the confequences which 
would enfue, withdrew himfelf privitely 
from the kingdom, and retired to France, 
with his Queen; and Prince Geoi^e^ then 
an infant. Upon this William and his coii^ 
fort, were proclaitoed King and Queen. 
The fucccflion to the crown was fecurcd by

fcfcfai afts of parliament^ to Protcftaot heirs 
alcwle : which order of facceflion hath bccit 
c^ftttBtly obfcrved fmce that time. 

The firft internsption, we fee then, in 
the lineal defcent of the family of the Stew- 
arts, in their fucccffion to the crowns of 
Scotland and EngUnd, wa» in the perfoa 
of James Vll. This was fa the year 1 68 8 j 
on accobnt of which fi^gnlar accident it ia 
tailed the Rctolution year. Two efforts 
h«v€ been made, fmce that timei to reftore 
the former fncceffiotl. Prince George* 
ni^de an cfibrt In' 17 1 5^, ^nd his fon Prince: 
Charles made another effort in 17^5 ; but 
both thefc proved nnfuccefsful. An ac- 
count of the attc^tfpt made by Prince Charles^ 
is given is the ffref^iiit hiftory."' 

While the attention of Britain was em- 
ployed id the w^r, in which it was at that 
time engaged with France, the plan of an 
iflfnrreftidn, in favour of Prince Charle$| 
was formed* It is thought to have been 
owing, chiefly^ tc> the politics of France, 
that this projeft took plaCc, The French 
miniftry forefaw, thar an invafion of this 
kind would embarra^ Britain, and make a 
^verfion in their owh ftvoUn The projed 
Wasalfo favoured by>the difp'ofitionsof ma- 
ny of the Bfitifla fubje^s; who were ftfong* 
iy attached to the femily of Stewart, " Franct 



gate Prmce 'Oiark^ the ftroBgell affcMi^- 
ces'of their affiftanc^, ^d many i^ Gf^ie 
Britain, by their folidtatipQS and prom>f€8y 
feeooded the ent^rprhse. The young 
Prince cajoted by f hefe eenfi^emtioos, anA 
fired wiih m limfakion to afcend ifae throM 
^ his anceftors, fiiBy rtfoWtA to make ^w 
vigorous effort for iim purpofe : In which, 
it his did not fneceed, he ftould, at kail 
libra time, Hbecome the ishfcA of ^atteit^ 
doQ Md filrprifc :0l all the -Bttviptu^ 
powers.

poffiWc care to prevent bim from makiftf 
his party formidable, and if poflible to take 
iiim alive or dead: and as an indtlcement 
to thi^ a reward or .30,000 A was fct on lii$ 
head. 

Before the end of Auguft, two companies 
oF gen. Smd^s regirae6t being fent tp 
rfccrcmnoitxe/ tbt. Highlanders, were rnofl: of 
ihemmade p?ifoDefs, as was fooli lifter capn - 
S'virethenham of Guif^^s foot. Thisgentle- 
man being reJeafed on his parole, gave the 
govefnment the firft circtimftantiaT account , 
of the iHimber and condlcion of the High- 
land force's. 

Afcanius now prepared to mafch fputh*^ 
v^ard, with a view of taking the city of Ediit 
burgh : Wfean tinae. Cope having collefted 
ail the king's forces in Scfotland, and armed 
the mrlicia, marched fot the Highlands in' 
queil of Afcanius; who not ch unrig to tiik 
a battle in his4nfant ftate of affairs, gave the 
old general the flip over the p^ouritaini, aiid 
Septem|>cr 4. entered Perth without tefi- 
jftance. The news being carried to Cope/ 
who was got to Invqrtiefe, after a v^ry Fa- 
tigning .march, he faw no'other rettiedy but 
to march badk, tho^ not th? fame way he 
came; accordingly, he ordered tranfpbit 
fliips to meet him at Aberdeen, to carry hi$- 
forces to Leith. Mean time, Afcanius pro^ 
cjaimed his father aft Perth,* where he was

joSfifed by fcveral perfons of diftiirftion, wh(j 
bnonght foppHes of tticn abd arms: From 
thence he marched iiis troops to the rivcf 
Fdfth, which they forded the ijth, Afca- 
nius fitft pluhging In at the head pf the in- 
fantry. Dirc^Tng his march tbw^fdi Gaf- . 
gow, he fummoned it, but receiving no an- 
iWer altered his tout, and marched for E- 
dSnburgh, which he reached before Cope 
could be back from Aberdeen. 
' While both parties Were thus adirancing' 
toward the tn'etropojfs, the inhabirants were 
preparing for a vigorous rcfiftance : Bur the 
Prince having many friends in the city, no 
fooiier came near it, than a treaty of fur- 
render was entered upon, and the 17 th the 
jjrovoft admitted him imo it; however, the 
brare, tho^ very old, geiti. Gibcft, retired 
with a' few regulars into the ca{l}e,'Which 
he held for thcking. While the Prince was 
entering the cify, Cope 'was debarking his 
troops at DunW, within two days march of" 
Edinburgh, and befng theVe joined by briga-^ 
dier Fowke, with Hamilton's and Gardiner's 
dragootis, marched ch? ipfh, and encamped 
that night near Haddington. Marching 
early next morning, they arrived kt Prefton- 
pu-ns in the evening, where thejr perceived - 
Afcanrus^s troops on the hills towards Edin- 
burgh, at which place only a fmall body of 
JHi^hlande'rs were left^ to fccur< a retreat '

Icry and ammunition -^ his intereft with them 
feemed to depend on the. feccefe of Ws armsi 
AfcaniHs did not find fo many ' in the 
kingdom efpoule hiseanfe as he was madd 
1:0 belietc. The greater part of the king-*" 
dom did not favour his family and pretenG^ 
qas 5 but .they were unarmed and undifci^ 
plined, s#$ therefore, could make no re-'^ 
fiffairee. Even* in the Highlands, where 
A^anius thoti^t a good part of his intereft 
lay, theix were found many friends to th€ 
goremment^ ^nd who^ in the moft open 
inanner, avowed their royalty. Argylt 
armed his vaffals; the -Earl of Sutherland 
brburjht to the field 1200 nten : Sir Alex- 
ander M * Donakl and the Laird of 
M* Leod fent 2000 hardy Jflanders from 
■Skiei for the ferVtce of the government: 
aiid ma^other clans apjpcared under thei^ 
feteral poteftt chiefs. There was alfoa. 
body of gentlemen, who ferved on horfc- 
back at their .own expence, fiiling them-^ 
Xdves the R^yal Hunters, of which gea O*

gleijiOFpe Jbad the comngtaod >-*forely the 
&ared flame of liberty glowed warmly in 
the bf cafls of thefe gentlemen, who ftood 
forth in the <:aufc of their country, on 
fuch honourible terms ! 

At the fame time Duncan Forbes, cfq; 
lord prcfident of the court of fcffion in Scot* 
bad, extremely diftinguiflied himfelf there, 
by hi$ zeal for the Georgian iutercft ; and 
it was principally by his means that a con- 
fiderable body of 'Highlanders .and other 
S^ot^ were raifed, under the command of 
the earl of Loudon, for fccurity of the forrs 
of In^ernefs, Auguftus and William, a chain 
of fortified places commanding the north of 
Scotland, . 

Butnotwithftandingall thefe preparations, 
the intrepid Afcanius rcfolyed to purfue his 
defigns thro' all pbftacles. Nov. i. He 
went from Edinburgh to the camp at Dal- 
keith, from whence he daily difpatched his 
agents inco England, and received inrelli- 
gencc of what was (Joing there both by his 
friends and enemies: And, tW he had the 
' mortificarion to find, contrary to the aflur- 
aaces he had received, that the former were 
but few^- yet he flill inflexibly, refolved to 
pufli on the daring attempt, having only, as 
he publicly fignified, a Crdwn or a Coffin * 
in view. He hoped that by his prefence 
in .England he flxould b^ able to put new

The ^6th, the army p^ed thtj Tweedy 
and entered England. Mar&al Wade wa9^ 
at thi$ time, as hach l>6en pbfervedt at New- 
oi^le upon Tyne, ^ might haw inter- 
cepted ^^oma Qfi thje borders; but being 
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igfionmt of the rout he tntended to takct 
iriiecfaer byCadtfle or NewcalUe^ the cautions 
dd geoenl det^rmiMd to wak, Afe«iiu$'t 
faotioosy and by tbcm.

And now the progrefs of A^canms had 
thrown ail £ngland into confuiioq, 40d 
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Georgians began to dread his arrival at Lon- 
don, before «nother army coiild be fprmccj 
in the fonthern and midknd'parrs to impede 
his march, which was amazingly fWrft, 'all 
the country flying before him, none daring 
or caring to refill. However, the duke of 
Cumberland, youngeft fon to the Georgian? 
King, returning- from Flanders, where he 
had commanded 4iis Father's troops, moft'of 
which returned with him, or Were before 
arrived and put under Waders comroaJid ; 
this prince, I fay, returning from aibrdaJ^ 
ifl order to lead the Ge<M"gian troops againft 
Afcanius, his now fuccefsful rivalin more 
rcfpefts thaw one, an army was formed with 
aH cxpedftioh, and the diikc put himleff kt 
the head thereof, refolving to wait the corh- 
ing of Afcanius, and by one decifivc l^roke 
determine the fate of die Biitifii croWDr 

Mean time," the young Adventurer a<l- 
vanced with prodigious celerity, while the 
attention of both kingdoms was fixed on the 
cxpefted approaching aftibn; It was on the 
20th that our Adventurer left CirMe, from 
whence he proceeded- to Ii&ncafter, where 
he arrived the 54th; the 27th faw him at 
Prefton, the 2 9th at Manchefter. Tfll now 
the Prince had been joined by few ^f the 
EngKfli, and on. this account the fpiri|ff of 
hrs' faithful followers began to droop. * TJie

-tefthelefs, ha prudently tried to difguife 
bis fentiment?^ and keep up the fpirits of 
the people. * Who knows (faid he, at a

' greater glory. I grant we hate ruft our- 

* felves into imminent danger ; or rather, 

* perhaps. Providence has brought us hi-

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Dec 2. Afcaokis vma at Leek in th<^ 
Mooriftods of StsShrdMrCy next day at 
Aflibuni in the peak of Derbyfiijre, and 
the 5th at Der^r town. Mean time, tKc 
' ddke, finding the dextrous Adventurers had 
given him the fltpyxrofled the country, tn^ 
peding to intercept them in'Lancafliire or 
Northamptonfixir€> and this he had mfalli* 
bly done, had not Afcanius petxreived; that 
Aill to go forward, would be obliging him- 
felf to riAc a batde under all the difadyan* 
tagcs above-mentioned, or to furrender at 
difcrction : . He now faw * that the* Englifli 
• were not to be depended on.- Here he 
received advice irom. London, 'That his 
' friends there had not ihc power to rife h 

* his favour, without defpcrately hazarding 

* both his own ruixi, and thatof his'^party in 
'- the kingdom ; that there was no likeli'- 

* hood erf a defcent from France, «11 the 
.' foutheru coafts being well guarded, ag 

* were the circumjacent feas, by the Engli(h 
^ fleet, for fear of whom the French'durft 

* not ftir out/ 

Hereupon a council of war was called^ 
at which the chiefs fpakc very freely, and 
ftrcnuoufly infifted on the army^s returnictg 
to Scotland by the, way they came; urgmg, 
. that they might get through fterby and 
,S»fford before the duke, on the fouth fide 
of them, could know they had begun to rC' 
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ftimj and that, as Wade lay direftly north 
from them, they doubted not of a^ain giv- 
ing him the flip, and reaching Carlifle be- 
fore he could obftruft their flight— To this 
advice Afcanius cohfented, ftill comforting 
hirafelf with hopes that Providence intended 
to work for him by other means than thofc 
he yet thought of. However, the common 
foldiers, who had flattered themfelves with 
tht taking of London, were greatly chagrin- 
ed at their difappointment, and would have 
feverely revenged themfelves on the people 
of Derby, aod the other towns thro' which 
they were to repafs, had not Afcaniusand 
bis ofHcers appeafed them, and convinced 
them of the necefTity of their returning, 
and of injuring the perfons and properties 
of the Englifti as little as their nccefTitieis 
Would admit. Neverthelefs, difcoVerinsf 
that a fubfcription had been here kt orf foot 
by the Englifli party, and already pretty 
fuH; ttie Adventurers procured a copy of 
the fubfcription lift, and rtiade the town pay 
the money to tl>em. They alfo obliged the 
people of Derby to furnifli them with many 
TicceiTaries at an eafy price. But this pro- 
ceeding '^which Afcanius could -not- cafiljr 
prevent) was, perhaps, the principal reafbn 
•of their being joined by only four or five in 

B 
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this county, one qf whom was comrfcHt^ 

Morgan. 

As jadclay of a day or two muft have ren? 
.dcr<d t^e retreat, of Afcanius and his troopw 
impraaicable, they ftay'd at Derby but two 
nights. Dec. 6. w« find them again at A(h- 
bum in thfi Peak. While Afcanius .is thus 
giving the world as extraordinary a proof 
of his dexterity ajid /kill in a retreat, as he 
had before of |his courage andconduft in » 
battle, (with.<me:body.of EngU(h foot hotly 
pnrfuing at his heels, and , Oglethorpe with 
a body of horfe on his right .flying to inter- 
cept him, but in vain, tho' the general made 
a very fwift march crofe the country) Jet i^ 
leave him on his march, and take a view of 
what his friends in Scotlandwere doing fw 

him there. ,. , . 

Lord Lewis Gordon, brother to the duke 

of Gordon,.renuiining in Scotland to take 
careof Afcaniusts interelt while hitolelfwas 
in England, was very aSive m raifi^ men, 
and money in the .northern parts. His en- 
deavours were greatly fupported hy the 
arrival of fitz-james's regiment of horle 
from France, of which mod of the men were 
Irifh and Scotch, or defcen'lcd from parents 
bom in thofc kingdoms; thefe were com- 
manded by lord John Drumond, btt)ther t?> 
the duke of Perth, who joined lord Lewi?; 
■ their forces together made near 300© roc^ 
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^ith thefe troops the two lords quartered 
riemfclvcs in aiKl about Perth, at the |amc 
time that Afcauius fet out on his return from 
Pcrby, 

On the other hand, the earl of Loudon 
was equally a^ive in fpiriting up the clans 
in the Georgian intereft, and raifed oonfider- 
able fupplies among the Macleods, Grants, 
Monroe^, Sutherlands and Guns, and at 
la/t he had above a 300 effeftive men ; with 
ihefe he forced the fon of lord Lovat t6 re- 
tire from before Fort Augudus, which he 
had bcfieged with a confiderable body of 
Frazersj a clan of which bis father was chief. 
The city of Edinburgh, now again in the 
hands erf the Englifli, lUcewife exerted itfelf 
in raifing men, as did alfo Glafgow, betwixt 
which two numerous regiments and feyeral 
independent companies were raifed. . Thus, 
whether in England or Scotland, Afcgnius 
was like to have enemies enough to deal with. 

Let us now return into England, and fol« 
low Afcanius in iii« flight from Derby^ 
Dec 7th, he arriyed at J^tk in Staflbrdihire, 
and the 9th at Mancheflen Mean time, the 
duke of Cumberland having intelligence 
that his enemies had t>egan to retreat north-^ 
ward, prepared to follow them wjth all ex- 
pedition. Flying with a body of horfe 
thrp* the counties of Warwick and Stafford, 

B a 
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the I o'th he arrived at Macclesfield in Che- 
fliirc, I ooo foot folk)Wiiig him at no great 
diftancc ; for the duke's fcheme was to get 
up to the Advcntuj-er? with his horfe, and 
retard their march until Jiis ihfaatry came 
up, and then to endeavour to bring Afcapius 
to a general engagement. This, however, 
was what che latter prudently avoided, well* 
knoiiiring the difference betwixt the fpirit of 
troops purfucdin an enemy's country, antl 
that of the purfuers. Befides', perceiving 
that fortpne. inclined her face with a fmile 
towards his, royal hii^nnejs the brave ai\di 
active duke of Cumberland, the country 
fjeople voluntarily fupplfed his grmy with 
/horfes, carriages, provifions, and all otliejr 
neceffarics, white the Adventurers could get 
r.othint^ but what violence forced from the 
grumbling Englifli^ who cook alj ittexhods tp 
tiiifrefs them. 

Macclesfield, where, as we have obferved; 
the Englifti arrived on th^ i cth,~ is tut ^ 
day's march from' MaticheftSr, from whence. 
Afcanius marched that day^ refiing his troops 
there only one night; whpfe fickle inha- 
bitants, perceiving fortune feemed to frown 
on che Adventurers, whom they had joyfully 
received a few days before, now gave the 
troops fcveral rude marks of a very differ- 
ent fpiru : This Afcanius fo highly refented, 
that he made the people pay him 2 5 op/. 
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fo iavc them from being plundered, before 
he left the town; however, in confideration 
oF the many friends he ftill had there, he 
promifed repayment when the kingdoiu 
(honld be recovered to his family, of which 
he did not defpair yec , •'. 

Oa the 1 1 th, the Adventurers marched 
further northward, and came to Wigan, and 
next day to Prefton. JThe duke ftill fo^ 
Jowed at about a day's march, which he yec 
fqund it impoffible to gain of Afcanius, who 
found it equally imprafticable to outftrip 
. his formidable rival in youthful vigour and 
vigilance. On the 13th, in the morning, 
Afcanius quieted Pre (Ion, which he had nD 
. fooner^ done, than Oglethorpe, - with thfi 
horfe and dragoons from Wade's arsiy,jat- 
rived there, baving in three days marched 
above 100 miles thro' ice, and over moun- 
tains coverM with fnow. And now the 
Adventurers had certainly been forced to ah 
adHott, had not their Engliih friends,-~in the 
fouth, luckily, at this critical junfture, done 
them fome fervice. A report was fucccft^ 
fully propagated, * That the French wei;c 
* landed in the fouth ;' and this was fo ge- 
nerally beKeved hy^ the Engliih, that an e:^- 
prefs was fent to inform the dijke therecrf", 
whereupon he halted a day for further in- 
forniatioD^ and fent orders to Oglethorpe to 
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(difcontiniie the purfuit, and march towards 
hh army. Still more happy, indeed, had it 
been for Afcanius, if this report hadT)een 
grounded on hit; but the feas were fo well 
guarded by the Englifh fleet, that tho' a 
Krong fquadron of French men of war had 
fceexj fitted out, with a great many tranfports, 
having a confiderable body of forces on 
board, yet they durft not venture out of 
port* But the report was of great fervicc 
'to Afcanius, for had not the duke and O- 
gfetborpe been thus retarded, he would h^ve 
/been forced to halt 5 and tho' the general's 
troops were as much fatigued and difordcred 
by their forced marched as his, yet they 
would, at leaft, have been able to obftruo: 
hk retreat until the duke canie up, and then 
the aftion mufl have been decifive ; for the 
harrafled Adventurers could' have little 
hopes of viftory over an army fo much fu- 
pcrioi* in airrefpe<5&'. 

' , However, on jche 14th, upon better in- 
formation, the duke ordered Oglethorpe to 
continue the purfuit, whilft himfelf followed 
as faft as poffible. The 15 th Afcanius ar- 
rived at Kendal in Weftmoreland,and march- 
ed next day for Penrith in Cumberland, 
the Englifli following with great -celerity. 
On the i 8th, the duke, with the king's own 
regiment of dragoons and Kingfton's new 
raifed light horfe, came up with the rear of 
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the Adventurers, after a fatiguing ten 
hours inarch. Afcanius vras at this time at 
Penrith, and knew riot that his rear was in 
fo much datigei* till it was orer j for on 
fight of the Englifli, lord George Murray^ 
who comihandcd the rear, in conjunftion 
with Iwd Efcho; ordered his men to halt 
in a village called Clifton; arid there rc- 
teive their attack. Mean- timfe, the duke, 
Whofe capacity as a'^ foldiisr all impartial per^" 
iaos muft irdcnoWledge to' be" confummate. 
Blade every riecejQary difpofition for driving 
Ac Adventurers^ from their poft.- The at- 
tack w|is refolmely iriade, and as refolutelf 
oppofed. TThe Highlanders, being much 
fteltered by the walls and hedge§,^ from bci- 
1akA whkh they fired with- great foGurity,> 
loft very few men; nor had the aflailanrs 
time to receive any great lols, night being 
fo far advanced before the aflio'n was well 
begun that it was foon ended'* The Adven* 
turers (who mnft have been overpov/ered 
by numbers, had the aftion happened in tlie 
day) sbaridoned the village, continuing their 
tetrcat to Penrith, where they joined Afca- 
nim before midnight. The darknefs of the 
night added to the clofenefs of the country, 
Irhich was extremely rough and covered 
with wood-fend, c^iged the Englifli 10 dif- 
continue- the purftnt til! morning. Their 
. B 4 
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Jofs in the aftion was about 20 men and 
officers killed, and, go wounded, Afca- 
nius's troops fufFered no lofs, only- capr. 
George Hamilton, of col. John Roy Stuart's 
regiment, was taken prifoner : He was a 
nian of great valour, and whom Afcanius 
and his ofBcers much confided in: Hf made 
a ftout rcfiftance, and killed two troopers 
with his own hand, but was at l*ft dauger- 
cttifly wounded in the head and on the (boul- 
der by one ojF the Auflriari huffars, who vo- 
luntarily, fervcd the duke. \: \ . 

Next morning Afcanius arrived, at Car- 
liflc, after a miferable march all night. 
The fame morning alfo the duke marched 
for that city, and in his rout be gleaned up 

' the flragglers, the weak, the weary, the fick 
and the wounde4 Adventurers, about iqo 
men, who were confined in the country jails. 
The 2orh,'the Englifh army advanced to 
Heiket, within a fhort day's march of Car- 
lifle, Ar the fame tirac Afcanius left thai 
dty, continuing his march for Scotland ; he 

. forded ihe river Elk, tho* at that time very 
much fwoln, and many of his men were 
drowned; He M'as forced, againfl: his will, 
to leave a fraall g^rrifon at Carlifle, in order 
IQ (lop the duke, and prevent his purfuing 
him into Scotland, at l^aft, not fp foon as to 
force him to an. engagemenx before he • hasl 
got recruits ©f men, nioney and fpirits. It 
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was with regret, I faj, that he left any gar- 
rifop in Carlifle,for he well knew that they 
mull be facrificed to his convenience, but. he 
was over pcrfuaded by Mr. Sulliran^ who 
infifted that he ought X6 improve this op^ 
partuuity, and run the hazard of facrific- 
ing a few of his followers to the fafety of 
.himfelf and all the reft, who had io c^ear- 
fully ventured their lives and experienced fo^ 
niany hardfhips in this their unfortunate ex- 
pedition into England^ particulady^ the 
Manchefter regiment. This fmall gaFrifou, 
aaiixiated with a greater Ihare of. coiu'agjc 
. and fidelity to the caufe they had embriiceir 
ihan of prudence or human forefight, refol- 
ved obftinately to defend the city. They 
were greatly fpirited up hy Mr. John Ha- 
milton of Aberdeenflxire, theirgovernpr, who 
.reprefented untothem>. * That it was both. 

* their duty, and the moll honourable thk^ 

* thiey could do, to defend the place to ihie 

* Ia(l extremity. The place is, fold he^ 

* both by art and nature pretty ftrpng^' aftd 

* we have . artillery enough: The Eufglifii' 

* hate no cannon, nor canfpeedily bring an?y 

* hither, fo that we may, doubtlefs, hold out 

* a month ; iiiean tirafe, Afcanius will cerrain- 

* ly do all in his power to relie veins, and wl»o 

* knows jhow far it may be yet in his; powei'i? 

* Beiides, the Englifli may not, perhaps, wheii 

• • •■ . ' B s ^ ^- - ■■' ^ 
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* tl^cy fee us rcfolutc, ftay to befige im fn 

* form, but follow our friends into Gotland; 

* in which cafe you inay do Afcanius fome 

* fcrvice, by employing part of the enemy's 

* troops to lookafter us,and thereby, in forac. 

* meafure, pave the way to his being a 
' match for them in the field ; whereas, at 

* prefent, he is in danger of being over- 
' whelmed by numbers/ 

On the ^2d, the duke's army intirely in- 
Teftcd Carlifle, it being thought proper to 
reduce this important key of the kingdoiD 
before the army marched after Afcanius in- 
to Scotland, This ftep was difapprovcd 
by many of the government's friends, who 
objected, * That the duke's army was amuf- 

* ing iifelf with a trifling fiege, while Afca- 

* nios was fuffered to efcape, and had time 

* given him to ftrengthen himfclf, by a 
VjunAure of the feveral corps his friendf 
' had been raifing for him in Scotland^duriog 
' his excurfion to the fouthward/ But 
thefe cepfurers were^oubtlefs, unacquainted 
with the duke's rcafons for not immediately 
following his enenaiesout of England. They 
did not coniider that he might, by the time 
he got tp Carlifle, be convinced that h'c 
could never overtake or bring Afcanius to a 
battle, unlefs the latter pleafed : That the* 
he might again come up with his rear, yet 
it would be itHl as difficult to bring the 
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main body to an adion, fiQce, as before, the 
rear would corcr the retreat of the reft ; 
and farther, that it could be of little ad- 
Taotage to the Eoglifli intereft to harrafs 
and weaken their army by forced marches 
and fkirmifhes with the Adventurers, who 
might, at leaft^Iead them into fuch a country 
as they ^ooMl find it difficult to fubfill in, 
and in the end, perhaps, become the weaker 
party, and hare their own retreat into £ng^ 
land cut q£ 

As the arigy uiidef the duke Was deflitutd 
of the artillery and ammunition proper for i, 
fiegfe, it iatftill before the place till the i6th, 
vhoa being amply proTided with all thiag^ 
neceffary^ rwo batteries were raifed, which 
played upon the city from the 1 8th to the 
20th m the morning, when the garrifon, 
having noprofpeft of relief from their friends 
in Scotland, and fearing to be fddticed by 
ilorm, huiigotit the white flag to qipitulate; 
however, the beft terajs they could obtain 
was, that they ihould not be maffacred 
but ireferved for the king's pleafure, which 
they were forced to accept, and the £ngli(li 
took poflefiicHi of the city the fame day. In 
this affair, befides the men, they loft 1 4 pieces 
of ordnan(;e, being all that Afcanius brought 
with him into England. Of this garr'^on 
laany have been trkd and cpt)4emned;, an^ 

Bd 
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fomehave been executed, particularly, John 
Hamilton, efq; the governor, Befides coL 
Townley of the Manchefter regiment. 

The duke had do Iboner reduced this 
tity, than he inverted get). Hawley with the 
chief command of the army, with orders to 
march into Scotland, and there make fueh 
oppofitions to the motion bf Afcanius, as 
the future circumrtancesof affairs fhouid 
direft'; mean while the duke himfelf returned 
to his father's court, there to concert mea-- 
fures for entirely compleating the ruin of the 
Adventurers. 

Let us now follow the indefatigable Affco*- 
nitts into Scotland, where we (liall find him 
emerging from his late difgrace, and carry- 
ing his affairs to a higher pitch of prgfperity 
,rhan ever. But I know not if it be proper to 
look upon that as a difgrace, which \vas not 
the Want of any vigilance or capacity in him, 
but oi treachery or remiffnefs, or wxint of 
fihcerity^in thofe who made great profeflions 
^6f zeal for his intereft, and who, after bav- 
•ing drawn him into a' vain dependence *upoa 
•them, remained idJe fpef>9torsof tbe'daii- 
'ger they had run him intot • ; ' • 

Ded'2 2d, Afetniusi wh6* had divided his 
forces on the borders of Scbtlaftid>- marched 
with the iargeft body, about 4000 metii t^ 
OtiTufries; M^ieVe- 1ie demanded of the hJ- 
•h^'bit^nts 20C0!. contribiirioa money ; of this 
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liool. was immediately paid, and hoftagis 
for the reft. From h^nce he moved north- - 
ward the 2 3d, and th€^ 25th arrived at Glaf*' 
gow, chufing rather totajj:c poffeffion of that 
town (of which he refolved to raife another 
large contribution, for its 2<^ve zeal againft: 
his party while he was m the foutJi) than to 
attempt the recovery of Edinburgh, which 
the Englifli had now put in a much better 
pofture of defence than it was when he took 
it. Glafgow was alfo the more obnoxious 
10 him, as it had ever been diftinguiflicd for 
difaiFeftion to hiskingdom^ particularly in the 
reigns of Charles and James II. in which 
it was confidercd as the principal fountain of 
whigifai in the north. . ' 

Accordingly, he quartered his troops for 
feveral days upon the inhabitants, and before 
he-left the city obliged them to furnifli hiih 
withncceffariestothe value of ic>,oooh fter- 
Ung. And now it was that he formed the 
deiign of laying fiege to Stirling, one of thfc 
ftrongeft and moft important places in Scor- 
land* As all his forces would be wanted^o 
carry on thi^ fiege, he difpatched orders to 
lord Drummond ^rid Gorddb, the mafler olF 
of Lovat, and^other chiefs ki. the north, •t6 
advance with their troops, and fiiefet hint, 
betwixt Perth and Stirling. Thefe chiefs ' 
had with them a confiderable treafure, whicli 
bad been Lvrided from on board .fonic SpanifS 
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privateers; alfo fome artillery, ammunUi<«i 
and other florcs. Lord Gordon bad like- 
wife raifed a vaft fum of money in Scotland^ 
part of which was voluntarily coqtributed» 
and the reft levied under pain of military 
execution : He and the other chiefs bad alfo 
taken other vigorous methods for ferving 
their party. The Hazard floop of war, 
which the Adventurers had taken from the 
Engliflh, ^hey fitted QUI for their own fervicc, 
as alfo a flout privateer at Montrofe, and an 
armed floop at Perth, 

Jan. 3d, 1745-6, Afcanius and. the troops 
IcftGlafgow; and the 5th, having then got 
beft part of his forces together, he fum* 
moned 'the town of Stirling to furfender ; 
but general JbUackney, who commanded 
there for the king, gave him a flat denia}^ 
declaring, * He would fooner lofe his life 
/ than betray the truft that was rcpofed 
♦ in him*' However, the town being of no 
^reat ftrength, though the caftle is, the ii^ 
habitants, after fome hours fpent in treaty, 
obtained their owa tej'ms of lurrender, and 
jiext morning the Adventmrers took ppflef- 
ilon ? but the refolute old Blackney retired 
with his troops into the caftle, determined 
to defend it to the laft extremity. ' He was 
again funomoned to furrender, but to as little 
purpofe as before ; and, therefore, Afcanius 
prepared to beflege it in forni >^ich wha; ar- 
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tillery he had, which was infuflBdcnt for fo 
confide rable an undertaking. 

Mean while lieut. gen. Hawley, comnuin* 
der in chief of the ^ Englilh forces in Scot- 
land, was affeniblingaftrong,tho' not numer- 
ous, army in the neighbourhood of Edin- 
burgh, and having all things in order he 
determined to march to the relief of StirUng 
caftle, but firft he det^chexl brigadier gen. 
Hufke, (wlio was next in command under 
Hawley) with part of the army, to diflodgc 
the earl of Kilmarnock from Falkirk, where 
he lay with the young Adventurer^s horfc, 
and which being of little ufe in a liege be 
hail ported at this town, which lies in the 
dircft road from Edinburgh to Stirling. On 
the firft intelligence of Huikc's approach, 
Kilmarnock retired to the reft of the array 
at Stirling, not having forces enough 10 en- 
gage the brigadier general's troops; and 
thus the road being opened, the whole Ea- 
glifli army marched t6 Falkirk, where Afcani* 
us refblved to giire them the meeting. 

Afcanius's ankirs were not now in the fame 
fituation as when* he was in England, then 
encircled by the Englilh, and without the 
leaft profpeft of any reinforcements in cafa 
of a defeat, it was the higheft prudence in 
him to avoid an engagement, and retire into 
Scotland before his retreat was cut off : But 
HOW at the hc»i<rf 9 body of rtfolutc fdOowi^ 
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date and re- animated by their fuccefsful re-' 
tjreat, the frefli troops which had joiaed 
them, and the abfeiice of the duke from the 
Englifliarmy, of which he was the very life 
"^atid foul, he had little to fear as to the event 
of an engagement : He doubted not his 
troops in their own country, in which they 
had already been fo fuccefsful, and in which 
he forefaw fo many ways of retrieving thet 
lofs of a battle* • 

Hawley's . defi£in was to have attacked 
Afcariius, who being fenfible. of the differ- 
ence betwixt an army's attacking and being 
attacked,, and of the' ufual difad vantage io 
the jattcr cafc^refolved to give the Eng- 
lifli battle, .without giving them time to 
chufe their ground* This he did with 
great fuaqefs on the 1 7th in the afternoon.. 
The field of battle wa$ the Moor of FalkirJ:, 
ai)out a niiJe diftant from that town. iVf- 
canius was informed that the Englife (who 
had tnade great hafte to gain the rifing 
ground on which they wefe pofted) bad lei t 
thejr canpon jn their camp, and would find 
it. very difficult togct any up the hill, there- 
fore he re|blve4 to attack them, before they 
coyld; get up their artillery. 
I -TheEnglifl^army;|ho^/ormedin a hurry, 
advanced in good order, the dragoons on the 
left, ^d ihc infantry in two lines, . When 
t^icjdverfc p?fx>es-c*m6: within link moic 
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than mufket Ihoi of each other, Hawlcy or- 
<iered the dragoons to fall on fword in hand, 
and the foot to advance, at the fame time; to 
give the ^Vdventurers a dofe lire. tSut be- 
fore they. could execute thefe directions, a 
fmart fire from the latter, put the dragpons 
iiKo fonus diforder, and at the fame time the 
Englifh battalion s.firing^ without orders, in- 
creafcd the coufufion ; and : the dragoons 
faliiag in upori^^he foot, occafioned their 
making only one irregular fire. before they 
began to retreat. Barrel's and Ligonier's re- 
giai/snt$,.ho,wcver„ were immediately rallied 
by brigadier Cholmondely andxrol. Ligonie? . 
Tbefe troops made, a brave Hand, reppifed 
ihe .Advjetttafcrs^ who poured i^poa them 
very briikly.: .Mean time, gen. Hnlke,wit)i 
great prudence and prefence of mind, forno- 
.cd^ajiother body of foot in the rear of the 
above two regimoits. Gen. Mordaunt alfp 
rallied another corps of infantry, and, upon 
the whole, the Englifli made a tolerable rcj- 
treat to the camp at Falkirk* 

This battle cannot, properly be f^id t^ 
have been fought out : It had certainly been 
renewed had not the bad weather prevented 
itr The rain and wind were violent, and 
rendered the fire-anns of littler ufe. The 
Englifli, wanting their arpllery,had no arms 
to oppofe to the broad fwords of the High- 
landers^ except the ir bayonets., During the 
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aftion their artillery was drawn' lip the hill, 
but the owners of the draught hories, feeii^ 
the army in difordcr, rode away with the 
horfes, fo that noite could be found to draw 
the ufelefs cannon from the £eld» by which 
means the whole tiain (except cue piece 
which the grenadiers of Barrel's regiment 
yoked themfeiires toandcarriedoffr^ndthree 
others which the people of Fal&irk fomiiSl'- 
ed h<»fes to draw^ away) fell into die hand^ 
of the Adventurers* 

The Engliih at firft (after ^^tisg th€^ 
£dd) determined to keep pofie^n of ihsif 
.€amp» and wait to fee if Afcanius "wo^ at*' 
tempt to diflodge them: But the rain com-* 
linghetTy, the tents were fo wetland fo mucK 
of thar ammunition fpoiled, that itwas jild^ 
•ed proper to order the troc^s to the town of 
LinUrhgow that night, purely for the fake of 
ihelter : Next day .they continued their i"e» 
•treaty and in the evening took up their for- 
mer quarters inand about Edinburgh, where 
they examined into their lofs, and miiTed 
more officers in proportion than men. Thut 
far all the fads 1 have mentioned, relating 
to the memorable battle of Falkirk, are 
admitted by the £ngli(h ; let us now ccmfult 
the other party. The following narrative 
was drawn up by Mr. Sheridan, and by 
him tranfmittcd to the kings of prance and 
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Spain, the Pope, and oAcr powers in alli- 
ance with the young Advcnturer^s family. 
* After an e^fy viftory, gained by 8000 
over 12000, we remained mailers of the 
field of battle ; but as it was near fiyc o- 
clock before it ended, and as it required 
time for the Highlanders to recover thciir 
mufkets, .rejoin their colours, and form 
again in order, it was quite night before 
we conld follow the fugitives. On the 
other hand, we had no tents, nor pro- 
vifions; the rain feli, and the cold (harp 
wind blew with fuch violence, that wc 
nrnft have periihed had wc remained all 
night on the field of battle. And as we 
could not return to our quarters without 
refinquilhiDg the advantages of the viflory 
the Prince refolved, thd' without cannon 
or guides, and in the moft extreme dark- 
nefs, to attack the enemy in their caiap^ 
and the fituatiOB of it was very advaii* 
tageous, and fortified by ftrong retrench- 
ments; their foldiers were &f«ed with 
fuch a pannic on our approach, that they 
durft not flay therein, but fled towards 
Edinburgh, having firfl: fee fire to their 
tents. They had the ftart of us by above 
an hour,- and fome troops which they left 
at Falkirk difpuring our entrance, gained 
them another hour, fo that our cavalry 
being poorly mounted could not come pp

,*:rQar^^^^ who at the beginning of the a&i- 
,V on had been conjured, for the love of his 

* troops, not to cxpofc himfelf, was in. the 

* fecon4 line of the piquets; but as foon 
f as the lekv wing was thrown into fome 

* diforder, he flew to their relief with an 

* -ardour that was sot to • be reftrained; 

* In the difpofition oif his troops he followed 

* tire advice of lord George Murray, who 
/ cominiinded the right wing, and fought 

* on foot during the whole aftion at the 
' head of his Highlanders, Lord John 
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^-Drximnibnd commanded the left, aiid di- 
' ftinguiflied himfelf extremely ; he took two 

* prifoners with his own hand, had his horfe 

* (hot under him, and was wonndcd in the 

* left arm with a mufket ball. We (hould 
' likewife do jttftice to the valour and pru- 
' dence of feveral other officers, particn- 
' larly, Mr. Stapletdn, brigadier in his mofl 
*■ chriflian mljefty's army, and'commander 

* oi the J rifli piquets ; Mr. Sullivan, quarter- 

* mailer- general of the army, who rallied 

* part of the left-wing ; and Mr. Brown, 

* colonel of the guards, and one of the 

* aid 4^ camps, formerly of major gen. 
' LaJIey's -regiment.' 

Camp at Stirling, 
1745-6/ Jan. 31ft, N. S. 

ON the t8th, the day. after the battle, 
Afcanius marched his army back to Stirling^; 
and as he was farisned that.Hawley*s defigri 
pf relieving this forrrefs was difappointed^ 
he again fommoned Blackney, who anfwered; 

* That he had always been looked upon as 

* a man of honour, and he would die fo.' 
Hereupon the beficgers erected liew bat- 
teries to play upon the caflle, and continued 
to ply* h with fmall arms, which did lict'c 
mifchief;, but they fuffeVed pretty much 
from the fire of the garrifon. This mace 
%\it Highlanders foon' grow tired 'of the 
^ge, and their uneafiuefs was greatly in- 
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crcafed by a fcarcity of provifions, which 
obliged Afcanius to fenc] out parties on al} 
fides of the country, to carry pflFwhat com 
and nrekl they could find* 

In this fiege we ihall at prefeut leave tha 
Adventurers engaged, but without any pro^ 
grcfs, difappointed of the fuccours they cx- 
pe(fted from France and 3patn, and very 
much perplexed to fipd ini^ans of fubiirtipg 
their troops. 

When the news of the battle of Falkirk 
reached London, the government thought 
it highly neceflkry to take more vigorous 
meafures for defeating the defigns of the 
once more formidable Afcanius, who was 
now more dreaded by the Epglifh than 
ever. The army in Scotland was fo con- 
fiderably reinforced as to free the Englifh . 
from their ^pprehenfion^ of the further 
progrefs of the Adventurers ; but as an 
invafion by the French smd Spaniards was 
yet to be feared in England, it was judged 
nn&fe to fend many of its forces into Scot-? 
land. The Heflian troops in Britifli pay, 
then lying in the, neighbourhood of Ant- 
werp, were ordered into the northern parts of 
Britain ; fome of them landed in the north 
of England; others in the fouth of Scotland, 
and immediately were affembled in the 
neigh boqrhood of Edinburgh,, under the 
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^nce of Heffe, who had nianied a daugh- 
fer of the king of England. 

The troops under Hawley were extremely 
mortified ^t their Igtc difgrace, and. ardently 
wifhed for a fpeedy opportuaity of retriev- 
ing their honoar. In order to this they 
yrcvc every day bufied in preparations for 
^marching to the relief of the gallant old 
Biackney^ who ftiU ^ntinoed to defend 
Stirling caftle widi coarage and conftancy. 
In a few days the Engliifa army was ia all 
:refpeAs in - a better condition than before 
the adion at Falkirk ; and to animate the 
troops ftiH more, Jan. 30. the youag duke 
arrived at Edinburgh: He was received by 
the army as its guardian angel, whofepre* 
feiK^e was a fure omen of vi£bry ; in ihort, 
%i$ trrival baniihed all remembrance of the 
late dtlagreeable ai&ir, and the. foldiers ex- 
prefled unufual ardour to be led againft the 
AQ/OAjy bad as the weather ftill continued. 

TKe aSive and indefatigable duke re- 
viewed the troops the day after his arrival 
at Edinburghf and immediately marched 
jhem towards Stirling in two columns, con- 
fifting of 14 battalions, befides the Ar« 
gyleihire Carapbels, and Cobham's and 
Kcr's dragoons. The firft night, Feb. ift, 
eight battalions of this army took quarters 
at Linlithgow, where the duke himlelf lay : 
.{brigadier Mordaunt with, fuS battalions 
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lay at Eorrowftounnefs, i he dragoons in the 
adjacent villages, and the Campbels took 
poll in the front of the army towards Fal* 
kirk, where Aicajjius had .ftationed a con* 
fiderable body, who thought it convenient 
to retire upon the approach of the^ Englifli, 
and marching back in the night to Tor- 
wood, they were met by a courier from 
Afcanius, with orders to halt there until 
morning, when himfelf intended rojoin 
fhem with the reft of the army from Stirling 
and to give the duke battle. 

Next morning the Englifh continued their 
march, the officers and foidiers feeming 
extremely eager to come to a frefli trial with 
the Adventurers : But hardly had they be- 
gan to move forward before they recci'vcd 
advice that the enemy, inftead of preparing 
for battle," were repaffing the Foriu with 
great precipitation ; a«d, to confirm this; in- . 
telligence, they faw all the advanced guards 
retiring from their pofts in great hafte and 
confufion. This news was focn after put 
out of ill doubt by the noifeof two great 
reports, like the blowing up of magazines; 
Hereupon • the duke ordered brigadier 
Mordaunt to put himfelf at the head of the 
Argyleftiire troops and" dragoons, and 
harrafs the Adventurers in- their retreat. 
Mordaunt began to execute this order "vvith 
all the alacrity and diligence imaginable^ 
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aad tirrived late in the evening at' Stirling, 
jrbere he took poffeifion of the camp which 
Afcaiaius and his troops had abandoned^ 
■with all their artillery. They had blown 
lip, St. Ninian's church, in which they 
had a great magazine of powder and ball ; 
.the noife of this explofion was what the 
duke's army heard, as before^mehtioned* 

The Adventurers had alfo left behind 
them all the wounded men they had made 
prifoners at the battle of Falkirk, together 
with 1 9 of their own fick men. 

As it was late when Mordaunt and his 
troops arrived at Stirling, and* as the 
fugitives had broke down the bridge which 
crofles the river running by that town, it was 
judged unneceffary to continue the purfuit; 
accordingly the brigadier halted there till 
the next day at nqon, when the duke, with 
the reftof the army, joined them- -Having 
thus patticularly related the motions or 
4me party, let us return and take a view 
of what Afcanius had been doing, and at- 
tend to an explanation of his 'motives for, 
and the obligations he was under of qnit- 
*'# camp at Stirling, and iretiring to the 
iiighlands. 

* On the approach of the Englifli towards 
Falkirk^ the Adventurers quartered there 
retired to Torwood, as we have before 
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thetn in the morning and fight theduk:o^ 
To this end he called a eonndl of mr^ ito 
Mrhich 'he communicated hk purpofe, and 
ft was approved by the offictrsaod the diieft 
pf the dans. Howcrer^ when the troops 
^ere ordered to march, the iiowlander^, 
flruick with a fudden paxmic on the retre^ 
tof the detached corps from Falkirk to Tor- 
i^ood, and the approach of the duke witK 
•an army treble their rimnbcr, were found 
to be all in diforder and confufion, fcatteted 
about the fields, and, as it feemed, prepar- 
ing rather to ihift for themfelvcs than t6 
Advance agtinft the enemy. In tain did 
their Icadicrs endeavour to re-infpire tbeta 
Y/ith frcfii courage, the daftardly Lowr 
landers were hot to be reanimated: Not 
even the prefence of the undaunted Afcanius^ 
who liimielf appeared-among them ; not -all 
his commands^ intreaties, reproaches,' ex- 
hortations, in the leaft availed ; th^y a^- 
tended to . nothing but their unaccountable 
pannic, and abfolutely declared, they woukl 
not facrificc themfcivcs, nor madly throw 
away their lives, bf engaging an enemy 
fo vaflly fuperior both in number and coh* 
dittoo. Afcanius, feeing that it was in 
vato to waftehis precious minutes on thefe 
trcops, gave orders for their pafllng-thb 
Forth, and retiring towards Perth, while he.

4;i»D^g others, die duke of Perth fire- 
nuoufly oppofed coming to V^ion i^ith the 
dtfk6» i^n^il their circuindances ihould hc^ 
come more favourable, and, until they ihould 
have a better profped of victory. In fine, 
jt was at {aft thought expejient, to decline 
the battle for the ^ prefent, and to marc^i 
the whole army into the Highlands, where 
it was not in the Icaft io be doubted but 
they (hould raifc many recruits, and in the 
end either be able fairly to beat the Englifli 
(in a pitqhed battle, :Or toharrafs and ruin 
them by terrible piarche?, fatigues, the bacji- 
nefs of the co«]|ntry, and the rigour of rijc 
feaibn, none of which they were fo able to 
CBdure &^ the hardy natives^ 

C a 
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' In confequence of the aBbtfe refolutiOT, 
Afcanius, with* a forrowful heart, (for hC' 
little thought he flioiild have been obliged > 
to turn his baclt bn the enemy fo foon 
after the advantage he had gained at FaU 
kirk) gave orders that all the troops fhould 
'quit the carop immediately, and follow the 
others that had marched to pafs the FortK 
This was done with all poffible fpeed ; for 
the confequence might have been fatalhad 
they given the enemy time to come fo nigh 
as to fall upon their rear and interrupt their 
Tetreat. 1 (hall now give the reader the 
particulars of Afcanlus's return to the High- 
Imds, and the duke's march after him, in 
the form of a diary. or journal, that the 
future tranfaftions of each party every day, 
from this period to the decilive battle of 
CuUoden, may be the more regularly exr 
hibited, and more clearly comprehended by 
the reader. ^ ' 

Feb. sd, Having broke down the bridge 
at Stirling, to retai^d the enemy's purfuit, 
. the Adventurers entirely quitted the neigh- 
bourhood of that town, feparating them- 
felves into different routs, tho' all led to 
the appointed general rendezvous in the 
Hi §;h lands. Part of them took the road by 
Ta\ bridge, direftly towards the mountains; 
Afcanius with the refl:> confifting of lord 
Cordon's and lordOgilvi e's mcB, the French 
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trodpSy and wteit horfe the Adyaitnrers had/ 
^t to Perth the fame evening. 
« The £ime day the doke entered Stirling, 
where he received the compliments of gem 
Blackney and the officers of the garrifoti 
on this memorable ccciifion ; and, at the 
fame time, this young prince was pleafed 
to teftify his extreme fatisfa^on with re« 
gard to the good defence the general had 
made> by which a place of fo much impor* 
tance had been preferved» and the dciigns 
of his dangerous rival Afcanius defeated. 
Mean while, purfuant to the duke's orders, 
jmany hands were employed in repairing the 
bridge* it being intended to march the army 
over it, and follow. the fugitives into the 
mountains. 

On the 3d, in the morning, Afcanius and 
his people quitted Perth, and marched 
northwards; lord John Drumraond, with 
the remains of the Scotch and Irifh troops 
which he had brought from France, made 
direftly for Montrofs. The Adventurers 
left, behind them at Perth 13 pieces of iron 
cannon nailed up, and they flung a great 
quantity: of ammunition into the river, with 
14 fwivel guns which they had taken out 
of th c Hazard floop. 

Feb. 4tH, The bridge being repaired, the 
army paiOTed ovcr> and the advanced guard,

Next day : the duke's advanced ^ giferflgF 
feck poflfefficm of Perth. Mean while, the 
Adventurers continued their fetrei^t norih'^ 
irard, in whieh we wiU leaf\e rfieni for a 
while, and mak^ a Ihort refleftion on one of 
Ae moft furprifmg ieftances ol the great 
effcfts of ^ general's rcputafida Aat any 
hiftmy hath ever exhibit€d.--*In th^ fpace 
of a fingle week the diike of CuinberJiand 
pofted fiom his father's court, traveUed 
about 300 miles in th§ midft of winter,-ptaf 
hirafelf at the head of the forces in Scot* 
fend, aiid faw his enemies flyifig before him 
•^^ith precipitation ; thofe very enenii^siwho,^ 
in his abfence, dcipifed tbofc : troops hf 
whom they were now pnrfucd, were grown 
terrible to the flyers, chiefly, 6n atciount of 
only one fingle perfon's bavirig refuracd* 
the command of them. Shotild the duke'» 
beft friends ' endeavour to heighten this^ 
event by any ftrains of compliment 01* 
panegyric, they would only obfairc it ; thd 
bare recital of matter of fa^ is the noblefl? 
eulogium. 

Afcanius was very .fenfiUe bow.muci* 
the news of hii retreat would alarm his 
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j^ln&botli af home and abroad ; «d,thcrcs 
lore, he caufed fev^ral pcmtcd papen to 
he dUperfcdt fetting forth, his reafoas for 
Qiking^ this ftep : Beiides thofe already. 
mentkmed,. the foUp^ring vrere affigncdy 
^'z; Thac as his meii^pardailaFly the High^ 
fenders, were loaded wich the booty they 
hsd coUeAed in England and Scotland, it 
y?as very proper to let them convey it home, 
ipbere it might be lodged in fafety ; and fur^ 
^r, that this would fecure to them an ac« 
quired property, for- which they would,* 
doubt)cf$, fight* valiantly to the iaft, and 
\kt induced to ftand by the ^^*^ not on- 
ly on bia account„but alfo on their oMii ; 
wd aft^tr fo fatiguing a campaign to allow 
bis troops fomc rclaxtion, after which, when 
well i?efreihed atid recruited, they would not* 
fail to make another irruption into the Low* 
fends the next fpring. 

. Afcanius had alfo other reafons, wbicli 
he did not think proper publicly to divulge; 
he judged, that by removing the war into. 
the Jtiighfends, and by fpreading reports of 
the feveritics of tlie enemy's troops, his mciii 
would be the better kept together, which 
he now found iiifficult to do, aiid would alfo 
contribute to increafe the number of his 
followers: He alfo judged that this wot^d 
furniih his friends in France and Spaih with. 
-.,, . . . ..- C.4 > 
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an oppormnity to attempt ao invafion in the 
fouch, whfcb would be a means to free him 
from all his difficulties. He had likewifea^' 
great defire to make himfelf mailer of the 
chain of fortificaticHis which run alaag the 
Borth of Scotland, viz. the forts William^ 
Auguftns and George, the laft beiag the- 
caftle of Invemefs: By taking thefe places 
he would be able to fecure the country be-i* 
hind him, and thereby afford means for his 
friends^ abroad to land the reinforcement^,) 
of which he had received large promifes. * 
But the duke^ who had intelligence of ali 
^ the enemy's motions from the fpies he had 
among them, eafily penetrated all their 
Tiews, and rook the moft proper mea fores foF 
defeating them. He marched the army by 
diiFerent roads to Aberdeen, where he refol- 
ded to fix. his head quarters, raife magazines, 
and receive fuch fuccours and fuppHesas 
fliould come by fea from England. Noir 
were the Adventurers able to furprize 
any of thefe feparate corps, e^h detach- 
ment being capable to make a flout refiflance 
in cafe of an attack. 

He flationed the Heffian troops and fomc 
corps of Englifh at the caflles of Blair and 
Menzius, at Perth, Dunkeld, and other 
places, by which he fecured the paflage 
into the . Lowlands, and put it out of the 
power of the Advcfitarers to return that 
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way into the (buth* The Argy lefliarc men, 
Boder their warlike leader gen* Gampbe), 
Qndertck>k the defence of fort Wiiliam, a 
place, at that time, of infinite importaace, as 
k fecured another paflage thro' the weft of 
Scotland^ by which Afcanius could have 
Biad^ his way into England a fecond time. ^ 
Having taken thefe precautions, the duke 
fct out for Aberdeen, where he arrived Feb. 
28th. The ncceffarydifpofitions being made, 
the Georgian generals judged it neceflary 
to make examples of iome who bad here« 
lofore misbehaved J in order to which a 
court martial was held at Montrofe, by 
which captain——, an officer in the artillery, 
who had deferred the triin in the aftionat 
Falkirk, was fentcnced to have his fword 
broke over his head by the provoft, his falh 
thrown on the ground, and hirafelf turned 
eut of the army ; and this was executed at 
the head of the artillery. A lieurenanr 
in Fleming's regiment was "broke for dlfo- 
beying orders, and prevaricating before ^ 
toan martial on account of plundering; 
Mr. 01iphant*s houfe 6f Gaflc, a zealouV 
Adventurer, and who was at that time with 
Afcanius in the moantams^ From this, 
and other inftancfes which could be pro- 
duced/all impartial men mui! own, that the 
burning^j, plundcrings, and devaflationa of ^ 
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the boiffes and eftates* of the Adifentistte^ 
v^hereof the king's troops have been-accufc^* 
"VK^ere not ^otiniyed at, nor permirtc4 ^^^ 
fo much impunity as reported b]( foBae 
over* zealous people. Let us now return to 
j^fcanius, who made it his firfl care tof become 
xnafter of Invcmcfs. 

. lK>rd iLoudon ^s then there with about 
i^oo of the new raifcd men before^roen* 
rioned ; with thefe he marched out to fight 
|he jAdyepturers: but, upoa their ttp* 
prpacb, finding them much ftronger. th^o he 
f^peif^ed, he retreated, and abandjDo^ the 
town of Invemefs withoup thelofs of a man^ 
leaving major Grant with two indepciideQl 
companies in the caftle, with orders to do- 
ifend it to the, laft extremity, 

Thefe orders were, however, but indiffer- 
ently obeyed, for Afcanius no foOne^ appear* 
cd before the place than the hearts of the gar* 
rifon began to fail, and after a very ihort.fiege 
fee became mafter of the to.wn and cStftlc^ 
and here he fixed his head quarters* 

Befides the 4000 troops which now lay* 
at Invernefs, Afcanius had fevetia! detach-*, 
ed parties abroad, and iboiie of thefe f4Hng 
upon feveral fmall corps of the duke*s 
Highlanders, flationed about (he caflle of 
Blair, defeated them. Thefe fucCeffcs. 
raifed the fpirhs of the whole party- of Ad*.

, And. now> in fpite of all the difficulciea 
Afcanlua ky.ufider, he refblvcd to profe- 
tme his delign vpoa the fort^ Augudu^ 
aad William; the former of thef$ wa^ 
iccQfdiogly attacked, in \?hich , was oply^ 
three compaiiies of Guife's regiment, com- 
taiaixled by . nsajor Wcntworth, fo that it 
wa^ fpeedily reduced, and as fpeedjl^ 
demoliOied : Which was the fame fare that} 
George (i. e. the caftlc of Invcrncfs) hacl 
already .met with; A clear dcmoiiftratioa 
that Afcanius did aot now think it neceilarf 
to have a garrifonin that part of the country^ 
BiK being (till incommoded by lord Loudon^ 
who lay at the back of the Advcnturersi 
with only the Frith of Murray betweea 
them, the duke of Perth, the earl oi^ 
Cromartie^ and fomc other chiefs, refolved 
to attempt the furprifiog of Loudon, by tliQ 
help of boats which they.- drew.togethci^ 
cm their fide of the Frith. By favour of a 
fog they exeaited their fchemc fo ef^ 
fedualiy^'that falling nnej^peftedly upon the 
earl's forces^ they cut fome.off, made a good 
many officers prift^ers/ and forced Loudon' 
to rcthrc with the reft out of thc^ CQi,inty of 
&itlierland. 
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But tho' thefe advantages made ifiuch 
fioife, and greatly contributed to keep up 
the fpiritsof AfcaniusV party, ydt in the end 
they proved but of little (ervice to hitn. 
Money now was fcarce with him, and fup« 
plies both from home and abroad fell much 
ihort of his expe£lationy and his people be* 
gan to grumble for their pay, and demanded 
their arrears, which could not be fpeedilir 
iatisfied : A fure prefage of the min ci 
hji whole party. Let us now return to 
Ibe duke^ and lee what he hath been domg 
;j5ace we condufted him to Abendeen. 

Tho' the rigour of the feaf(H); the bad* 
aefs of the roadsi and the dif&culty of fup<* 
porting fo many men as be had under tbk 
command, were fufEcient to exercife the 
abilities of the inoft experienced general^ 
lyec the duke difpofed them in fuch a man« 
ner as proved effle^uaK both for fafety and 
fubfidance; and ^ the fame tkne took care 
to diftrefs the Adventurers as much as po^ 
fibfe ; fbr the very day after h&came to 
Abeisdera he detached the earl of AiKram 
vwtbi 06, dragoons, and major Morris with 
-3^00 foot, ta the caftle of Corgarf^ at the 
head of the river Don, 40 miles from h* 
berdeen, atid in the he^rt of the country 
then poffcffed by the -^venturers, and 
wherein they had a large magazine of arms 
and ainoiunitiony which the earl had orders 
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to feize or deilroy. This was executed 
with great facility, for upon his lordlhip's 
approach, the garrifon abandoned the place 
with precipiution, not uking time to carrf 
otf their (lores. However, for want of 
ixxfes he could not carry oiF s|ll the booty; 
and was forced to de(lro}^ moft of the arms 
aad above 30 barrels of powder. 
- March 1 dtb. The duke received advice 
that col. Roy Stuart, one of the chiefs of 
the Adventurers, had poded himfelf at 
Strathbogie with 1 000 foot and a troop of 
Huflars. Hereupon lieut. gen. JKand wat 
fent with a ftrong detachment to attack 
him, and brigadier gen. Mordaunt was or* 
dered after him with another party, to fup* 
]K>rt Bland if occalion ihould be. The next 
day Bland arrived at Strathbogie, but as footi 
as Stuart perceived the enemy he quitted 
the place, and retired towards* Keith. Thcf 
the weather was wet and hazy, yet the mar- 
quis of Granby, Conway and capr. Holden 
with the voluntiers, continued ihe purfuir. 
But fonunc, tho' (he had -thus far fecraed 
to favour th^fe gentlemen, played them a 
flippery trick at b(l : For Bland detached at 
captain of Argyleftiire Campbels, with 70 of 
his men and jo of Kingilon's horfe, to clear 
the village of. Keith, and ^hen rejoin the 
army, they, contrary to thefe dircftion», 
vcUiUrcd CO quarter ia the place that night* 



^iu6 gave r^ i^Tcaturere^ » e^cftffmty 
to farprize the capta^a and his party, vrlmh 
tlfcy improved ; for gemming to Keith in 
th^ sight they furrounded it, eatercd k ^t 
^th eiids, jaod fur ioufly attacked the Argyle? 
fldremen, who defended themfelves Vfith 
great refoIatioQ, but M^ere at laft moft oi 
them cut to pieces; however, t^ey Md thetf 
livc» very dear> T4>e duke of Ktegfton's 
lu)rfe di4 not come off much l^etter, the cbtf 
Bet who commanded them efcaping with on^ 
ly ojae third cf his meo^ But this accident 
pide the duke's people more circufiifpe^ 
:^r the future, and nothing of that kind bap* 
pened afterwards. Indeed the difpoiitioirf 
made by the duke put all attempts of thai 
jfbrt out pf the power of Afcanius, who 
watched for filch opportunttics, and had 
they occurred would, doubtlefs, have iroprovn 
cd them to the utmoft : Tho' at that time 
tmable to encounter the Georgians in the 6-¥ 
pen field, had the ^Adventurers found means 
to furprize them, they might have ended the 
djfpute at one blow, a^d Aicanius had per- 
haps been enabled to make a fecond and 
more fuccefsful expedition into England, 

The duke's army was cantoned in three 
divifions. The firft line, confifting of fix 
battalions, Kingflon's horfc and Cohham's 
dragoons, lay ^t Strathbogie, withiji ii 
rnite^ of the river Spey. and was (^ounwkd 
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l^ file 01(1 olP Ajbemarlc; affiftdd bf.mapr: 
g^Bk Bksd. Tht kpood Hnci.. tooAAittg 
of fik battalions ancl lord Mark Ker's . dra*' 
^gooas, lay at Aberdeen ; and the third line, 
w Q^rffi de itfhtVt^ coAfiAing of thcee b'at- 
talions with four pieces of cannon, was 
fiatiMtd dtold Meidroi^vbalf-way befwixf 
Strathbugie dnd Aberdeen!. 

Bragadser'Stapleton, of Ins moft CUriftiatt 
Qiajfefty's forces^ was fent* by Afeanins to 
befiege fort WfUtam : Ht bad wiiji faim # 
ftrge corps of the beft Adventurers, and ar 
pretty good tram .of ardliery, and arriyedi 
at Gleaaris, in the neighbourhood of thi» 
fortrefsi, Mai;ch jd About this time hi^ 
d6tacbmem took a ?boat belonging., tq the 
Baltimore fkx>p, capn How, employed ia the 
iervice of the garrifon of fort WiUiam. Oni 
the otbcf hand, capt. Aikew of the Serpent 
floop, fent hfs own boat^ with .another o& 
the Baltimore^ and a third that JbeloQged to^ 
the garrifon, and forced Stapleton's^pcopk' 
from the narrows of Carron where they were 
pofted) and made themfclves mafters of aU» 
the boats«they had in thefe pai'-ts : Tbis^ wasr 
on March 4t^, and proved a ^dfl ino^Hbrtanc 
and well-timed piece of fcTTice 'to the go^ 
wmment. . » 

As the fiege of fort William was^he only' 
regular operation of /that kind which hapsi 
peoed in the continuance of this ciTal war. 
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a journal of it, as drawn up by an 'o^cer* 
employed in the (lege, may not be unaccepOf- 
ble to the readen

MARCH 14th, the Adventurers con* 
tinuing in the neighbourhood t}f 
fort William, and the garrifon at lad per- 
ceiving that they were to undergo a ficge; 
began to heighten the parapets of their 
walls on the fide where they apprehended 
^e attack would be made. This work laft- 
ed a whole week, and the two faces of the 
baftions were raifed 7 foot high. 

1 5th, A detachment of the garrifon, with 
fome men bebnging to the floops of war - 
before-mentioned, went in armed boats to 
attempt the deftroying of Kilmady Bams, 
commonly called the Corpoch. Stapletoa 
having notice of their motbns, and fnfpe&ing 
dieir intention, fent out a itrong party to 
fruflrate it ; however, the fallitig of the tide 
contributed as much as smy thing to the 
mifcarriage c^ this fcheme. Some firing 
indeed pafled on both fides, but little damage 
was done on either. < "^n the fide of the 
garrifon a failor wa§ killed, and three mei^ 
were wounded : The Adventurers had 
five men wounded, four of (hem mortally. 

i8tbj The Baliimorc went up towardis 
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Ktlmacly Bairns^ iiro^r to coTcr the landing 
of fome men for a frelh attempt upcHi the 
pbce. He threw fome cohorn (helk and fet 
OBe hovel on fire ; but the king's party were 
neverthelefs prevented from landing, the Ad- 
venturers party firing upon them with great 
advantage from behind the natural ii\trench- 
ibests of a hollow road or rill. The Balti- 
more's guns being only 4 pounders, had no 
cffeft upon the ftone walls of the Corpoch ; 
however, the floop and the king's forces re- 
tiled without any damage. On the fide of the 
Advairurers, one of their principal engineers ' 
was killed; but no other hurt. This day j 
centinels and ^drummer of Guife's regi- 
ment^ who bad been taken at fort Auguilus, 
made their efcape from the Highlanders, and 
got fafe into fort William. 

On the lothy feveral parties of thegar-^ 
rifiDn being appointed to proteft their turf- 
diggers, frequent ikirmiihes happened be- 
tween thefe and Stapleton's people ; but as 
both parties ikutked behind crags . and 
rocks, fo neither received any damage. 

The fame evening the Adventurers o- 
pened the fiege, difcharging at the fort rj 
royals, or fmalf bombs^ of 5 inches and a^ 
half diameter, weighing about 1 6 and 1 8 
pounds each* and loaded with 14 ounces of 
powder ; thefe were played off from a bat* 
eery ereii^ed.o& a finall lull, nasacd the Su- 
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gdr-loaf, about. S^otyarcbhoff, lnUc^i^efitgll 
at too grcai diftuice, the ordnaocf; did Iktle

r The fame day, aboat 3 in the afcer« 
lioon, fonie veflels appeared widi fupplies 
for the befieged, who on fight of the (hips 
all at once dilcharged 8 twelve pounders^ 
two fix pounders, two bombs, and feveral 
eohorns againft the befiegers batteries, 
which were fo well levelled as to do great 
execution, and occafioned much confufioa 
among the Adventurers, who, befides the 
^mage done their battries, had feveral men 
killed and many wounded: However, to. 
cheer the .men, the officers gave out chat 
they would certainly burn the fort, within 
four hours after their next new battery waa 
^re^ed; and accordingly all this evenmg 
the people were employed in erefting^ aab- 
ther work or battery, under cover of their 
cannon,^nd at- the diftanqe of 300 yards, at 
the.footcf the Cow-hill. . ^% 

24th, Neither party fired much, and the 
garrifon employed mofl part pf the day in 
getting their fupplies of provifions on 
fliore^ 

. 25th, At day-break, capt. Scotfent out a 
party to a place about fix miles off to bring 
in fome cattle. The Adventurers fired 
very brilkly this morning, and the garrifon 
plied them a little with their mortars and 
guns. About three in the afternoon the - 
afore-mentioned party returned with nine- 
teen good bullocks and cows. The faow 
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evening anotlicr detachment went ifirom the 
•fort for another prize of bullocks^ with 
orders to pafs the narrows of Carron, and to 
get oflF all they could from the adjacent 
eftates of the Adventurers. 

1 6th, The garrifon fired flowly at the 

befiegers batteries op the hills ; and as the 

latter now only fired from two, the former 

perceived that they had difmounted the 

third. In the afternoon the lafl mentioned 

party returned with a booty of Black cattle 

arid flaeep, from the country near Ardihields: 

They alfo brought in four prifoners, one of 

whom was dsbgeroufly. wounded ; they had 

Jikewifc burned two villages belonging to 

one of the chiefs of the Adventurers, 

with the whole cftate of the unfortunate 

Appin. 

The fame night capt. Scot went out and 
dammed up forae drains iie^r the walls of 
^ the fort, in hopes of rainy weather, lo make 
a fmali inundation; and with fome pri- 
foners raifed the glacis, or rather parapet, 
to 7 feet. For want of pallifodoes the 
garrifon could not make a right covered 
way ; but then this might ferve to hinder 
the befiegcrs from feeing the foot of their 
walls. 

27th, At day break the Adventurers 

opened their new battery of four embra- 

^zures^ but only with 3 guns fix pounders.

As loon as capt. Scot perceiTed they hsHl 
liii^fted' their backs on the fort, he detached 

• party -which •fccurod-^ ^ecea of cannon 
■amd * 7 * mortars, the Adventurers not having 
time ti> earty offfach cumberforac rtiovcabks; 
tTbe-mifcarriageof this enterprize may-be 
confidered as the immediate prelude to the 
many difaftcrs which afterwards befel the 
Adventurers, one misfortune immediately' 
■following upon the heels of ai^other till 
thdr affairs became quite defperate, an4 
their force entirely crulbcd by thedeci* 
five aftibn of Culloden* 

The reafon of this fudden dnd haftf 
retreat of the Advraturers from beford 
^Forc William, was the neceffity Afcanini 
'Was undepbf drawing together all his forces 
in the neighbourhood 6f Invemefs, upoa 
the approach of the duke of GumberlaQd 
Iritfr bii army. Bat before we come to 
treat of the raeafures taken by the Adven- 
turers after the faifmg of this fiege, it is 
re^^te that wc^ivc fome account of ^ancU 
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cher misfortuae that befel than> wfiich 
DO lefs fatal in its confequences. . i 

We have already obferved, that they 
were in great diftrefs for money and other 
peceflaries, and waited impatiently, for afup* 
ply from FraBCC, which they hoped (not- 
withiUnding the mifcarriage of fo maaj 
yeflels that had been fitted out for Scotland) 
would foon arrive on board the Hazard-fioop^ 
which they had named. the Prince Charles 
fnow, and which they had intelligence was 
at fea, with a con&derable quantity of treft- 
fure "from France, and. a number of experi- 
enced officers and engineers, who were very 
much wanted. 

March 25 th, This long looked for veffel 
arrived in Tongue Bay, into which fhe wa^ 
followed by the Sheernefsfloop of war, capt. 
OBrian, who immediately attacked her. 
In the engagement the Hazard had many 
men killed, and not a few wounded ; fo thai 
unable to maintain the fight, (he ran afliore 
on the (hallows, where the She^rnefs could 
not follow her, and there landed her men 
and money. The place on which |{he ran 
afliore, after being chafed .50 leagues, was 
in the lord Rca's country, and it happened 
..there was then in his lordfliip's houfe his 
fon, cape. Mackay, fir Henry Monroe, lor<J 
Charles Gordon, capt. . Maclcod, and about 
80 of lord Loudon's men, who had retired 
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tbitfaer whca the Adventurers, under ther 
duke of Perth and the earl of Cromarty at- 
tacked diem by boats, ii hath been before 
related. Thefe getidemen having aniBdat* 
ed the foldief^ adratKred ^Aft the people 
who had landed from on board the Hazard, 
and, tbo' the latter were fuperior in number; 
gained a ccmiptetti tridory. Without muth 
bloodihed on either 6dt : 9or not above 
fbuf men of the Adventurers fell^ and poc 
oae of the odier p^ty, tho^ many were 
wounded. Btfides fife chefts of money and 
a conliderable quantity of arins^ the victors 
took I $6 c^fficers, fdcfier^ and (aitor^, pri« 
IbneiiB, with whom they embarked on bckird \ 
Ae Shee^dfsi ind (m\cA direiftly for Aber- 
deen, in Company With toother pri^e which 
capt. O'Brian had taken ih the Orkneys. 
The money, excfctfive of one cheft which 
Viras miffing, and whit hald be^n taken oat , 
df another that wa^ broken, ^ihounted to 
12,500 guineas; indamongftthe prifoners 
Were 41 es:perienced dffitets, who had 
:«en kkig either ki the Frehch o^ S^niOi 
crvtce. 

At the ktat time thtt Afca^us enf pk>yed

! e fisnt inother body, commanded by iord-^ 

•ieorgc Murray, to msdce a like attempt 

p6a the caftle of Blair^ the ptineipal feat 



of, the^kc ef Athpl, but of jio great force, 
and in which ther^ was only a finall gvri-. 
fon under the ^command, of fir Andrew- 
Agnew; which liege, or rather blockade,-, 
lord George raifed with the fame hurry .on 
t he approach of the earl of Crawford, with a- 
party of Bnglifli and Heffians, as Stapletcoi, 
did that of fort William, upon th^ Tcry fame/ 
day, and from the very fame motives. 

Having thus, in as clear and fuccinA a 
manner as pofl^ble, . nm thro' all ithe open** 
tions of the Adventurers, and fliewn bow/ 
their fcveral bodies were drawn off, in or-: 
der to join the corps under Aftanius at.ln-* 
vernefs, and enable him to make a ftand. 
there, in cafe the duke of Cumberland {hould. 
pay him a vifiton that fide the Spey ; Ipt us. 
now return to the latter-* whpnv we leJTt pro-» 
perly difpofed to march, as foon as the fea- 
fon and roads would permit, in hopes of 
putting an end to all the future hopes c^. 
Afcaniu« by one general and decifire a£lion. 
The duke's troops, nptwirfiflanding the 
^ . fc verity of the winter, .and the fatigues 
they had endured by making a double cam-, 
paign, were at .fhfc beginning of April jfo 
well refreihed, and in fuch excellent order,*: 
that they were in all refpefl? fit for fervice ;! 
and ib far frqm apprehending any things 
V from tlie impetuofity of the iHighlap^; 
Adventurers, or the ^^vantage they had in.

%iag behind a Tcry deep and rapid^ mcr; 
that they Ihewed thegreatefl: eagernefs to 
enter upon adion. £k2t tho' the duke en* 
couragoci, and took every pofiible meafare^ 
CO keep op this ardoor in hi& army, yet 
headed with great deliberauon, and did not 
moTe till the weather was fettled^ and therd 
was no danger that the cayalry ihoald (wet 
for want of forage. 

At length, April 8th, the Georgians army 
moved irom Abeidcen, and encamped the 
I ich at CblkOy, where the ear} of Albemarle 
joined them: Here all the troops being 
aflembled, the duke gave orders for their 
immediately paifing the river Spey. Mean 
time, Afcanius was continually bulled in a' 
council o£ war, which was held day and 
night, and. in which it was debated wbe* 
ther or no they fliould fuSer the Georgians 
to paft the river, and then to come to aftion, 
or. whether they ftiould defend the banks 
in order to gain time, by obliging the duke 
to remain on the other Me. Afcanius with' 
the warmth of a young general, argued for 
the latter racafure ; but moft of the other 
chiefs were of opinion that it would be lefs 
hazardous to adhere to the firft. The old 
duke of Athol, alias the marquis of Tul- 
libardine, with .great coolnefs and judg- 
ment, advifed to give the enemy a free 
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fs£kg€, if it CboiUd prove dut th^ rail^ 
were decermiaed^ to s^tcmpt ic ' They: ara 
« (/aid he) well provided with csmaoa and

'■ The noble old lord pronounced the ktter 
pakrcff this fpeech with fo warm an erapha-* 
fis, as procfaced a great tSk&: on the young 
offic^i^, and even upon A£:antas: HoW'* 
ever, dfter a long debate, it was rcfolvcd to 
#9ilow the marquises aci?i€e, and fafier the 
eaetuy to pa& ihe river withooi: oppoficion ; 
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tnd, mean time, Afcamus prepared to attack 
the duke : Nor was he diiheaftened hj his 
QQemy's fopcrior immbers, whom> however, 
he did not defpife, tho' he had already mice 
^nquifhed them ; and much lefs did he . 
dcfpife the known Talour and capacity of 
the duke» afpiring to no greater honour 
than the vanquifhing fo noble ad enemy. 

Early in the morning, April 12 th, fifteen 
companies of Engliflj grenadiers, the Argyte- 
(hire and other Highlanders of that party,- 
and aH the duke's cavalry, advanced towards- 
the Spey, under the conduft of the duke,' 
affiftcd by major gen. Hufk. THcy no 
iboner arrived on the banks of the river 
than the cavalry began to pafs it, under cover 
of rvvo pieces of cannon. Mean time, about 
7 ooo^Adventurers, who had potted within 
ken of this part of the river, retired as the- 
enemy paffed over, and thereupon Afcaniusr 
began to call in his ottt-panies, as was be- ' 
fpre related. ' * 

Kingfton's horfe were the firft that for-* 
ded the river, fuftained by the grenadier* 
and Highlanders ; the focx waded over ar* 
faft as they arrived, and thp' the water 
was rapid and in fcone placeii (a deep that 
it came up to their breads, they went thro*- 
with great cheerfulnefs, and without any 
other lofs than one dragoon .and four womeiu 
The duke's army marched tQ Elgip and 
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Forres -the fittie day, and from thence to 
iNairn, where they halted the 1 5th. Mean 
time> Afcanins was bufied in preparing to 
attack the enemy, in encouraging his troops, 
and coUefting his men, which, however, he 
had- not tiihe to do, and fome of the Claris 
did not arrive till it was too late : In &ort» 
his army at this time did not amount to 
in ore thin 7000 men; fo that it was no 
Jcxfraordiaary thing for the Georgians, 
much fuperior in number, to defeat them, 
when animated and infpired by the prcfencc 
and noble example of fo gallant a general as 
the duke. ~ :V.. 

The memorable baip! m Gullodcn was 
fought on the 1 6th of Aprils 1 7 46. Aica- 
nius had formed a defign of furprifing his 
enemies the 15 th, while they were at 
Nairn, but was prevented by the vigilance 
arid ftrift difcipline of the duke. The fcene 
. of bittle was a moor, not far fromlnverncfs, 
and near lord prefidcnt Forbes's houfe, 
called CalloJen-houfe, and from which the 
battle took its name. We have had feveral 
accounts of this important' aftion, but the 
cleareft as well as mofl: authentic is that 
difpatched by the duke of Cumberland ta 
the king his -father, dared In vemefs, Apr] 1 
iSth; and to this I think it beft to adhere. 
Neither Afcanius, nor any one of his party, 
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had anopportunitj after the fight, during. hit 
lUy in Scotiaiui to draw up w account of it; 
Bor yet has hCi of his friends, thought ^rof 
per to give ihe world this ^tisiadion, tho? 
frequently folicited at the court of Vcr* 
iiiilles, to give a xotorc fucciiiA account of 
this day's a&ion.

WE gave oiur men a days halt at Yimn^ 
at)d on the i 6th mirthed between 
rQWt and five in four colup&os. The three 
liDcs of foot (reckoning the refcrve for onc^ 
were broken into three from the right, which 
inad$ three columns equal, ,and each of five 
battalions. The artillery and baggage fol-* 
lowed the firft colupui on the right, and 
the cavalry niade the fourth column on the . 
leftv 

Afterwe had marched about eight mile^ 
our advanced guards, compofed of aboui 
40 of Kingfton's horfe,and the Highlanders^' 
]ed on by the quarter- mailer- geoi^r^I, per-^, 
Tcd the rebels at ibme diftance m^ing a 
motion towards us on the left, upon which 
we immediately formcjd ; but finding they 
were ftill a good way from us, , and that th^ 
Vrholc body did not coipe forward, we put 
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Mffelfed again ut>dli 6ttr march in tfdt for^ 
ftter ^ffare, and continued it to within d 
mile of them, and then we formed again in 
the fame ofder as before/ After reconnoi* 
tring their fitUation, we found them pi»fte(l 
behind fome old walte and huts in ai line wiih 
Cultoden^houfe. . v 
' As we thought our right ctitirelf feeilre, 
general Hawley and gen. Bland went to the 
%dK with iwo regiments of dragoons, to en- 
4eaTOtir t6 fall upon the right flank of the 
€nemy, and Kingfton's horfe were ordered 
io the referve. Ten pieces of cannon were 
difpof^ two in each of the intervals of the 
iril linei ^d ail our H^hlanders (exi^ipc 
it)oat i4t>, which were upon the left 
with gca Hawley, and who behaved ex- 
tremely wcB) were kft to guard the bag- 

• When We wore advaneed within 500 
jiirdi of the rcbeh we found the mora ft 
upon our right was ended, which left our 
wght fiink qfuite uncovered to them;. Hi 5 
*ciyal highncfs thereupon ordered the duke 
c^KingSoD^is horfe from the ttitx^^^ and rt 
.little fquadron of about 60 of CoI>ham^t^ 
Jto'fe tliat had been p^roRng, to cover or.r 
Sank; and Pultcney^s regiment \v?s ??fo 
ordered frotia the r^fcFte to ttee right of ihe 
fojak. . . 
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Wc fpent about half aa hmir aficr that icb 
Ti ylog which (houid gaia the flank of the 
ocher : and in the mean time his royalhighr 
nefs feat lord Bury (fon to*, the carl of Al* 
hemarle) forward to withki i oo yards of the 
enemy, to reconnoitre foracwhat that ap* 
jpeared to us like a battery. On lord Bury's 
^approach; the enetny immediately began 
firing their cMinMj which was extremely ill 
ierved aiid ill pointed. Ours as imn^ediately 
smfwered them, and wi^h great fuccefs, which, 
began their confufion. They then came. 
]:unning on in their wild manpyer, and upoik^ 
the right, where his royal highnefe had 
placed himfelf, imagioing the gfeateft puili 
would be made^rhere fi they came down thre^ 
federal ^imcs within i oo yards of our men, 
^iiring their piftols and brandiOiiog theii^ 
f words, but the royals andPuUeney'shacdlji 
took their firelocks' from ^heii* ftioulders 
each rfrae before the enemy retreated, a«* 
baihed at the havock made among tliem hji 
the fire arms of the EHgliflij, fo th^t aftctr. 
thcfe faint attempts they made off) and tha 
title fcpadroa. on ow right was fern to pur-^ 
file thetov 

Mean time^ gen. Hawley had, by the help* 
^f our rlighlander«, beat down two lirtlq 
lloftre;^ walls, and came ia upon the rightflank; 
cf lUg enemies line* • 
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As their whole firft line canle down ta 
attack all at once, their right fomewhac 
oat-flaaked Barrel's reginacnt, which wa» 
our left» and the greateft part of the little 
lof^ we fuiUined was there ; but Btigh'& 
and Semple'is gi?iQg a fmart fire upon thofe 
who had out-flauked Barrel's, foon rcpul fed 
diem, and Barrel's regiiuient and the left 
of Monroe's fairly beat them with theit 
bayonets; there was fcarce a foldier. or 
officer of Barrel's, or that part of Monroe's^ 
which engaged, who did not kill one or 
ft wo men each with their bayonets and fpon^ 
toons. 

. The catalry, which had charged frona the 
right and left, met in the center, except two- 
iquadrons of dragoons, which we milTed, 
and they were gone in purfnit of the run- 
aways. Lord Ancram was ordered to pur* 
ibe with the horfe as far as he could ; and 
ke did it%ith fo good eflfeft .that a very 
confideraMc number were killed in the pur- 

As we were on our march ro Inyernefs, 
and were near arrived there, major geii. 
Bland feiK a fmall packet to his royal high-, 
jGtefs, containing the terms of the furreaJei - 
^ the French officers and- foldiers whom h^ 
found there; which term^ were no other 
fhoQ to remain prifonei-s of war at diiVe*

I haipe Quutted the lifts aniieised to the 
abofe account, as well for the fake of brevity 
as becaufe they could not be aatad at that 
time, but were afterwards much enlarged^ 
Among theFrench prifoners were brigadier^ 
Stapletou^ and marquis de Giles (who a£^ed' 
as ambaifador from the moft chriftian king 
to Afcanius) lord Lewis Drummcxid, and a«- 
bove 40 oncers more, who all remained prn 
fonersat large in thetoM^of lQveriiefs,up(Hi^ 
their (xirole of hemour. 

Thetofson the fide of the viflors wasb«* 
inconfiderabre : The only peifons of noie< 
killed were k>rd Robert Kcrr^ captaia i» 
Barrer% regiment; captain .Groffet, of 
Price's^ capt. John Campbel, of the Argyle^^ 
{hire mMi4^: Befides thefe^ about 50 pri- 
ime men AK^ere killed mid 240 wounded. , '' 

The number of prifoners taken by the^ 
Engliih iu this fignal yi^ry, where 230-' 
French, and about 440 Scotch, mcluding a 
Tcry.few Engljfe of the Adventuring^^ 
party, whp^ unhappily for themlehcs, badr 
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iatsaxmcA in the $smj of Afcanius ciS tlui 
£iiulday. 

* AH (he artillery, ammunition^ and othc^ 
military (lores of the Adrenturers, toge- 
ther with 1 2^ oolborS) feTeral ftandards, and 
amdamongft them. Afcanii^'s ovm, fell inta 
the hand$ of the vigors. The carl of KiU 
tnaroock wast^kcn in the adion ; lord Bal- 
merino, who at firft was reported to be kil<> 
ied) was taken foon after by the. Grants, and 
idelivered up to the Engliili* Four ladies; 
who had been very aftive m the fervice of 
Afcanius> were likewife taken at Invemefs^ 
mz. ]ady Kinbch, lady Ogilne^ lady Mac- 
kintofii, and lady Gordon. 
, Immediatety after the Adventurers had 
fitted the fields brigadier Mordaont was 
dbstached with 900 of the yolunteers ifttd 
k>rd Lovac^s country to reduce the Frazicrs^ 
s^. all others who fhould be. found b a^ms 
there; and with the like>iew other de^ch- 
.ments were fent intp the eftates of moft of 
«he Adventuring chiefs, which put it entire* 
ly out of Afcanius^s power afrer-warcjs ta 
get together- any confiderable number o^ 
tro<^s. In Ihort, the Adventurers wha 
ifeaped the battle were now necd§tate(t[ 
to feparate into finairpartics^in order to (hifr 
the bettef for themfelves. ^ * [ 

The carl of Cromarty ^s not at t|ie bat^] 
&. This lord had bccff onicFed bj Afc»-* 
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nias inta his owa cooatry to raife men and 
money. Bat this order proved fatal to the 
car!, who, almoft at the Tery inftant whea 
Afi:auius was d^f eadied ^i Culiodcn, was tak- 
en prifoncr by a party of lord Rea's men, 
and a few others, who furp rifed his lord- 
jQitp, his fon, capt. Macleod, aad a great ma- 
ny other officers^ with above 150 private 
jnen: They were conveyed on board the 
Hound lioop of war, and carried : to Inver- 
nefs. 

That the reader, whether EnglHhmanv 
Scotchman, Frenchman, or of any other na- 
tion, may know in what light the Georgians^ 
in general, looked upon this important event, 
1 fikll quote a refloEliQn from a writer who, 
iha' a zealous whig, has honeftly and im«^ 
partially fnmmed up- and. repeated on^y 
wh^t waS: about this time remarked in al- 
moft all cop[)paaieSj, both public and pr>« 
yate. . ^•'

But 
chi$ quality is motf excellent, when it pro^ 
ceedti from the fear and leve ef God ; for 
he that, fenlible of his own weaknefe, WSlki 
in a conftant tlq>endance upon 6ed for e« 
i^ery. bleffing, is fare of his powerfii! ajBi- 
ft^ce,^and of bemg^ exadted aboTe eveiy e- 
fil in this world, and m ihat whiih is i& 
fOBie. 

Thtt divine and moral difpdittofr give^ 
its unfpeakable pleafure in thofe who are e*^ 
ininent in life : So that to hear or read of 
a great man fpeakiag hnmbly of bimfelf,. 
Whcii refieding npon the nietfcy and love 
0f God, is matter of greater joy to us, than 
to bear of hit conqnering kingdoms.

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goodf aothoriiy. , 

The rebellion being now fopprelTedt 
the legfflatoitf rcfolved to execnce jnftice 
npmb thofe who dared to diiliirh the trtoqui- 
lity d their covntry.

^ment wa$ found in the connty of Surry, 
aiid to he ought Co be tried where the zSk 
-^ rreaibn was faid tp have been commuted | 
however^ he waved this plea, and fubmitt 
iied to*thejcottrt«.

. May it pleafi y(mr Grace, and my Lirdf^ 

I Have already, from a due fetifeof my 
foUjr, and the heinoufocfs of thOlc 
trimes with which I ftand charged^ con- 
fcffcd myfelf guilty, and obnoxious to thofe 
|>anifemcnts which the laws of the land 
lia?c wrfely provided for ofeneesiof fp deep 
a dyc^ nor woiild I iiaye ydur lordfhips to 
fafp6ft that what I am how to offer is in- 
tended to extenuate thofe crimes, or palliatef 
fay dfcnccs ; No : I mean only to addrefs 
Inyfclf to your lordfliips iticrcifal difpoQ*' 
tion, to etcite fo much compaffipn in your 
lordflbips* brfeafts, ' as to prevail on hi$ grace 
and this honourkble hoiifc, to intercede with' 
his majefty for his royal clemency. 
. Tho* the* fituatiou I am now in, and the- 
folly and raflinefs Which has expofed me to 
this dilgrace, cover me with confufion, when 
I reflet upon the Hnfullied honour of my 
anceftors ; yet I cannot help mentiofting 
their unihaken fidelity, and ftcady loyalty to 
the crown, as a prpper (ubjeft to excite that* 
compaffion which I ani liowfoliciting: My 
&ther- was as early land fteady friend to the 
revolution, and was very aftive in promoting 
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%vtrj meafure that tended • to fettle and 
fecure fhe Proteftant fucceflion in thefe 
kingdoms: He not only in his public ca- 
pacity promoted thefe events, but in his 
pmate . fupported th6m ; and brought me 
up and endeavoured to in-ftill into my early 
years, tbofe revolution principles which had 
always been the rule of his anions. 
- It had been happy for me, my lords, that 
I had been always influenced by his precepts, 
und a£led up to his example : Yet, I believe^ 
npoiL the ftrifteft enquiry it will appeari 
that the whole tenor of my life, frdrn'my fii'ft 
chtcriBg into the world, to the unhappy 
minute in which I was feduced to join in 
this rebellion, has been agreeable to my duty 
and allegiance, and confident with the ilriA'* 
cftJoyahy. 

For the truth of this I nttSi only Appeal 
to the manner in which I have educated 
my children, the^ehleft of Which has the 
honour to bear a cdumiifioti under his 
majefty, and has always behaved like a 
gentleman; I brought him up in the true^ 
principles of the revolution, and an abh^r- 
ence of popery and arbitrary power; hi^ 
behaviour is known to nlany of this hoi^ur^ v 
able houfe, and therefore I take the l?b€rry 
to appeal to your lordihips, if it is poiSbief 
that my endeavours in his education would

ibewing the le^ pronenefs to promote their 
imnitiiral Xcbemc* tbar by my intereft in 
Kiknarnack, and places adjacent J preycntc^ 
miOlbea frcyEKi joiningihem, and encouragcii 
the country as much as poiEble, to contisuo 
fctn to their aUcgiancel 
. When that unhappy hour arrived/irt 
which! became a party, which was not till 
after the battle of frefton^-Pans, 1 was far 
^091 being a perfon of any confequence 
meom^ them. I did not buy up any arms/ 
oor niife a fingle man in their fervice. I 
endeavoured to moderate their oiicfty, and 
was happily inftrumental in faving the lives 
of many of his majefty'sloyalfnbjej6b,whom» 
ihey had tdcen prifoncrs: I aiJSfled the 
fick and wounded* and did all in my powcsf 
OP inalto Hmt coofinoneat tokrabte. 



"I bad not b^ loBg with them before

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have itaerit, I muft perftft in continued a£b 
of Tioknce to my principles/ and of trca- 
ibn and rebellion againft my king and 
country.- 

' It is with the utmoft abfaarence and 
deteftation I have feen a letter from the 
French court, prefuming to diflate to a 
Britifh monarch the manner he {hould deal 
with his^ rebellious fubjefh : I am not fb^ 
much in love with life, nor fo Toid of a fenfe 
of honour, as to expeft it upon fiich an ia* 
terceilion : I depend only on the mercifbt 
mtercefikm of this honourable houfe, and. 
the inate clemency of his facred majefty. 
. But, my Lords, if alt I have o&red is. 
not a fufficient motive to your lordihips to 
induce you to employ yourintereft with his 
majcfty fot his royal clemency in my behalf,- 
1 mall lay down my life with the utmoft re- 
fignatioo ; and my laft moments (hall be 
cmplojFed in fdrvent prayers fpr the prefer- 
vatioH of the illuftrious houfe of Hanover, 
and the peace and profpcrity of Great 
Britaim

I Have DOW the ijiisfortune to appear be*,

yi^on of my guilt, that 1 did not prefunic;

only pleSi fliaU b^. your lordflnips cmnpaifioo^ 
my only refuge his.majcfty*s clemency. 
Under this hcairy 4oad of affli^on thavc 
{lilkhe fatisfa^on, my Lords^ of hoping that 
my paft conduA before the breaking'^ 
out 'of the rebellion-was irreproachable, as 
tp piy atiachment to the prefent happy efta- 
blifiiBfient both in church and (tare : And 
in evidence of my affcftion to the goycnw 
ment, upon ihc breaking out of the rebels 
lion, I appeal jto the thai commander ia 
chief of his majcfty's forces at rnvemcfs^ 
and to the Lord Prefident of the court 
of feffion in Scotland, who, I am fure, will 
do. jufliee to' my conduA'on that occaixon. 
But, my L6rd», notwithftanding my de- 
termined; refokition. in favour of the go- 
vernment, I was unhappily feduced from 
that loyalty, in an unguarded moment, by 
the arts of d'efperate and defigning men. 
And it is notorious, my Lords, that no

As 
your lofdlhips are men, feel as men, boi

But if, after all^ my Losdii my &fety 
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(hgll be found inconiiflenc with chat of the 
public, and oothing but my blood can atone 
fpr my unhappy crime ; if the facrifice of 
my Iif£» my fortune and family, is judged 
iiidifpcnfabiy necef&ry for flopping the loud 
demands of public juftice ; and if the bitter 
cup is not to pafs from me ; ^ not mine, but 
* thy will, O God be done.' 

The court pronounced fentence of death 
againfib the whole three; but the life of 
Crpmartie was fpared, and his other twa 
aflbciates were ordered to be beheaded. 

There is fomething in the misfortunes 
of great men which generally attrafts at- 
t^n.tion : we fhall not ftay here to invefti- 
gate the philofophic reafon of this; per- 
haps it arifes from the contraft betwixt their 
grandeur and the miferies into which they 
arephinged, that the generality of mankind 
are fo curious to be informed of every cir-* 
cumftance in their misfortunes. To grati- 
fy a curiofity natural to the human n^ind, 
wq fhall give a particular account of the 
manner of the execution of thefe unfortu* 
nat6 gentlemen, and fome flriking circum- 
fiances in their behaviour immediately be- 
fore their exif. 

The day appointed for the execution of 
Kilmarnock and Balmerino was the 1 8th

a troop of life-guards, g^cpi faorfe*gFe^ 
nadiers, and loooof the foot-guards, (be-' 
jog fifteen men out of each company)

tend the execution of the earl of Kilmar- 
nock and the lord Balmerioo, jind being 
arrived there, were pofled.in liues £r<m the 
Tower to the fcafibld, and all round it. 
About 8 o'clock the &eri& of Loodon, with 
their under zflieriffs and their officers, ?)z. 
6.fcr}eants at mace,. 6 yi^pmen, and the es- 
ecutioner, met at die Mitre tavern la Feo- 
xhurch-ftreet, where they breakfaftcd, and 
went from thence to the boufe, lately the 
:tranfport-of$ce» on Tower-rhiU,^jiear Gather* 
Jne-court, hired. by them for the receptioii 
.of the faid lords before ..diey fiiould be con* 
duded to the vfca£FoId, which was ere^ed 
about 30 yards from the faid houfe. At 
lo o^clock 4he block :was fixed on the 
flage, and covered with black doth, and 
icvcral facks of faw duft [lo] ^6j were 
vbrought up to (Irew on.it; Xoon after their 
coffins were brought covered with blade 
cloth, ornamented with gilt nsuls, c^r. Op 
the earl of Kilmarnock's was a plate with 
/tliis infcripiion, Gulielmus Cmies de KiU 
marnock decollatus^ r8 Augujii, i y^6,.Aetaf» 
/uae 42, with an earl's coronet over it, and

the oQCvrard gate of the Tower^ and after 

knocking at it fome time, a warder within 

asked> wMs there f the officer without 

replied, >/^ Jberiffs of London and Middle- 

Jkx. The warder then aflced, what do they 

toatU? the officer anfwcred, the bodies 

cf WiUiam ean of Kiimamock, and Arthur. 

hrd Balmnno; upon which the warder 

within faidy i will go and inform the lieute- 

nant of the Tower ^ and in about i o minutes 

the liemenant of the Tower with the

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k\\z earl of Kilmarnock affemcd by a bow, 
and the 4ord Balmerino faid, God bhfs 
King J— -s. Soon after, the proccffion, 
moving in a flow and folemn manner, ap-. 
peared in the following order; i. The 
conftable, of the Tower-hamlets, 2. The 
knight fnarfliars men and tip-ftaves, 3. 
The flierifFs officers. 4. The Iheriffs, the 
prifonei:s, and their chaplains: Mr. flieriflF 
Blackford walking with the earl of Kil* 
marnock, and Mi". fherifF Cockayne with the' 
lord Balmerino. 5. The Tower-warders. 
6. A guard of mufqueteers. 7. The two 
hear fes and a mourning coach. When the 
procefEon had pafled through the lines in- 
to the area of the. circle formed by the 
guards, the paffage was clofed, . and the 
troops of horfe, who were in the rear of the 
foot on the lines, wheeled off, and drew up 
5 deep behind the foot, on the fouth fide 
of the hill facing the fcaffold. : 

The lords were xrondufted into fepa- 
rate apartments in the houfe, facing the fteps 
of. the fcaffold;, their friends being admitted 
to fee them. The earl of Kilmarnock 
was attended by the 'Rev. Mr. Fofter, a 
diffenting miiiifter, and the Rev. Mr. Hume, 
a near relation of the earl of Hume ; aiid 
the, chaplain of the Tower, and another 
clergyman of the church of England, accom-: 
paiiied the lord Balmerino; who, on entering 
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the door of the houfe, hcaripg fcveral of 
the .ipcftators alk eagerly, which is lord 
Balmerino f anfwered finiling, / am lord 
Balmerino, gentlemen^ at your fervice: 
The parlour and paffage of the houfe, the* 
rails enclofing the way from thence to the 
fcaffold, and the rails about it, were all 
hung with black at the fheriffs expence. 

The lord Kilmarnock, in the^apartment 
allotted to him, fpent about an hour in 
his devotions with Mr. Fofter, who affifted 
him with prayer and exhortation. 

After which" lord Balmerino, purfuant 
to his rcqueft, being admitted to confer 
with the earl, firft thanked him for the 
favour, and then alkcd *if his lordfliip 

* knew oiF any order ligned by the Prince 
' (meaning the pretender's fon) to give 
' no quarter at the battle of Culloden.' 
And the carl ahfr/ering No, the lord Bal- 
merino added, nor I neither, and, * therefore, 

* it feems to be an invention to juftify their 

* own. murders.* The earl replied * he 

* did not think this a fair inftrencc. becaafe 
^ he was informed, after he was prifoner at 
^ Invemeis, by feveral officers, that fuch 

* jan order, figued George Murray, was m^ 

* the duke's cuftody,— George Murray ! faid 

* lord Balmerino, then they fliouM not 

* charge it on the Prince.' Then he took 

£ 3 
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his leave, embracing lord KHmarncdt, witit 
the fame kind of noble and generous com* 
pliments, as he had ufed before, * my dear 

* lord Kilmarnock, 1 am only forry that I 

* cannot pay this reckonbg alone; once 

* more farcwel forever !' and returned toi 
his own room. 

The earl then, with the company kneel- 
ing down, joined in a prayer delivered hf 
Mr. Fofter; after which having fat a few 
moments^ and taken a fecond refrefimient 
of a bit of bread and a gtafs of wine, he 
expreffed a defire that lord Bdtnerino might 
gofirft to the fcafiold; btst bemg informed 
that rhis could not be, as his lordffaap wai 
named fir ft in the warrant; he appeared 
&tisfied, fainted his friends, faying he ihoukl' 
mak e no fpeech on the fcaffold, but defired 
the minifters to ai&ft him in his iaft moments : 
and they, accordingly, with odier friends, 
proceeded with him to the fcaSbld^ The 
multitude who had been long extpeding to 
fee him on fuch an awful ' occafion, on his 
firft appearing bn the fcaffbid dreft in black 
with a countenance and demeanor f, teftify- 
ing great contrition) ihewed the deepcfifigns 
of commiferation and pity ; and, his. lordAup, 
at thcr fame time, being ftruck with fudi 

t His perfon was tall, and graceful, his coon* 
tenance mxJii* and his complexion pale ; «ui attrt 
fo as he had been indilpo9^d» . 
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^ yariety of dreadful objeds at once, the 
Aultitades, the block, his coffin, the ex-^ 
cucio&er, the itiftrameiit of deacbi turnecT 
about to Mr. Hume and faid, Hume! this is 
terribU ; thp' without changing his voice 
or coumenaoce* 

After putting up a (hort pVayer, con-* 
.duding with a petition tor his majeOy Ki 
George, and the royal famiily, iu verification 
e^f his declaration ill bis fpeech, his lord- 
fliip embraced, and took hW lad leave of hia 
friends. The executioner, who before 
frad fomething adminidered to keep hitu 
from faintihg) was foafFefted ^\\\\ his lotd- 
fiiip's diftrcfi and the awfulncfs of the Jcene^ 
, that^v ou aiking him forgivenefs, he burft 
into tears, my lord bid him take courage, 
giving him, at the fame time, a purfe with 
five guineas, and tellitig him chat he Would 
drop his handkerchief as a iignal for the 
ftroke. He proceeded, with the help of 
his Gentleman, to make ready for the blockt 
by taking off his coat, and the bag from his 
hair, which was then tucked up under a 
napkin cap, but this being made up fo wide 
as not to keep up his long hair^ the making 
it iefs occafibned a little delay; his necK 
being laid bire, tucking down tl>e collar of 
his ftiirt and waiftcoat,he kneeled iomx on 
a blade cuihion at the block, and drew h» 

JE4 
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cap over his eyes, in doing which, as wefl 
as in putting up his hair, his hands were 
obferyed to Ihake; but either tofupport 
himfelf, oras a more convenient pofture for 
devotion, he happened to lay both his hands 
uppn the block, which the executioner ob^ 
lerving, prayed his lordfliip to let them faU, 
]eaft they fhpuid be mangled* or break the 
blow. He was then told that the neck of 
his waiftcoat was in the way, upon which he 
rofe and, with the help of a friend, took it 
off, aad. the neck being made bare to the 
{boulders, he kneeled down as before.—. — 
In the mean time, when all things were 
ready for the execution, and the black, bays 
which hung over the rails of the fcaffold 
having, by dire^ion ,of the coloneL of the 
guards or the fheriffs, been turned up, that 
* the people might fee all the circumftances 
of the execution; in about two minutes 
(the time he before fixed) after he kneeled 
down, his lordfliip dropping his handker- 
chief, the executioner at oiice fevered his 
head from his body, except <m\y a fmall 
part of the fkin, which was immediately 
divided by a gentle ftroke ; the head -was 
received in a piece of red baj^s, and with 
the body, immediately put into the cofiiu. 
The fcaifold was then cleared from the 
bloody freflx faw duft ftrewed, andy that ho 
;ippearancc of a former execution might 
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remain, the executioner changed fuch of 
his cloatfasas appeared bloody. 

In the Account faid to be publifhcd by 
the authority of the fheriffs it is afferted, 
thattheloni Kilmarnock requeftedhis head 
might not be held up as ufual, and declared 
to be the head of a tray tor: and that, for 
this reafon, that part of ihc ceretnoay 
was omitted, as the fentence and law did 
not require itr but we are affured, in 
Mr. Fofter's account, that his lordfliip 
made ho fuch requeft; and further, that. 
when he was informed that his head would 
be held up, and fuch proclamation made, it 
did not afie^fl hiin, and he fpoJce of it as a. 
matter of no. moment. All that he wifhed 
or defired was,* i. That the executioner 
might not be, as reprefented to his loj^d- 
fliip, a gooctfort of many shlnking a rougk 
temper would be fitter for the purpofc^ 
2. That his coffin, inftead of remaining in 
the hearfe might be fet upon the ftagc ; 
and, ^. That four perfons might be ap- 
pointed to receive the head, that it might 
not roll about the ftage, but be fpeedily, 
with his body, put into tlie coffin. - 
' While this was doing the lord Balmerino, 
after having folemnly recommended him- 
felf to the mercy of the Almighty, converfed. 
chcarfuUy with his friends, refrcibing him- 
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fcif twice with 3 bit of bread and s glafs 
of wine, and defired the companj to drink 
to him ain dmrae ta. baiven^ acqusnoting 
them that he had prepared a. fpeech> whicb 
he ihould read on the feifibld, and, there«^ 
fbre, ihoutd there fay nothing of its contents*. 
The under &eriff coteing into his lorfhip's 
apartment to let him know the ftage wa^ 
ready, he prevented him by immediately^ 
aiking if the alGBiir was over with the lordl 
Kilmarnock, and being anfwered^ // iV, he 
enquired how the executioner perfonned his 
office, and Upoij receiving the account^ 
faid, it was well done; then addreffing 
himielf to the company, faid» Gentlemen^ 
IJhall detain you no longer ; and with aff 
eafy nnaj^^d chearfnlne& h^ fainted his 
friends, and haftened to the feaffold, which^ 
be mounted wiih ib eafy an air as ailonifliedf 
the fpe^tors ; his lordfbip was drefTed itk 
his regimentals, a blue coat turned up with 
red, trimmed with brafs buttons, (and a. tye 
wig,) the fiimc which he wore at the battle 
of Culloden; no circumftance in his wl^de 
deportment fliewcd the icarft fign of feap 
or regret, and he frequently reproved hi« 
friends for difcovering either, upon his 
account. He walked fevcral times round 
the fcaffbW, bowed to the people, went .xd 
bif eoffin, read the infcripriort, and with a 
ncd, faid,/i is ri^ht i he then examined thi; 
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block,^ which he called bis pilloiv ef reJI. 
His lordfhip jnitting on his fpe^Udes, and 
caking a paper out x>i his podcet, read it 
^th an audible Kxot^ which, fo far from 
being filled with paffionate inventive, men* 
Qoned his majefty as a prince of the great- 
eft magnaniinitjf and> mercy, . at the fame- 
time, that, thro'- erroneous political princi- 
ples, it denied him a right to the allegiance. 
pf his peoples haying delivered this paper 
to the {beriff, be call^ for the executioner, 
who app^ring, and being about to afk his 
lordfl^'s pardon, he faid, ' friend, you need 
^nor alk me forgivenefs, the execution of 

' * your duty is commendable,^ upon which 
I^s lordfliip gave him three guineas, faying^ ^ 
^ friend, 1 never was rich, this is all the 
* money 1 have now, 1 wifli it were more, • 
< and I am forry 1 can add nothing to it but 
t my coar and waiftcoat,l which he theu * 
took off, together with his neckcloth, and 
threw them on his coffin ; putting on a flan,* 
pel waiftcoar> which had ■ been ^provided for 
the purpofe, and then taking a pbid cap out 
pf his pocket, he put it on his^^ head, faying, 

- he died a Soothman; after kneeling down 
at the bk)dc, toadjuft his po{lure,.and (hew 
the executioner the fignal for the, ftroke, 
which was dropping his arms, he once more 
tunied to bis friends^ and took his lait 
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Tarewel, and looking round on the crbud, 
faidi * Perhaps Ibme may thitik mjr be* 

* havionr too bold, but remember, Sir, (hid 

* he to a gentleman who ftood near him) 

* that I now dedare it is the efFeft of coa- 
' fidcnce in God, and a good confcience, 

* and 1 fliould diffemble, if Ifhould fliew 
^ figns of fear/ 

Obferving the axe in the executioner's 
hand as be paffed him, he took it from him, 
felt the edge, and fetuniing it, clapped the 
executioner on the ftioulder to encourage 
him; tucked down the collar of his fhirt 
and waiftcoat, and fhewed him where to 
ftrike, defiringhim to do it refolutely, for 
in that, fays his lordfliip, will confift your 
kindncfs. 

He went to the fide of the ftagc, and cal- 
led up^ the warder, to whom he g^ve fonfie 
money, afkcd which was the hearle, and or- 
dered the man to. drive near. 

Immediately without trembling or chang- 
ing countenance, he again knelt down at 
the block, and having with his arms ftretch- 
cd out, faid, ^ O Lord reward my friends, 

* forgivemy enemies,-^-- and receive my foul,* 
he gave the fignal by letting them fall: 
But his uncommon firmnefs and intrepidity, 
and the. unexpefted fuddennefs of the fig* 
hal, tb furprizcd the executioner^ that tho' 
be ftruck the part directed, the blow was 
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not given with ftrcngth efipugh to wound 
him very deep; on which it feemed as if he 
made an effbri; to turn his head towards the 
executioner, and the under-jaw fell and re- 
turned very quick, like anger and gnafli* 
ing the teeth; but it could not be other- 
wife, the pare being convulfed. A fecond 
blow immediately fucceeding the fir/l, ren- 
dered him, however, quite infenfible, and ^ 
third finilhed the work f . 

His head was received in a piece of red 
bays, and with his body put into the coffin, 
which, at his particular requeft, was placed 

\. If we were to draw 4iis chara6ler, abHrafled 
from the confide ration of his being an enemy to the 
prefent happy government, we ftiould call him a 
blunt, rcfoluieman; who would, if his principles 
had not been tainted with Jacobitifhi, have appeared 
honeft io the eyes of thofe who love fincerity : but 
be was not fo happy as to be loyal. Hrs perfon was 
very plain, his (hape clumfy, but his make (Irong, 
and had no marks about him of the polite gentle- 
man, tho* bis feeming (incerity recpmpenfed all thofe 
defers. He was illiterate in refpe^ of his birth, 
but rather from a total waot of application to Utters, 
than v^ant of ability. Several quaint ftorles are 
related concerning him, which feem to be the growth 
of wanton and fertile imaginations ; which is not at 
^H to be wondered at, in times that afford fo much 
matter for invention. ' 

. He left a lady behind him (whom he called hit 
Peggy^ to whom, at his requeft, his majefty aliped 

50 1 . a year j whether he had any children* we arc not 
abje to fay. 
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on that of the late marquis of TuUil>ardin's>» 
m St. Peter's church in the Tower, all 
three lords lying in (me grave. 
. During the whcde conrfe of the folemnity^ 
altho' the bill» and fcaffoldingSy and houfes, 
were crowded full of fpe£tators> all perfons 
attended with uncommon decencyiasd even^ 
nefs of temper fr which evinces how much 
the people entered into the reSitude >of the 
execution, tho' too humane to sejoice ia^ 
the cataftrophe. 

Lord Balmerino had but a fmall eftat^ tho^^ 
ground-landlord and lord of the manor 
of CaltcMi, a long ftrcet in the fubnrbs of: 
Edinburgh, leading to Leith, and had alfo 
fome other fmall poffcffi(Mis in the ihire of 
Fife. His lady came to London fboa- 
after him^. and frequently attended him 
during his confinement in the Tower, . 
and had lodgings in Eaft Smithfields. She 
was at dinner with him when the warrant 
came for his execution the Monday, fcl^ 
lowing, and being very much furprized, he 
defined hernot to be concerned at it ; if the^ 
king had given me mercy, faid Be, I {hould< 
have been glad of it ; but iince it is other* 
wife, I am very eafy ; for it is what I have 
expc6led, and therefore it does not at aU 
forprize me. His lady fcemed very difcon-^ 
fo!a!e and rofe immediately from table ; on' 
which he flarced from his chair and faidj, 
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frO^f my: Udyyjit dovm^ far itfiaUiMffdd 
wy ditmtr; upoa wbidr her ladyfliip fit 
down agmQ, but amid nor eat» 

Sererai more of his fayings were related 
as remarkabler among others, that being 
adYifed ca xsks. care of his perios replied^ 
* It would be thought very imprudent in a 
' mas to repair an did houfe when the 
'* leafeof ic wasfo near expiring/ 

In NoTember following^ RatdifF was ar- 
raigned on a former fentence paffed againft 
him in 1 7 1 6. He pleaded that he was a 
fiib^eA of the king of France,, amd had a 
€ommiffion m the fervice of his mod Chri- 
ftian Maiefty; meaning, that he was not 
Charles Ratcl^, but the earl of D^went- 
water. But the identity of his perfon be- 
ing prored, a rule was ordered to be made 
for the proper writes for his decapitation, 
on the 8th December, 1746. According- 
)y, about 8 o'clock two troop of life-guards, 
aiKl one troop of borfe-guards, marched 
through the city for little Tower hill, 
where they were joined by a battalion of 
foot-guards^ to attend the ^ecution of 
Qiaries RatcliC £fq; About ten o'clock, 
the block with a cuikion, both Covered 
with black, were brought up and fixed up'* 
on thc^ftagc, and fix>n after Mr. RatcfilTs 
coffin covered with black velvet, with eight 
bandies, wliich with the nails were gilt with 
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gold, but there vi-as no plate, or any infcrip* 
tion upon it. At nedr eleven the (heriffs, 
Mr. Aid. Winterbottom and Mr. Aid. Alfop, 
with their officers, came tQ fee if the fcaf- 
fold was fitiiflied, (the carpenters, &c. who 
had very ftiort notice, having worked all 
day on Sunday and the enfuing night) and 
if every thing was prepared for Mr, RatcifFV 
reception : which being to their fttisfac- 
tion,they went to the Tower and demanded 
the body of Mr. Ratcliffof Gen. WilliamfoD, 
deputy governor; upon being furrendcrcd 
he was put into a landau, and carried over 
the wharf, at . the end of which he was put 
into a mourning coach, andconveyed into a 
foiall booth joining to thj^ flairs of ihe fcaf- 
fold lined >vith black, where he fpent a* 
bout half an hour in devotion, and then 
preceded by the (heriffs, the divine, and - 
fome gentlemen his friends. When became 
upon the fcaffold, he took leave of his friends 
with great fercnity and calmnefs of mind,, 
and having fpoken a few Words to the 
executioner, gave him a purfe of ten guineas, 
and put on a damaik cap, knelt down to 
prayers, which lafted about /feven minutes, 
all the TpeOators on the fcaflPold kneeling 
with him. Prayers being over, he ' puUcd 
off his clo^ths, and put his head to the block, 
from whence he foon got up, jsmd having 
fpoke a few words he knelt down to it, 
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and fixing his hcadj m about twd ininute$ 
gave the fignal to the executioner, who at 
three blows (truck it off, which was received 
in a fcarlet cloth held for that pnrpofc. He 
was dreffed in fcarlet, faced with black 
velvet, trimmed with gold, a gold laced 
^vaHlcot, and a white feather in his hat. 
He behaved with the greatcft fortitude and 
coolnefsof temper, and was no Way (hocked 
at the approach of death. His body was 
immediately put into his codin, and carried 
back in a hcarfc to the Tower, and the 
fca£bld^ booth, atid all the boards belonging 
to them, were cleared away in the afternoon. 
—He behaved himfelf very alert until the 
4th, when he received a letter from his 
niece, the lady Pcire, which engaged him 
to appear in a more ferious manner^ agree- 
able to his unhapf>y fate. His corpfe .was 
on. the 1 1 th, carried in a hcarfe, attended 
by two mourning coaches, to St. Giles's in 
the fields, and there interred with the re- 
mains of the late E. Derwentwater, accord- 
ing to-his defire, with this infcription on his 
coffin, ' , * 

Qarduf Ratc/ifl Comes de DerioentwaUr^ 
Decollatus Die 8 Decembns, 17^6. 

Aetatis 53. 
Requiejcat in Pace. 
— It feems the Derwentwater eftate was 
only confifcared to the crown for the life 
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pi Charl^ Ratcliffi efq; bot by a clati^ 
}& an ad of parliaflseiit^ paffcd fame years 
(ince, \(^liicb %8, that the iffue of any per«> 
foQ attainted of high-treafoii, bora and bred^ 
in any foreign dominkni, and a Roman-* 
Cacbolic, ftiall forfeit his reverfion of fuch 
aftate, and the remainder ihall for ever be 
fixed i& the erown, his^ f0n \% abfolutdy ^ 
deprived (^ ^y tide or iniereft in the 
s^uent fortune of that ancient Aiimiyi to the 
ttaomit of better than aoo^oocl. 

This unbaf^y gentlenan was the yoong:- 
e(l brother (^ James earl of Derwentwateri. 
who v^f executed. in 1716; theywere ibna 
of Sir Fr^ids Ra^ff, by the kdf Mury 
Tudor» natural daogbter to K« Chaiks it 
by Mrs. Mary. Davis. 

He was, with his brother,- taken at Pre* 
fton, tried) ^^nvided'and eendemifed, but' 
ieveral times refpked^ and probably would 
haVe been pardoned, had he not, wtdi 1 3 
others, made hk ef<^pe out of a room cal* 
led the Caflle in Newgate, thro' a fmall 
door which had been acctdentallj lisft open 
leading to the mafler-fide debtors, where 
xht turnkey (not knowing them) let tbcm^ 
out of the prifon, fuppofmg they Were per** 
fons who had come in to fee thefr friends. 

He immediately got a pafiage to France,- 
and from thence fdlowed the pretender to 
Rome^ fubfiftingc on fuch a^ petty peiditon 
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bit mailer could al](»r him.<r-Bal retutning 
ibme rime aft4n?ardft^ to Parii^ he married 
the reliA of Leyingftoo Lord Newboorgh, 
by whom be had a- foiu 

In 17 j.^ be€ame to England, andrefided^ 
feme time ar Mf» John's in Pallmali^ withoar 
any moleAadon, ih^ it ^1^ known to the 
miniftry*— He returned lo FraMe, and 
came back f^in to England in 1735* and 
foliated his pardooj botwithoot fticce£^ tho*" 
Ee appeared puUidy, and vtfited feveral 
families in Eflex.-— Retimmig again to 
jf raoc^ fte accepted ^ the French kh^t 
commiffioQ> to sifi a* w offieer in the late 
rebellion; and, embarking wkh hn fon and 
(cveral: otbep Scotch and Iri£b: officers on 
board the Efperenceptifateenfor Scothnd^ 
was taken by his majefty's fliip' the Sfaeer- 
ne&; and wben^ he landed at Deal, was Ve» 
py arrogaiK tX) the kingV officers, till they 
told faiiii they intended to nfe him like a 
gentleman, but he was going to put it out 
©f their power. 

He cHed in the fHinciples in which he 
had UyciI^ and was fo zealous a. papift, that 
on the abfurdities of fome things which are 
held facred by the churcb of Rome, being 
objcAed to him, he replied, * That for every 
* tenet of that church, repugnant to reafcm, 
< in which fie requires an implicit belief, ho 
' wiQied there were twenty, that he might 
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• thereby have a nobler opportunity of ex* 

* ercifing and dffplaying his faith.* 

Lord Lovat v?as impeached by- the Com- 
mons. After the articles of impeachmeai 
were read to him, he made a long fpeech 
at the bar, fignifying the eftcem he had 
for his majedy and the royal family ; and 
enumerated divers inftanccs of (he great 
fcrricc he did thf government m extin- 
guifliing the rebellion in 1715. He like- 
wife took notice of his infirmities ; particu- 
larly, his deafnefs : and faid Jie had not 
heard one word of the charge againft him* 
He was convified upon the evi^nce of his 
own donieftics, and, accordingly, Condemn- 
ed to be beheaded. He was ttfrned of 
fourfcore/and, notwithftanding his age and 
infirmities, the recoUedion pf his cdnfcience^ 
(which was fuppofed hot to be quite free 
of offence) he died like an old Roman, ex- 
claiming, dulce et decorum fro patria rhori ; 
i. e. it is fleafant and glorious to die a fa^ 
trict. He furveyed the croud with atten- 
tion, examined the axe, jefted wi^h the 
executioner, and laid his head upon the 
block with the utraofl: indifference. From 
this laft fcene of his life, one wouW have 
concluded that he went on principles; that 
he was thoroughly perfuaded lie died a 
martyr for patriotifm ; t^nd, that he bad a 
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ttmfcience void of offence towards God and 
towards man. . 

Befides thefe, thec« were fcvcral ochets,; 
of lefs diftinftion conviftcd and execoted ; 
1 7 officers of the rebel army were hanged 
at KenGngton-common, near Liondon; 9 
were put tp death in the fame manner at ' 
Carlifle^ 6 at Bruroptooi feven at Penrith; 
and 1 1; at York ; • fome few obtained par- 
dons, and a confiderable npmber were 
tranfpdrted to the plantations. 

There were fome circumftances in the 
manner of the execution of fome of the cri- 
minals, on this pccafion, which caonot but 
-give otfencetoa humane and deKcatemind; 
before they were qijite dead, they were 
cut down from the gallows, their heads 
Vleflevered from their bodies, their bowels 
and Hearts torn out, and fome^ of them 
thrown into a fire : Perhaps this was rather 
cruelty than juftice ; and yet, if we confi* 
der the extraordinary circumftances of their 
<:rime?, thefe things were in fome meafure 
neceflary; nor, indeed, when confidered 
under the notion of juftice executed upon 
the criminals, but to give all a dreadfu] 
impreffion of the heinoufncfs of the crimcN 
of rebellion againfl the ftate, and thereby 
deter them from all fuch treafonablc prac- 
tices. 
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Pityk J6i chit, IB fome inftdnces^ there 
&oaId be a clafliing betwixt the feelings of 
imtoamty, and fhofe of .felf{>referTatioQ. — 
Shocidag as the circumftances of the e:se- 
ctttioa were, yet, we find, that, at that 
time, many of the fpeAacors gave loud 
ihoiKs of applaufe: the triumph, of ignoble 
fimk, unioipired by iendment, and iafenfi- 
ble to the tender and delicate feelings df 
kumanity ! T'he nund, indeed, muft ne- 
ceflarily difapprove-thexrime, and condemn 
the cruninal ; but, to gire fliouts of applaufe 
at the bufferings of onr fellowrxreature;, 
betrays a rude and jEaYage difpofition. : how^ 
ever, indeed, it was -fcarce to be expeAed, 
that the bHnd Engliih mob f, who are ilu- 
^pid and infenfible in every thing, fhonld 
j)offeffs the fine feetings of the heart 

t The fame blind, 4h2{Hd, and inleiifible» turn of 
miai &enu to vm tbroa|h the rabble in aU nations. 
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FTER the HighlaiKlcrs gave way at 

the battle of Calloden, the Prince 

wa« forced off the field by major Kennedy, 
.and the -other officers, while the French 
'forces and fpipeiew Scotch, kept the dtike's 
army for>ibme ctipe at bay, to prevent aa 
^immediate puriuit 

A great number of gentlemen went to 
guard the Prince fafe off, and croffed the 
rtiver Nairn, four .miles from Invcmefs; 
/where a council was held, wherein it was 
agreed that Fitz* Jaipes?$, and the reft of the 
thorfe (hould go to Ruthven in Badenoch. 
Here it was the Prince firft defpaired, and 
id^ed the gentlemen to4i(perfe, that their 
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enemies might be baffled by the variety of ^ 
their routs: .and, accordingly, the hon. 
Charles Boyd, 2d fon to the earl of Kilmar- 
nocki and fomc others, kifled the Prince's 
hand, and went off on their refpeftivc 
routs. 

Thefe, then, with fomc gentlemen, pro- 
ceeded direflly to Torda-rack, nine miles 
from Invernefs ; but that place having been 
abandoned, they were forced 5 miles far- 
ther to Aberardar, in M * Intofli's country ; 
thence to Faroline in Lovat's country, 5 
miles ; and thence i mile more to Caflle- 
laigc, or Gortulaigu; where they met 
lord Lo vat, and drank 2 or 3 glaffes of 
wine. 

Here lord Elcho took his leave, and fet 
forwards for Kinlock-moidart, where he 
arrived a few days after the battle ; not a 
little difgufted, that greater deference had. . 
not been hitherto paid him. 

, Hither the Prince was attended by fir 
Thomas Shcrridan, fir David Murray, aid, 
de camp, Sullivan, Alexander M*Leod, ano- 
aid de camp, and fon of Mr. John M'Jlreod^ 
advocate, John Hay, fecretary in Murray's 
aSfencc, Edward Burke, Alexander M^Leod's 
nun, Mr. Hays man, and Allan McDonald 
a prieft, employed as a guide. 

About 10 o'ctt)ck at night, Afcanius, and 
his few attendants proceeded on their jour- 
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tiejf, and about 4 or 5 in the tnorniiig, they 
arrived at Glengary, orlnvcrgary caftlCt 
i/frhere they found only a man» who faid 
tjlengaryand his family were abfent, and 
liad left no provifions or furniture in the 
Joufc^; fo the Prince was obliged to lie for 
Tome time on the£oor, without any^efrefh* 
Anient, 

When day liglit appeared, Edward Burki^ 
abovementionedy found atiet, which he drew 
l-and catched two falmons, on which they din- 
..ed very weH.^ 

Here this company were ordered to diC- 
perfe, and part took leave and rout _ for 
Arnaby; the reft, Sullivan, Allan M'Do- 
iiiald, and Edward Burke^ ^he guide, jlayiag 
^o attend the Prince. 

About 1 o'clock in the afternoon, the 
Prince fet forward with his 3 companions, 
'having dreffed himfelf in Burke's cloathtj^ 
and went to Donald Cameron's at Glen- 
Bean, in Lochiel's country, where they ar- 
;rived about 9 at night 

On the i8th, the PriQce went to Mew- 
l>oll, in Cfcn-Ronald's country^ where he 
(laid all night; was well entertained, and 
^ot fome fleep, which he had not had for 
5 days and nights; he and his army having 
Been in a6^ion, and tinder arms, marching 
and counter-marching, without ileep or 

F 
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much meat for 48 hours before the tat* 
tie.' . ^ 

The next day being the t ptb, the Prince 
\Witcd fome hours, ia hopes of getting 
intelligence of fbme of his friends : but 
hearing nothing, he was obliged to kt out 
^n foot (the horfe road not only being about; 
but fo bad, as to be fcarce, if at all paflable) 
And, therefore, walked over, almoft inac- 
cefiable mountains, to the Glen of Moraf, 
f>r Kenlock-Morar, and thence to Beifdale, 
or Boradale, in Arifaig, Clen-Ronald'i 
country, thro' as bad ways as can be con- 
ceived. Hither Mr. Eacas M * Donald, the 
banker, came tp the Prince, who had wrote 
for him, and returned again the faid 
night to his brother's, houfe at Kiif- 
lock- Moidart. About two days after that 
lord Elcho and O'Neil got to Kinlock-Mol- 
/dart. 

Here the Prince waited feveral Jivi, 
^till captain O'Neil came to him, by fir 
Thomas Sherridap's diref^ions, and told 
him, that all hopes of drawing his troops 
together again were now over; upon which 
Jic refolved at laft to ^o to the weftern 
iflands, whence, he thought, he could get a 
VfflTcl for France, 

Strong were the debates here about quit- 
ting the continent of Scotland, for the 
/fles: The Highlapdcrs were agaiuft fo 
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dangerous a ftep ; but, at laft, Sullivan's ad- 
vice, whofe head had injured his maftcr more 
than once, prevailed ; afferting a greater pro- 
bability of getting (hips about the iflcs, and 
the great danger of (laying on the con- 
tinent ; but the Prince following this advice, 
had like to have loft his life many ways, 
and many times, as we ihall find in the (e- 
quel. * - 

In one day three feveral meffengers got 
to Donald M*Leod, who had been wiik 
Mr. Eneas McDonald to the ifles, to fetch 
fome money from the ifle of Barra, and 
was returning when the battle was ended ; 
thafe 3 were fent to order M*Leod to 
repair to the Prince at Boradale. 

Porfuant to this fummons, Donald went, 
tind In going thro' a wood, on the 20th 
or 21ft, of April, met the Prince aldnc. 
The Prince, feeing Donald, advanced 
bx->ldly, and alked. Who was ht ? what was 
he^ which Donald anfwerihg daringly, 
faid. My name is D$nald M Leod ; oh! 

* Thou art Donald M*Leod of Guilter- 

' gil, in the ifle of Skie ? yes, faid Donald ; * 

* then faid the Prince, you fee the diftrefs 

* I am in, I therefore throw myfelf into 

* your bofom, and do with me what you like, 

* / am your Prince.^ 

In repeating thefe words, die poor old 

F z 
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.man burft into a flood of tears, and fai^ 
1 hope, fir, (to the perfon he was relating 
this to) you'll pardon me, for who can 
refrain from tears at fo doleful a thought; 
oh ! had you feen but tlie man, and the 
place, and'the diftrefs; oh ! it would ha?c 
moved the Grand Turk/ Donald hav*- 
ing wiped his eyes, proceeded, and faid. 
He told the Prince, that as he (M*Leod) 
was old, he was afraid he could be 
of no ufe, but yet was willing to do 
what he could/ Then lays ^the Prince, 
I defire yojiMI go with thefc letters from 
me to fir Alexander M ' Donald, a:nd th^ 
laird of M * Leod : for I ilill think, thofe 
gentleme.n, notwithftanding what thicy 
have -done, will have hijmanity and ho* 
our enough, to give their proteftion to 
the wretchcjd* whqfe crime is only ba^ 
luck and misfortune/ 
Thefe generQus fentiments ading fo 
powerfully in the breaft of a Prince, fo as 
to give him a confidence in the honour a^d 
humanity of any one, who is a gentlemaq, 
had ftruck Donald with furprize, and he 
immediately cried out; oh ! fir, • I would dp 
' any thing; for you, but this : Your highnefs 

* know;s they have played the Rogue already, 
.^ and you mafl not truft them again ; fqr, 

* at this very time, they are in fcarch for 
' you^ with their forces; and arp within 
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' ten or twelve miles of you, if they come 
' by fea, though it be more by land ; there- 
^ fore the fooner yoi* remove from this^ 
/ place the better.^ 

Upon Donald's^ council, as above; the 
Prince deiired» *That as he was a good pilot,- 
^ he would conduft him thro' the iflands, 
*• to fome fafer plac^ ;* which Donald 
M'Leod readily agreed to ; and, accordingly, 
procured an eight oar'd boat, late the pror 
perty of Joha M^D<:mald^ fon of Eneas or 
Angus M ^ Dontld of Bdradale *. 

Donald M'Leod alfa bought a' pot to 
feoil meat iu', when they fiiould arrive on 
fliore, and a firlot (i. c. four pecks or a^ 
quarter of a boll) of meal, being all the 
prof ifion to be got there; 

On the 2 6th they went ott 6oard witfe 
twilight, in the evening, at Locknanua in. 
Boradalc, the feif fame place where th^ 
Prince firfl landed on the continent of Scot* 
land ; and Boradale houfe, the firft he en« 
tered. Here were in the boat, the Prince, 
O'Neil, Sullivan, Allan M'Donaldof Clen- 
Ronald's family, and Donald M * Leod, th^ir 
pilot, and betwixt whofe knees the Prince 
iat ; the boatmen were Roderick McDonald, 

• This John was either killed at the battle of 
Culloden, or murther*d the next day ; for he. 
feas^ never been heard of fmce. 
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Lauchlan M*Murrifh, Roderick M *Aitgill» 
John M * Donald, Wurdock M^Leod, ion 
of the pilpt,^ DoQcan Roy» Alexsa:ider 
M * Donald^ and Edward Burke, (whp had- 
condufted the Prince from the battle of 
Culloden to this place). The above Mur- 
dock M*Lcod, was theii only 15 ye^s^ 
old, and when he heard of the fpcedy ap- 
pearance of a battle, provided fpr hi^fel£ 
a^claymciur, [broad fword] ^ durk* f^. fisallr 
dagger] and a piftol, and went to the battle 
of Cnlloden; whience he efcaped, tho9g||[ 
hurt; and hunting out the Prin^^e ^11 the 
way, -followed hhn, and here OTCrtook tbif 
Prince and his own father very well. 

I can't help remarking' here, thjit th^ 
T\ ince muft have been greatly admired in 
this country, when this lad could hwt him 
out, fens to find hisSf when hi^ e&emim 
could not ; fo cautiods were people, oot- ta 
tell whtK he was, when his life was ia 
danger. 

When they were about to go into the 
boar, Donald M.'Leod begged the Prince 
• not to go that night, becaufe it.woukl 
prove a ftorm : But the Prince was anxioua 
to quit danger J and being determined^ ho 
would go. ^ _ 

They had not gone far before the ftorm 
began; and was as great as Donald had 
ever feen on that coaft^ with an additional 
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, P'Jcf* that it rained as if a deluge was ^p* 
proacbiog ; and what was ftill Worfe, they 
had neither pump nor compafs; the night 
was as dark as pitch, and they knew not 
where they Avere. This incrcafed their 
fears, leall they fliould be drove on the 
ifle of Sky; where the militia were in arms j 
but the iporning light appearing, they found 
themfelves on the coaft of the Lodg-iflc, (a« 
that chain of iiles is commonly called here) 

. where, about 7 o'dock in the morning, 
with great. difficulty, they landed at a point 
called Ruflmefs, in ihe N. E. part of th« 
ifle 6f Benbicuk, and hawled their boat on 
dry land ; having run 3 2 leagues in 8 hours : 
a mofl extraordinary quick paflage ^. 

Thus this florm, which the whole crew 
thought t great misfortune at firft, turned 
U> be one of the moil: providential things 
that could, happen; but fo wanton is the 
frailty of human nature, that we often find 
fault with that which Providence fees bcft 
for us; for thi^ ftorm prevented any im- 
mediate attempt to purfue the Prince, an3 
all the boats that were out with fuchviews^ 
were forced to put into land \ as nothing , 

• This iftc lies in 57 degrees 40 mio. N. lat.

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but the immediate hand of Providence conlJ 
Ijipport this 8 oar'd open boat, againft fucb 
weather ; which looked to the boatmen', as 
miraculous a& the Tfeapc of Jonas out of the 
wbak's belly ;. very luckily for the Prince 
k was thought, that. bc~ bad failed for St* 
Kilda in the north ; a place fo remote, that 
no fufptcian could be readily eatCFtaintd of. . 
his being there *. 

It being imagined that the Prince was< 
gone to St. Kilda,. general Campbel, with 
^ a confiderable force, was ordered to purfue. 
him there. 

On the Oght of the fleet of Campbel'^ 
the inhabitants fled to bide themfelves iit 
the cliffs of roeks) being terrified, having 
never feen ifuch a fleet, or fight before. 

Some of the forces being landed, inquired 
of fuch of the inhabitants as they could 
find, what was become of the Pretender f 
they anfwered, * They had never heard of 
; fuch a name, er fuch a m«im They faid»^ 
^ indeed, they heard a report* that their 

* laird [M*LeodJ had lately been at war 

* with a great woman, a great way abroad, 
> but that he had got the better of hex; 

* and that was all they knew ot the affairs 

* This place belongs. w> the laird of M • Leod, 
and the people there pay their rents iti feathers of 
the folan geefe, for which, that kurd's fa£kor gota 
thither aoDually. 
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* of the world f/ So the general made a 
fruitlcfs expedition. 

The Prince here, (in Benbicula) got oa 
fhore into an uninhabited hut, and helped 
to make a fire to warm the crew^ who were 
almoft perifbed with cold and wet, Thii 
ftorm continued for 14 hours after they 
landed 

Here the Prince bought a cow for 70 s^ 
and immediately {hot her : and had lonie 
of her boiled in the pot which Donald 
M'Lcod had bought for them. After which; 
the Prince lay down on the floor, having 
no other bed than an old fail cloth^ and 
ftept very founds but the crew were obliged 
to keep a good look out;^ by regular watcb- 

They ftaid two nFghts in tMs place,, and 
on the 29th in the evening, the weather 
growing favourable, they fet fail, about fix 
o'clock, for Sxomwayy in the iflfe of Lewis^, 
in N. lat; 58 d. 8 m. where Donald M'Leod 
did not doubt, but he {bould be aible to pro> 
cure a proper veflel to convey the Prince 
fafe into France^ ' They took fome of 
their beef with them, and fet fail, but nxeet^ 

F s ; 

f What a-6appy effate of ignorance this is, if they 
are indi udleiin the true revealed religion; efpecialiy,. 
if we coniixier the miferiesof this bofy word, governed 
€oly by asnbitioa, pride, envy, and ill will. 
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ing with another ftonn, they were obhged 
to put into the iile of Scalpa or Glafs,. 
Bear the Harris, belonging to the laird of 
M ' Leod^ which is about 14 leagues N. of 
Benbicula *. 

Here they all went on flsiorc about two? 
hours before day light, on the 3 oth in the 
morning, and pafled foF merchants ihipr 
wrecked in their voyage to the Orkney's ;. 
the Prince and Suliivao, going hj ^^^ namcr 
of Sinclair, the latter for the father, and the 
former for the fon j and were well enter- 
tained at one Donald Campbel's houfe s$ 
&rmen 

The next day, May lA, Donald M'Leo^;. 
h often mentioned, procuring a boaJ of theiir 
landlord Campbel, went . to Stomway, with 
inftru^tions to freight a jreflel for the Ork- 
neys. 

On the 3d of May, the Prince recciveii 
a meilage from M ^ Leod, that a ihip was 
feady ; whereupon, he next day got anot 
ther boit with fo^ men, and landed a| 
JLock-Shefort in jVfl^ainia's country, where 
Allan M'Leod took hi^ leave, and went fot 
& Uift. 

The Prince then having O^Neil, Sullivan-, 
and his guide with him, fet out on foot for 
JStomway, which is about 30 miles by

land; and arrived at the point of Ayrniih, 
sdxmc half a nule S. £. from Stornway, on 
fhe 5th9 about noon: Having travelled i8 
hours on the hiils in a wet ftormy night, 
without any kind of rcfrfcfttracnt, and were 
mifled by their - gotde, cither thro* igno^- 
Fance or defign, having conducted them 8^ 
miles out of the vray, when they might 
have avoided that trouble, by croffing the 
ferry from Scalpa to the Harris, which \% 
about a quarter of a mile a^tt. This, 
though they then thought it a misfoi tund, 
yet proved robe the very providential meanS? 
of presenting the Prince from being taken,, 
which, had they arrived there fooner, would 
have been the cafe; as we fliaU fee ^r<> 
fently. 

From thi^ plaefe the Prince fent hfs- 
guide to Donald M * Leod at Stonuvay, de- 
Sring he would fend fome brandy, bread 
and cheefe, for they were almoft ft^rveti 
and famifhed. The faithful Donald fooh 
brought it himfelf to the Prince and his 
two companions on the moor, all wet to the 
ikin, and much wearied with their journey. 
Wherefore Donald took them to lady KJI- 
dufl^s (M'Kehzie)at Arynift; towaitthei'e 
^till every thing fliould be ready for fetrirfg: , 
fail : Being, v^earied the Prince; weal i^ 
fleep. 
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Thti dooe, Donald M'Leod returned ta 
Stomway^ but was greatly furprized to^fiod 
the men there rifmg. in arms, above 20a 
haying already got up. Donald,, not know- 
ing what was the occaTion of this rifing; 
went dircftly intathe room, where the gen* 
tlemen were, andaflked, •What was the mat^ 

* ter?* on which they immediately began to^ 
curfc him, faying, *We hear the Prince ia 

* upon Lewis, and not- far from Stomway,. 

* coming with 500 men> to burn the towiH 

* smd take away our cattle, &-c. andtoforcc 

* a veffel from- Storn way, to carry him to - 

* France/ Donald replied, • I think you arj 

* all mad, where the devil xould the Prince, 

* in his prefcnt condition, get either 500 

* or 1 00 men ?' they replied, * That Mr; 

* John- M'Aulay, a> presbyterian ioainifter,, 
*- in South Uiil, had wrote this to- his fa^ 
•* ther in* the Hariris j and that the father 

* had fern the fame to Mt. Collin M*Ken^ 

* zie, minifter in the Lewis f. . WeU 

* then, feys Donald, fmce you: know the 

* Prince is already in the ifland, I own he 

* is; but he is fofar from having any forces^ 
^ that he has only two companions, and 

* when I am there, I make a third : And 

* let me tell yc>u farther, gentlemen, if Sea. 

+ This yic of Lewis belongs to lord Seafortli^ 
and is inhabited by the H ' Kenzies. 
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* fbrtk hirafelf were here, he durft not by 
« g....(l put a hand to the Priace's breaft. 

Upon this, the M'Kenzies declared, that 
they had na intemian to do thr Prince any, 
even the leaft, harm ; but then dcfired, he 
might leave theui md go to the continent^ 
or any where elfe ; The wind being feir^ 
Donald M^Leod thendefired a pilot: Bue 
they rcfufed; Donald thcttreturned to the 
Prince, and gave hkn a^ full and honeft 
account how* matters flood p on which 
they were all at a lofs what ftcps to take, 
SxMne propoibd to fty to the raoor; but the 
Prince replied',. * He would not : Hi (land 

* my ground, (faid l^) for if we fly, our e- 

* nemies may be encouraged to purftie.* 

Now the reader may obfervey that had 
not the Prince been taken eighcmiles out of 
the way by the guide ; he would have been 
in the town of Stornway when Mr. M'Au- 
lay's letter to Mr. Collin M'Ken^ie arrived, 
and then the people would have rifea upoa 
him^ and have either killed him in their fury,, 
or taken him prifcKier : Both which he thus 
providentially efcaped. 

At this time the Prince^ O'Neil, and Sul- 
livan^ Jiad only fix fhirts amongft them, and 
were frequ.ently obliged to ftrip off the 
wet ones before the others were half 
dry. 

Two of the four boatmen had, fl^ xxjf 
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to the moor» upcm feeing the people riiia^ 
at Stornway ; and Ac ©ther two went ta 
feawith the boat. 

While they were at lady Kildun's they 
killed a cow, for which the Prince would 
have paid, but ihe at firft refufed^ 'till the 
Pritice infifted upon it. Wheo they left 
the. place, they tookfome pf the cow with- 
them, two pecks of meal, and plenty <rf 
brandy and fugar ; and at partings lady 
Kildun gave Edward Burke a lump c^ 
butter ^. 

They ftaid here all night, and about two 
o'clock in the morning, being the 6th of 
May, the two boatmeu returned with the 
boat : And as foon as day light appeared*,^ 
they all rowed away with only two boat- 
men, the others not returning from the- 
moor. 

The Prince and company, refolved to go* 
in Donald Campbcl's boat to the Orkney's, 
but the men would not venture ; fo tbe]^ 
Inhere obliged to fteer fomh along the coail 
fide, hoping to meet with better fuccefs i 
Rit they, foon e^ied two Engliftk fhips/ 
which obliged them to put into a defart 
iQand, called Euirn or Iffurt, being half a 

• This man was generally cook, but the Prince, 
was the beft coolc, and made them a cake or bready 
of the brains of the cow, mixed up with meal^ axrf 
tUbedlt «po»st Aotft before the &«» . . .. 
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mile long and as much broad ; and is tweWd 
miles diftant itaoi Stomway^and ties a little 
florth of Scapla or Glafs^ 

At this place there wej^e fomefiflier- 
men, who taking the Prince's boat to be a- 
pr^fs boat, belonging to the men of war, ran 
away, Icaying their fifli, pots, &€. The 
fiihermen of Lewis, dry their fi(h here up- 
on the rocks : Some of which the Prince 
and company found, and it was a great feaft. 
The Prince, at firft, was for " leaving lome 
money when he took the fifh, as payment ; 
but confideFing that it would (how that 
£ome perfon pf note had been there, and 
might thereby be attended with bad confe- 
fences, he took up the money again. 

They ftaid on this i0and*'tili the lottf,^ 
lying in a low pitiful hut, like a hog (ly, be^ 
ik^gmg to the fiihermen ; fo lU roofed, that 
ihey were obliged tofpread the boat's iaif 
over the top of it, and lie upon the bare 
floor ; keeping watch hj turns. 

About 1.0 o'clock m the forenoon, out 
the I oth of May, t^ey embarked for the 
Harris, uking about two' dozen of fifli with 
them, and got to Scalpa or Glafs, to their 
hofpkable farmer's again ; and in that place 
offered money to fome men for a boat, it 
being fafer ai^ better than that which thcf 
i^ad, but they could not get it. 

Na wind ferviiig> they thence w^re 
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obliged CO row; but about break of day^ cm 

the I i-th,. th^ wind rifmg, they hoifted fail ; 

' now being {hort of food made drammack 
(ftappaGk) with (alt water mixed with meal j 
€f which the Prince eat heartily, and got a 
bottle of, brandy, and helped a- dram to each 
perfon round. . 

Soon after this, they were chafed by aa 
Engliih (hip, commanded by capt. Fergufon f. 
but made their efcape among the roeksi 
at the point of Roudil, m the Harris in 
M*Leod's country. The (hip followed them 
three leagues : They then kept dofe on 
fliore, and failed to Lochmaddy , to the Ibuth 

, of the Uift ; thence to Lochniikiway ia 
BenbLcuIa,. and thence to an 'iifond in that 
JLoch called Loch-Efcaby, where they ar- 
rived about four in the afteroon. 

In this voyage they were within two 
muiket ftiots of the fhip before they faw 
her at Pinflay in the Harris : TJiey were 
to the windward, and the fiiip was in the 
mouth of the bay ; fo they made all 
the hafte they could to the coafl of Benbi- 

' cula. 

In this €ourfe,.they few another fliip in 
Lochmaddy in North Uift. They bad 
fcarce got on ftiore when* the wind, very 
remarkably,- turned quite contrary, and 
blew and rained very hard, and drove the 
fliips, that were purfuing^ quite oSL M 
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ffiisc the Prince faid, • 1 fee I muft now 
*' efcape ; I now fee ihat providence will noE 
*^ let me be taken alive this time/ 

Ic being low water, one of the boatmeji 
went among the rocks, and catched a par« 
tan> \z crab>-fi(b^ which he held up to thow* 
xo the Prince in great joj ; the Prince thco- 
took up a cog fa wooden pail] in his handt 
and ruaning to the boatmen, took (hare of 
the diverdon, and they both foon filled tht" 
cog.- - 

There was no houfe, cottage, or hur^ 
nearer than two miles, and that only a poor 
hut, whither they rcfolved to go. 
- Whe© they fet out, the Prince rook up 
the cog full of partans^ and marched away 
with it r But the faithful Donald M'Leod; 
fbon ran after him, and defired leave to 
carry Tt, But the Prince would not let him^ 
feying, * If I carry this, Donald, then every 
'^ one of the company will take more orlefe 
^ of our fmall baggage ; and fo it will be 
^ more equally divided amongft us ; there- 

* fore I'U not part with this, for I am bet* 

* terable to carry^it than you ?' andaccord> 
ingly he carried it. 

When they came to- the hut, it was {(S 
bw that they were obliged to creep into 
it,, upon their hands and knees : Where- 
fore, Edward Burke was ordered to woric 
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part of the ground away^ about tBe door, f& 
make the eotrance eafier. 

At this hut the laird c^CIen-Ronald went 
to pay bis rcfpcfts to the Prince, and 
promif<d his afliilance to get him f^fc out 
^ the kingdCTi ; towards which, his Udj: 
afterwards affiftcd, for (he fen t the Prince 
fix good (hirtSy fome brapdy and wine, 
tnd cvciy thing elfe that was neccfftry and 
comfortable, as we fliall fee in the fequeL ^ 

On the 1 6th, it was thought proper 
that the Prince iliould ' remove from this 
nafty hut, and go 16 miles farther into 
the country, as far as the mountain of Dur- 
ladale or Cwradale, in South Uift, and there 
wait till fortuw would be more favourable ; 
hariog ftrft fcnt Donald M* Leod in CampbclV 
boat to the contmcBt of Scotland, with. let- 
ters to Lochiel and J<^n Murray, the 
fircretary, to know how affairs ftood ; and 
Donald was -to carry xafii and brandy bacb 
iRrith him to t^e Priirce. 

Donald met Lochiel and Murray, at the 
head of Loch- Arkaig : But got no. money 
at all from Murray, who faid, *He had 
' none to give, for that he had only fixty 
^ louifd'ors for himfelf/ 

Donald having received the anfwers: 
from Lochiel and Murray, purchafed two 
anchors of brandy at one guinea each anchor^ 
with much difficulty. • At this tunc (fays 
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* Donald) the Prince looked upon Murray 

* xo have been one of his hbneft, firm, 

* friends : . Bat ^las I how he was mif* 
-^ taken P 

Donald Humedi^tely retwnedi and found 
the Prince at Corradale, where he left him| 
having l^een \ 8 days away upon this expe* 
dition \ but found him i(n a better hut, 
with two cow hides placed upon flicks, to 
prevcnr the rain from falling upon him^ 
when afleep. During M ' Lcod^s abfenco^ 
the Pif iace diverted and fupported himfelf 
^pd company with hunting, (hooting and fi£h* 
ing, for he ufed often to go down to the foot 
of the hill upbn the ihore, and thete go on 
boardafmajl boat,, which was rowed a littlo 
way, and then with hand lines catched lyths, 
^inewhat tik<e. a yoaog cod; and alfo ufed 
to ihopt deer, aad p^er gamci^ 
• It is furprifing tq think that the Princtp 
could be kept fafe above three weeks, ia 
fuch a place, when upwards of lo© pcppl^ 
kpew where he was, md his enemies wer^ 
daily out upon the fcour on all fides. Both 
(plen- Ronald and hi$ brother Boifdale faw 
the Prince at Corradale. 
. The militia about this time went to the 
iflaiki of Irafki, lying between the ifland$ 
©f Bajrra and South Uift, which is about 
- 5 mil^ lopg and one broad, and is tbe-rerjr 
jftrft j^rhilh ground the Priace landed. *t 
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The militia, I fay, hieing got thither,, oblfg*' 
fd the Prince and company, to think o£ 
parting and fciftitog their quarters. 

Cn the 14th of June, ihc Prince, ONeil^ 
£ulli\an, £duard Burke; and Donald 
M^Leod, failed from the foot of Corradale, 
in Campbel's boat^ and landed in Cuia or 
Fovaya, an ifland lying between South Uift 
and Benbieula* 

Here they ftaid 4 nights, and on the 
i8ih, the Prince, 0*Ncil,anda guide, wenr 
10 Rufhnefs, and Snllivan and M'Leod \rere 
left in Cuia. Here the Prince flaid twcr 
nights; and then received information, that 
the militia were coming towards Benbicula; 
ts'hichmade k neccflary to get back again to 
the foot of Gorradalei But he fcarce knew 
what to do, as the militia boats had been 
fome time between Ouia and Riltibnefs; 
-Dcnald M ^ Lecd and Sullivan, hearing of 
this, fet fail in the night, and brought thd 
Prince irom Ruflinefs to Contidale again; 
tut meeting with a violent ftorm, and heavy 
rain, they w ere forced into L ifcnefs pointy 
2 miles aiid a half.N. of Corradale, called 
i\chkirfidealli£h, a reck upon the ihore, in 
a cleft of which they took up their quarters : 
this (loim laftcda whole day. 

At night finding their enemies within 
two miles of them, they failed again, and 
arrived lafely at Celieftiella } from whence 
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tTiey fteered towards Loch-Boifdalc, when 
one on board fwore there was a long boat 
"before rheih in their way ; no doubt full of 
marines, fo would go no farther, altho' Do- 
nald M ' Leod was pofitive on the contrary;, 
affuring them, that it was nothing but a lit- 
tle rode in the water, which he knew rery 
well ; and which had the appearance of a 
boat at a diflance: But yei, the failors 
\frould not believe him; fo they returned 
back again to Celieftiella, and ttaid there 
:tKiic nighjt, and next day got to Loch-Boif^ 
.dale, where they got the difagreeable newi 
>of Boifdale's being made a prifoner, ' &c. 
When they fir ft fet oat from Corradife for 
Loch-Boifdale, they efpied three fall with- 
in cannon- (hot of the fliore, by break of 
4ay, and therefore were obliged to re- 
turn back again to Celieftiella, in Soutfi 
lUift- 

One day as the Prince was failing, up and 
Jown Loch BoiCdale, Donald M' Leoi gflced 
the Prince, * If he once got the Crowu, whit 

* would he do with fir Alexander M * Donili 

* and the laird of M^Leod ? Oh, D mald^faid 

* the Prince, would they not then be our own 

* people ftill, let them now do what rhey 

* will ? what they have done# is not all to 
^ be imputed to their fault; but it is alro- 
Lgcther owing to! the power prefident 

. ^ Forbes has over their judgments in thefc 
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* matters. BeCdcs, continues he, if ever 

* the kingdom was rcftorcd, we ftiould be as 

* fure of them then for friends, as th' other 

* people are now ; they being always for 

* thofe in moft power. I blame, indeed, 

* fays the Prince, young M*Leod, much 
^ more than his father, for he was intro- 

* duced to me in France, and folemnly pro- 

* mifed me all the fervice in his power ; 
^ which he, as a gentleman, (hould not 

* have done when he did not refolvc to 

* perform the lead title of it, as 1 now fee 
' plainly.' 

While they were here, Donald M'Leod 
cfpied two fail, which they took for French 
fliips, but they proved to be Englifh men 
of war ; which, however, gave them no 
trouble. 

Here the Prince rcfted fome days, an3 
found himfelf in a moft defperare fimarloa, 
for he had got intelligence thkt capt. Caro- 
line Scot hsd landed at Kilbride, ^i^ithin lefs 
than two miles of him. This obliged thp 
Prince to part from his conllant attendants, 
Sullivan, faithful Donald iVI*Leod, and his 
guide Burke, and all the boat's crew ; keep- 
ing only O ' Neil : and two (hirts was all 
their baggage. 

When he parted from Donald M *Leod, 
there was an appointment to meet again at a 
certain place, by different ways, Donakl 
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tlien ^ent fouth about, but all the men )tft 
the Prince except O'Neil ; upon which he 
was obliged to fink the boat, and ikifc as 
^ell as he could for himfelf ; here we muil; ^ 
Icayc the Prince yet a while. j 

The others, after parting with the Prince, 'I 
ftaid in the field two nights,^haying only the 
fails of the boat for a coyer. On the 3d 
night, they went farther into the Loch, and 
reded thereabouts for other two nights, 
when they got fight of fome of the red- 
coats ; which then forced them to the north 
^de of the Loch. 

On the 5th of July, Donald M * Leod 
was taken prifoner by Allan M ' Donald of 
Knock, in ^late, in the ifle of Sky, a lieute- 
nant, who, at the fame time, took McDonald 
of the family of Glenaladale, and Mr. Foreft 
a Romifli prieft. 

They were cirried from place to place, 
and at laft to Applecrofs-bay, in the ifle of 
Sky; and there put on board the Furnace, 
capt. Fergufon. Donald M*Lcod was 
immediately carried into the cabin to ge- 
neral Campbel, who examined him very 
circumftantially. 

The general afkcd htm, If he had been 
alon^ with the young pretender? * Yees, 
* (faid Donald) I winna denee it.-*Do you 
^ know, iaid the general, what money was 
^ upon that gemlemaa's head? No Icfs 
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« than 30,000 L flerling, man! whiA 

* would have made you and your family 
^ happy for ever: And wha then, mon? 
« replied Donald, wha, and' ihofF eeM ha 
^ goten it, 1 would not had enjoied it for 
« twa days ; an coud ee \ confcience mon ! 

* confcience would ha goten the bettet 
^ .a'rna, and that it wou'd; altoffee'd ha 
•* goten aa Englaand ai>d Scootland for ma 

* pains 1 would not allew a hair ai his heed 

* xo be toach'd, an ee could hecnder it.; 
« fance he threw his leefe upon ma, mon!' 
The general could not avoid admiring 
Donald's honour and genorofity, and his 
contempt of gold, when put in xrompetitioa 
with -virtue. : 

Donald was conveyed on (hip board ro 
Tilbury Fort, and thence removed to Lon-* 
don. and at lafl was difcharged om off a 
mcfllnger's hands, (where he had been a 
little time) on the loth of June, I747, 
which he faid, he would ever after celebrate 
as the day of his deliverance. 

Burke, after parting from the Prince, 
went over North Strand, or North Uift, 
where he fkulkcd in a hill called Eval, for 
jiear feven wceky, twenty days of wjiich 
he had not any meat, except dilfe and lam^ 
,mocks \z kind of fhell-fifli.]] About this 
time a paper had been read rn ali the kirksi, 
ftriftly forbidding all pcribns to give a 
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ttkotitl of meat to any rebel,* upon fcTcre re- 
ligious penalties.- -Thus the place appoint- 
ed to preach the doftrine of Chriil, Wi^ 
proftituted to quite contrary purppfes, viz. 
forbidding to feed the hungry, or cloath 
the naked, &c. * li thefe are now the kirk 

* tenets, their loyalty is much mended j but 
'^ their religion grovm worfe/ 

After variotis difbrcffes, occafioncd chiefly 
Jby this order, he at lad was obliged to hide 
himfelf in a cave, in North Uift, where 
he was fed by a {boemaker and his wife in 
the night, aud after various troubles, is 
nowfafe at Edinburgh, by vertuc of the 
general afl of grace. 

Donald M*Leod fays, *That the Prince 

* tiever flept above three or four hours at 
' a time ; and in the morning called for a 

* chopin [a quartj of water, which he 

* drank off, with a few drops out of a 
' little bottle ; which he alfo put into every 

* thing that he dfank.* 

Thus far, reader, this account was t^ken 
from the journals and from the mouths of 
both Donald MVLeod and Edward Burke 
in Scotland, 

^ The Prince having only O'Neil with 
him, now retired to the mountains, where 
he lay that night, June the i8th, and next 
4ay hfr received information, that ge- 

G 
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neral Campbel was at Sernary,^ an iDaaA 
about two miles long, and one broad, lying 
between North Uift and the Harris, bc'^ 
longing to the M*Leods. 

The Prince had military forces now on 
both the laud fides of him^ and the fea oti 
the other, without any kind of veflcl to^ 
venture out with. 

In this perp1exity,0*Neil thought proper 
to apply to a young lady, called Flora McDo- 
nald, who was at her brothers at Melton» 
m South Uift, upon a vifit from the ifle of 
Sky; hereO'Neil having fomc little acquain- 
tance with this, young lady, propofed ta 
her to aiEft the Prince to efcape from 
thence *. 

CNcil defiring this lady ta go with liim 
fo the Prinze to .concert what was beft to 

* Mifs I'lora McDonald is daughter of -.- M * Do- 
nald of Melton, in the illand of Uift, defcended fronft 
Clen Ronald's family. Her, father dkd, when (he wan 
an infant^ leaving one fonand her. Her mother mar« 
fied again to one Hugh M ' Donald of Armadale, in 
iheiileofSky ; and has by him two fons and tw^ 
daughters. This gentleman is e^een^ed :the ftrongeft 
man of the name of McDonald. 

Mifs Flora is about twenty-four years of age» of a 
middle ftatUre, well fhap'dj and a v«ry pretty agree- 
able perfon, of great fprightlinefs in her looks^^ and 
abounds with gbod fe^fe^ modeftyy good n^itiue/ and 
Immanijty* .^ 
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%c dooet, flic objedcd to it, with fpcciouS; 
reafons: But O^Neil convincing her, that 
the Prince fitqationr'^jrould not admit, cither 
of his coming to her, or of any long delay ; 
flie at lift complied, and taking her faith- 
ful fervant, hjieil M*Kcchan, with her; 
ftie accQinpajiiedQ'Neil to the Prince whert 
every thing nece0ary was concerted, arid 
Mifs promifed to ufe her ucmoft to put 
jheir icheme in cxecurioi^ in, cafe another 
method faifd* which (he there laid for them, 
j^nd then returned to Melton again, Q'Neii 
promifing immediately to get about 'what 
was propofed, and to let her know the 
^fwer, did try; but coufef not bring it ta 
bear ; fo he then went to Melton, to ac- 
quaint Miii M* Donald thereof, who or- 
dered him tq retiirn bac^ tq the Priuce vfith 
f meflagc. 

• Purfuant ta the plau then laid ^vm, 
Mifs Flora fet forwards on. Saturday, June 
the 2 1 ft, for C3)cn-|loaald'3 houfe, to get 
things neccffary for the Princ<^'s^ difguife, 
^c. In going to crofs oqc of the fords, flxe 
and her man, Neil.M^Kechan, were taken 
prifoners, by a p$rty pf njilitia, becaufe £hc 
had HO paffport* She demanded tp lee 
their officer ; but being toU he would 
not be there 'till next morning, fhe aflced 
i5ehat his name was ; and then fiading ijj 
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was her own ftcp-father, Out chofc to ftay 
there all night, 'till he fhould arrive next 
day, rather than anfwcr their qacftions : 
So (he was carried into the guard room, 
and kept prifoner, 'till relieved by her fa^ 
ther-iixlaw, who arrived in the forenoon, 
on Sunday, June 2 2d, and was not a Jittl^ 
furprized to fee Mife Flora in cuftody. 

Mik M * Popald took him ^fide and tpld 
him what {he was about^ and d^fired^a p^- 
port for hcrWf, her man M*^Keehan, andi 
tor one Betty Purke, a wonv^n who wns a 
good fpinner : and ds her mother faa4 a 
ffreat quantity of lini: to fpin, Oxc alfo de- 
fiicd ^ letter to rccoDMnepd Betty Burk^ 
tp her; all which her father-in-law con- 
fen ted to; and then Mifs procejcded on her 
journey to Clen-Ronald's boufe, where ;{hc 
acquainted lady Clen -Ronald with the defign, 
who was rea^dy to give all the afliftance in 
herpower^ 

IJere Mifs . ftay'd tsll Friday the 2 7th, 
during which time,0'Neil pa;ffed and repaff- 
led feveral tiijie$ with meffages, benyixt the 
Prince, lady Clen- Ronald, and Miis Flora. 

The time appointed being come, lady 
Clen-Ronald (another M'^^^^H) *^'^s 
Flora, and her man M*Kechan, conduced 
by O'Neil, went to the Prince ^ight miles 
diflapr, aqjl carried witli them a /icw drefs. 
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Mid (omt other things to itne him in his' 
voyage ; particularly, af part of a bpttlc of 
white wine^ betng all that the military peo-< 
pie bad left Cleh- Ronald, This the Princcf 
tobk efpeciaf-carc off and \^ould not rafte 
ctte drop of it, but preferved it for his 
female guides 

When they arrived here, they found the 
l^rince in a little hut, chearfully roading 
and dreflmg dinner, which was the hearty 
liver, and kidneys, of a iheep> upon a Wood- 
twfpit 

O'Neil iatrcduced thefc vrfitbt's to the 
Prince; they were overpowered with com-' 
padion'attd tor row; until the Prrace cheered 
fhem with as affable piec!e of mirth, and' 
With a contemfpt of bis fuSeriftgs, foyiiig,, 

• the wretched to day, may be happy to mor- 

• rowj' and groWitfg ferious, (aid, * all great 
« men would be the better to feel a little of 

• what 1 do :^— heife they dined, and at table 
the Prince placed Mifs Flora on the right, 
add lady Clen-Roaild on his left haai ; and 
all the reft of the coinpany fat by chance, 
and eat very heartily, and he ilnoaked a 
pipe with them. 

Next morning they hear J of fj^n^ral 
CampbcPs arrival at Benbiciik; and foori 
aher, a fervant came in a great hurry to \zif 
Clen-Ronald^ and acquainted her, * That

Lady ClenRonald and the other M*Dd- 
^nald, being gone, Mifei)id the Prince <* 
prepare, for it was time to go ; on which 

* Ltfdy Glen-Ronald was taken f rifbftct foaxi aftei% 
aind put on board a man of war : her hufbanid was ta- 
%en and pttt on boaid another, and conveyed to the 
Thames, and there lay fottfetime; they were agaih 
carried tip to London, and detained inhere, \A cuf^ody 
of a meiTcnger ; the firft at Mr. Money's, and the )atter> . 
on the I ft of November, at Mr, WilJiam Dick's, aloiHj 
with his brother of Boifdile, capt^ Malcom M * Leod^ 
aind Roger IVf'Ncal of Barra^cfq; In June following, 
he and his lady were difmifTed. At the fame time Mr. 
'Dick brought in cuftody, from on board (hip, John 
Gordon, efq; eldeft foQ of the faihoua Glenbnckct, 
Vho was moft judiciouily accofcd of reviewing his fa- 
ther's troops ; altho', by the help of Dr. T -r, he 
had been quite blind for ^k years before : He alib 
was difchai'gedin.JuBe follOM^.

Mifs Flora would on no account confent, be* 
caufe there would be too man /of them toge-

Thft compaisj being gone» Mifs M'Dc* 
nakt dcfired the Prince to put on bis 
new attire, which being foou done, they^ 
vrith their crew, reisoved their quarters 
oear the water fide, where their boat was 
a*float, to be ready, in cafe of any fuddeo 
attack from the (hore. 

Here they arrived in a very wet conditio 
-^00) atid made a fire upon a piece of a rock^ 
xo keep themfclves warm *till night They 
Aad not been tong here when they were a- 
ibrraedbyfeur wherriMfuU of armed men,ap* 
preaching towards the ihore : At this fight, 
they eitingttifhed their fire, aad concealed 
themfclves in the heather, or ling ; but 
^heir fears foon vaniflied, for the wherries 
iJ'ailed quietly by, t^ the fouchward, within 
gun fliot of them. 

On the 2 8th of June, about eight o^clodc 
in the eveniag, they fee out in very clear 
leather, but haft not been gone above a 
leagne, before the fija becartie very rough, 
MtA at kft tempefhioafi. Tlie Prince find*

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iflg Mils iad ihe failors, began to be uneafy 
at their fituation, fung them fcveral High* 
land fpngs, imong others, an old fong made 
for the 29th of May : By this, and fome 
cnerry ftories,the Prince contrived to kctp 
up their fpiriES* 

Next ir.orning, tho^ it Was clear and calo^ 
the boatmen knew not were they were, the 
wind haying ?aried feveral times ia the 
pigbt ; however, they made a point of War 
tcrnifli in the weft corner of Sky, where 
they foon tried to land^ bnt found the place 
pofTefled bv? a body of forces; who had 
alfo three boats or yawls near the (horc ; 
and feveral men of war were in fight : A 
man on board o£one of thefe boats fired at 
the Prince and crew to make them bring 
to ; but they rowed oflF, bnt would hav^ 
been taken^ had it not been providentially 
Tcry calm, and the fcips at fome diftancc : 
and the militia on (bore could not ilir for 
want of the 6ars, that were bawled up an4 
ilung in the ling by their crew, that were 
fcampering up' and down ; but, however, 
they fent up to alarm the people in a little 
towirnot far c^. Noiwithftanding the night 
ilorm, Mils M' Donald was fo fatigued, 
that fhe fell afleep on the bottom of the 
boat \ the Prince obferving it, covered her 
to fave ber, as much as he could, from the 
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<dM, and fat by her, left any thing (hould 
hurt her ; or, teaft aay of the boatmen, in 
the dark, fliouhi ftep upon her ; but the 
fea was io rough, (he could not fleep long. 

They got fafe into a creek or cliiFm a 
rock, and there remained to reft the meor, 
who had been all night at work, and alfb 
to get fome refreftiment; however, as foon 
as they could, they fet forewards again, 
left the alarin given to the village, fliould 
bring down the people upon 'era, which 
would have been the cafe had they ftaid^ 
for they had not gone far, before iWtf 
obfcrved the people approaching to the? 
place they had fo lately quitted 

From this place they went, and landed zt 
ICi^lbride in Troternifti in the ifle of Sky, . 
about twelve miles north from the above- 
mentioned point.

mx& McDonald ttotli^hg the maid's 
obfef^vaitiops, and knowing they were i^ear 
fKe place where tW rrince and Kings - 
borough y^ttc to turn out of the common 
road ; and that it v^'d^ not proper to let Mrs* 
M'Donald^s man and maid fervant fee 
which rout they aiid Kingsborau^h would 
take; (}ie therefore called out to Mrs. Mc- 
Donald to ride faR'er, for, fays (he, we (hall 
be late out ; this was complied with, and 
they foon loft fight of the two on foot, 
, who, prefejitly after, turned out of the com- 
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ttsott road; to avoid the militia, and went over 
the hills & S. E. till they arrived at Kings- ' 
borough's haufe, which was abKJut elcvea 
o'clock at iMght, oa Sunday, June the 29th, 
in a very wet condition, having had much 

.rain, and having walked feven long miles. 

. Alifs M * Donald arrived about thjs fame 
time, along the Vighway, having parted with 

OM rs. McDonald, her man and maid fervant, 
O'NciJ, after parting from the Frince 
and Mils M' Donald, went and met Sullivan, 
who was yet upon the ifland. About two 
days after the Prince and CNeilhad parted, 
a French cutter, having 120 men on board, 
went to the ifle of South Uift; intending 

. to carry off the Piince, who, they .were in- 
formed, was there. Sullivan went imme- 
diately on board, wVile (y*Neil went back 
for the Prince, hoping to overtake him (the 
Prince) before he and Mifs M * Donald 
ihould leave the ifland ; but O'Neil, finding 
the Prince had left the ifland two days be- 
fore, returned to the place where he had 
left the cutter. But unhappy for him, the 
veflfel was gone about three hours before, 

. for the timorous Sullivan, having a fair wind, 
had not courage to ftay for the Prince and 
O'Neil, but fet fail direftly to iave ope pre- 
clous life, and left the Prince and O'Ncil 
to their good maftcr frovideme. Tbere 
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^erc two Imall wherries, juft within Ti0s% 
which nlight, indeed, In fomc mcafure, 
^xcufe the lien-hcarted Sullivan, both the 
wherries *4>eiiig filled M^di armed men, 
^hich were fem out by an ^ngliih officer 
-after this *cutter, but could *n<3t get to 
"her. 

O'Neil^vas foon after ttkenptifoner^ bete 
'being a foreign officer, wasonly a prifonwr 
-of'war ; he^was put on 'board a man of war, 
l^rtiere, in a little time after, he faw Mife 
M * Donald a^rifoner alfo, for doing whit 
^e had been the inftfsument of bringing 
'^bout. He was afterwards Mconveycd t& 
iBcfwicR upon Tweed, and, after fome time, 
-^fent home accordit^ to the cartel* Bxit $0 
^return-— ^ 

When the Prince got to Kings1x)rough's 
houfe, Mrs. M'il^oBaM, not expefting her 
husband home at that time of the nighty 
was undreft^ and juft :goingr into bed whea 
^one of her maid lervants weni*up and toH 
her, * That King^Kwou^ was reiurned,

When fhe went into the .ipoai, the 
Prince was fitting, but got up immediatcl7t 
and faluted her j Mrs. McDonald then begas 
to tremble, having found a rough beard j 
imagining it was feme diftrcfled noblemaa 
or gentleman in difguife, but never dreanaed 
it was the Prince. She, therefore, went 
directly out of the ropm> with the keys in 
her hand, to her husband, without faying 
one word to the Prince, and greatly im- 
portuned Kingsborough to tell her who 
it was ; and if he (meaning the perfon 
in difguife) coUld tell any thing of whai 
was become of the Prince. Kingsborough 
fffiiled at her naming the beard, and told her^

^ (cried (he) then we arc a' ruined, we will 

• a' be hanged now.'— Hute, (cried he) wc 

• will die but once, and ifwe arc hanged for 

• this, we die in a good caufe^ doing only aa 
« aft of humanity. and charity. But go make 

• hafte with fupper, bring us eggs^ butter, 

• cheefe,and whatever elfe is ready/— Eggs, 
^ butter, and checfc, (quoth fhe)- — What a 

• fupper is that for a Prince ?'— -Oh wifc.J 

• (replied he) you little know how this 
' good Prince has lived cf late j this will be 
^ a feaft to himi : BdideS; to iuakc a formal 
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« fupper, would make the ferYaDts fufpect 

• fomething ; tbc Icfs ceremony, there- 
^ fore, thebstter; make hafte and canq 

• to fupper yourfelf.' 1 come to fupper, 

• (fays (he) I kiiow not hdw to behave bc- 

• fore majefty.' — You muft come> (replied 

• Kiugsborougb) for the Prince will not 

• eat one bit without you ; and you'll find 
^ it no difficult matter to . behave before 
\ bim ; fo obliging and eafy is he in his con- 

• Tcrfation.' 

I hope the^ reader will excnfe mc, for 
giving this diak)gue in their own words; 
not being ab!e to give a. better idea^ of the 
figure the Prince mttft have made, and of 
ihedidrefshewasin, thanin their own way 
of cxpreffing their meaning. 

At fupper the Prince placed Kitfs Flo* 
ra at his right hand, (always paying h.er 
the greateft refpeft wherever (he wasi 
and always rifmg up whenever (be entered 
the room) and Mrs. McDonald at his left. 
He mide a plentiful fupper, eating four 
^ZZ^i fonie collops, bread and butter, drank 
two bottles of fmall beer at fupper, and 
then calling for a bumper of brandy, he 
drank * Health and profperity to his landlord 
\ and landlady, and ben:er times to us all ;*. 
aad after fupper,' fnoakeJ a pipe/ ^^ 
(moak?d for fociety, and* kept the fa'mo 
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pipe 'till k was as black as ink, and ^wortt 
*or broken to the very flump. After drmk«- 
ing a few glaffcs of wine and finiftiing their 
pipes, the Prince went to bed. 

When the Prince and IQng^rouglk 
vere gdng from Mongflod to Kingd-^ 
4>orougb, the Printc faid be propel go* 
ing to the laird of M"* Leeds, ^ biHitg^ 
a place the govemnients people woiild noc 
f ufpeft ; but Kingsborough would not 
agree to that ; and gave fome of his rca* 
ims to fupport his opinion : * What, (fay« 
^ the Prince) do you think that M^Leod 

* to his former doings, ^would add that o€ 
"• thriffing -after my blood f % mn ixA ccf* 
"• : taiin of that replied Kingsborough ; but 
^ I have received a letter from the lairi 

* of M'Leod* wherein he 4eiires me to 
^ deliver you up, if ybu would fall into tiif ^ 
-♦ way; andfaid, I Ihould thereby do a fer- 

* vice to my country/ The Prince there- 
upon dropt that project, and f^d, ^ 1 hope 
' M*Le6d will live to fee hi3 itiiftake.' Some 
lime after thi^, the laird of M*Leod asked 
for the letter again ; but ICingsborough 
'«bfolutely refufed to give k to him, and 
farther faid, * He vvould keep that to fhew 

iiat part M'Leod afted f rom under 

(Cod's own hand/ 
Kin^^slnHsough amofi^ft other things ^ade* 
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^ the Prince ' If he looked tipon lord 
» drorgc Murray to hasH aftcdi a treacherous

. Kingsborough alfo faid to the Prince, I 
x:aaa«t remember or couccIa*^ V9h^t it was 
i^at brought me that day ifo M<»g{lod^ (fif 
Alexander's houfe) for I had no mannet 
^f bafindTs therc> nor 6\^ any viGt : ri| 
itcfl fou, faid the Prince; * Yea tould ndt 
'^' avoid going, for I have been ihe parfi- 

* cular care of Fr&0idenaej and ihst fent 

* you hither to fave me ; Acre fceing na 
"• perfon elfe decreed to do it/ 

- After the Prince ifras gone to bcdi Mrs. 
M' Donald defiried Mi^fs Flora, ro relate 
^he Princess advetitiires as far as ifhe feneW 
Mjf *em ; which (he did, and when ihe had 
included her ftory ; Mrs. M* Donald aikeS 

her, * What was become of 4ie boatmen 

* who brough *cm to that ifland?' MiTs 
TcpHed, * They went back again direftiy 

* for South Uifti* That was wrong ftys 
^' Mrs. M* Donald, for you fhould have kept 
^ them on this fide for fome time, at leaft, 
"* till the Prince could hsvcg^t farther frdm 

- "• hispurfuers/ 

As Mrs. M*Donakl conjeflured, (o it 
f^roved, for the boatmen were immediately 
feized on their rccnm and being threaten* 
»ed with torture or jdeath> both which are 
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ftbfolutely againft our law, but is always tisr. 
be expefted^ when people , ar^i ruled hy 
thofe they pay. By ihefe tht^^ts ,oF tor- 
ture, I fay, the men revealed all they kuew^ 
znd gave a defcription df the gOw:iJ, bcmg> 
a linen cr cotton gown, with purple Iprigs' 
thickly ftanipt, aijd W white apron. This, 
thought of Mrs, M* Donald determined Mif» 
Flora to defire^the Kince to change hisdref^ 
•as we ihall find j^refcntl^^ he did ; bein^ 
hinifclf not willing to RiafA any farther \x^ 
ihatdrefs, having fpiii&d ft too troufelefoiuc" 
the day before. / ' ,r * 

,^ This great feaft, lirhich the Priijee ha4 
got, being Che moft' material ref i^efiiineiU . 
he had met with foralong tioie,:^gre^ fo 
well with him, that he fleptjiinc qr ten- 
hours without iirtcrruption, whereas, in » 
general way,}ie feldom required above three 
or four to reft* ^ ^ 

Mornifig being com^^'flnd far advanced} 
Mifs M'* Donald began to fee afraid, Itaft 
the Fiince lying tpo loBg> fliould ^ive hi» 
enemies time to. overtake him, and there* 
fore defired Ki^gsborough to go into hi& 
room, to call him up j, who, with liiticb 
nerfuafion, went j but finding the Prince 
m fa found a flcep, would not waken hiro> 
^d fo Tetiripd <iuictly out of ihe room^ 



^gaiii: But every ihing being fooa after 
ready for his journey, Mifs McDonald 
infilled that Kingsborough Ihould agiin call 
ixmx up, with which he complied ; anj 
having awakened the Prince afked hiai, 
^ How he had relied?' the Prince an- 
fwered, ' Never better ; for I thought I 

* aever la^^ on fo good a bed ; and to teU 

* the^ triith, i alijioft forgot what a htd 

Although the Pcince was to cUa^ge his 
drefs, it was thought neceffary to leave the 
houfe iri the faiiie: habit he arrived, that, iri 
icafe of a purfuit» it would prevent any one 
from defcribing the drefs he travelle^l 
in. •' 

When the Prince was lip, the ladies 
went into his chamber to drefs him; put 
i>n his apron, and his cap. Before Mifs 
put on the cap, Mrs. M*Djnald defined 
her, in erfe *, to^lk thic Prince for a lock 
of his hair; which Mifs refufed to do^ 
faying, '-Can^t you afk him yourfelt/ The 
Prince finding, they were difpatin:y about 
Something, defired to know it, and then Mrs. 
M* Donald told him her requef]:, which »he 
immediately i^ranteJ, and layiajy his he^d 
i>n Mifs Flora's lap, bade her cut a lock ^T; 

P- The language of the ifland. 
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which {i^ did, and gave Mrs. M^Dockl^ 
Me half,, find kept the other herfelf. 

The Prince beipg drdfTed, cried, * A iuftj 

♦ wench this isj' got his bre^l^faft, ai^ 
tookbb leaye of bis landlady. Then he 
and Kingsborough, with a bundle of high" 
bod doches under his arin, went tq a wood^^ 
not far from Kingsboro^gh houfe, and 
,ther^ changed his drefs. This being done» 

the Prince ensbraced Kingsboroug^ in hid* 
armSi * And bad him a, Ippg and happy 

< adieu, and in a mod aiSe£Honate manner 
^ thanked him for his fervices^ apdafiiirect 

♦ him he wouki mever forget them, and feid. 
♦. who knows, ICijagsborough, but ypu and C 

♦ may drink a pot of porier together at % 

< certgin place, after aH ihis :' 9ut then they 
both wept, and a few drops of blood fc4 
from the Prin^ nofe: Kingsborough theq 
font a guide with the Prince to Portree or 
Partree, that Is in erfe port Rce, Kingsport^ 
thro' all the byrways, while mifs Flora went 
on horfeback by apother road, thereby the 
better to gain intelligence, and to prevent ^ 
difcoTcry : This place k feven long mile? 
from Kingsborough's honfe, - The gown 
the Prince had on, was a linen and cotton^ 
having a white grqapd, with purple coicrured 
Sowers *• 

*^ Mr. Stewart Carnikliae!, near Lcirl), liad a 
ftgmp madjp exg^ftly aft^r ihi« pattern, and {us fold 
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Klfig^roogh had fenc a perfon before, 
to procure a boat, and every thing elfer 
Jieceffary towards the Prince efcape. The 
Prince being arrived fiife here* again met 
'"' iis female guicfc, thh being the kil time 
. fhey faw each other.. The Prince and Mifs 
M' Donald were both very wet, and ftaid 
no longer there than to dry their cloaths^ 
;md to get foch little refreflunent as the 
place afforded, Mrhich took up about two 
hours time; then the Prince took leave of^ 
Mifs Flora M'Dons^d, returning her his 
iincere thanks for her kind affiftance, and ' 
greatly lamented, That he had not a M '^ 
]Doua]d to go on with him to the end, and 
faid, * Well, Mifs Flora, ] hope we yet fliall 
^ be in a good coach and fix, before WQ die; 
* though we be now a foot.' 

According to my method hitherto, I 
muftgive the reader the remaining hiftory 
4;^ Kingsborough and Mifs McDonald, be^^ 
lore I gt> any further with the Prince. 

About fix or eight days after the Prince 

left Sky, captaia Fergufon followed him hot 

. foot ; and from the boatmen, who were 

taken at, or in their return to South Uift, 

liavinggot an exaft defcription of the gown 

jgreat numbers, fo exaAly done as not to be di/h'n- 
gui(hcd from the origipal, eveft by ii^ifs M * Ppnald 
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and drefs the Prince had on, purfued hloi to 
fir Alexander M'Dcnaid^s hcufe, and tkefd 
Searched very ftriftly, and hearing only of 
kifs Flora M* Donald, went to Kingsbo- 
rough, and there examined Mr. and Mrs. 
M* Donald, and Mrs. Anne M,*Alafter; 
their daughter. . 

The captain firft fouikl Kingsborongh, 
and afked him fereral queftions, fome of 
which he anfwered, and othcfs he either 
could or would not, but told the captain 
he had better aj(k Mrs. McDonald, whd 
could give proper anfwers : Kingsborough, 
accordingly » called Mrs. M ' Donald, and (aid^ 

* That captain ' Fcfgufon was come to alk 

* her fome qucftioa^ about her late guefts,* 

* If Fergufon (fays (he) is to be my judge, 

* then God have mercy on my foul/ Fer- 
gufon ailced her, * Why (he faid fo?' She 
replied, • Becaufe the whole world fay* 

* you are a very cruel hard-hearted man, and 

* indeed I don*t hkc to go through fucb 

* hands.' 

Fergufon then aflced Kingsborongh, 

* Where Mifs M * Donald and the perlbn in 

* women's cloaths, who was with her, lay V 
Kingsborough anfwered, * He knew where 

* Mifs Flora lay, but as for fervants, he 

* never aflced any queftions about them.' 

The captain then afked Mrs. M' Donald 
' Whether (he laid the ycung pretender 
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f'tfiidMifs Flora in the fame bed r^* She 
atrfwered, *Sir, whom you mean by the 
•■ young pretender; I do not pretend to 
^ guefs; but lean affure you, it is not the 
^ fciftiion in Sky, to lay the miftrefs and maid 
* in the fame bed together.' The captain 
them defired to fee the rooms wherein each 
by? which were (hewn; and he then re- 
inaricied, that the room wherein the fup- 
pofed maid -fcrvaat was laid, was better than 
thit wherein the miftrefs lay. 
: King^orough was taken prifoner, and 
carried to Fort Auguftus ; and was there 
plundered of his flioebuckles, garters, watch, 
tmi money ; and, in >a ' few hours afrer, 
thrown into a dungeon, heavily loaded w»th 
irons. While he was prifoner, one of the 
captains of the Englifti forces went to him, 
and aiked him, * If he could tell the Prince 
f head, if he faw it :' Kingsborough trem- 
bling at the thought of the Prince being 
murdered, faid, ' He could <iot engage for 
-• that unlefs it was joined to the body/ 
Kingsborough was removed hence to Edin- 
burgh caftle, under a ftrong guard of King- 
fton's light horfe, who entered the city 
with found of trumpet and beat of kettje 
flrums ;' a thing not very commcwi in fuch a 
cafe. He wat at fi^ft put into the fame 
ITQom wi;h aaior M'Dtoald, Mr, George 

H . 
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» j^ Hoer, laird of Lcck le^ Mr. Thotn^s; Ogiihrie, 
and others ; bin was focm.aft^r rcijiQirod in« 
^p a room by hiaifelf, uflder a very ctofc 
- confiocment; pone was i^cmifftd to (cc 
him, except the officer upoo gKifkrd, the 
fcrjcanr, and keeper, \rlijch J?ft was xdp- 
pointed to attepd Mm,, ias f^ry^nr. He vas 
here Jcept until the aft of g^cf , nod was 
.then difcbarged.on tb€.4|h of July, J747, 
having been confio^4 a year, fpr rtot <xi^* 
night's lodging. 

Kingsborough was once c|lfch^rgcd,i;rbUft 
at Fort Apguflus, ^y mift^Jcipg him for 
another of rfie fame naRie; but lord At 
Ibctparle, fipdipg o\it th.e piiftakc, fOMl 
fenta party after hnn, wbofowdhra at 
fir Alexander M*PoaaM'§, jnft going to 
bed : By this naeaos, be had ap oppQrtwniry ' 
piF hearing fron;^ fir Alexander's o^li tnotitb^ 
^vhat a rage a certajn-Great Q^ccr W3$ in, 
when he found Kiqgsboroiigh a prifi>ner at 
Fort Auguftus; throvving gut horrid and 
{hocking oaths and icnprecation^ againft 
Kingsboroftgh, fpr pot fec^ring. the P?ifCC ; 
and fworc, * J! E wouldj have bina hailed 
• at any rate,' 

Mifs M*Pqnald, having taken leave of 

the Prince, kft Portree imniedtatcly, and 

went roher irother's^at SJait; crofled the. 

v^oi|utry,.aBd had a very fatiguing jourwyi 
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Imtt 4db nei^cr told hdr mother, nor ^af 
0A\tT perfon, what errand ihe bad beeot 



One M ^ Lcdd of^ Ta|^ar, an officer 
jnoae of tbe indepjendenc companies^ de« 
fired oiflc of ]the M^DomWs, who live^ 
foar miles fjrotn Siait^ to fend for }0s Flora, 
f o Examine her atxrat whgt had happened :

Trotemifh, being about ten miles from 
Glam in Raaza or Raarfa : it was bad land- 
ing, and the Prince was the thir4 man who 
Jumped into the water, and helped to hawl 
ihe boat up to dry land. 

The Prince hid on a great riding coat, - 
which being wet through, and the j"ocl^, 
jt^ey wfcre going up, being very fteep, 
Malcom defired the Prince to let him car- , 
ry it; but he would by no means confent,. 
and faid, * I am younger than you, captain/.

Ijelongiflg to one Nicholfon, about nvt) miles,

The Prince after fomc little time awaltedt^ 
«od j5nding Malcom upon the watch,, car-; 
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ncftlyddircd'him to take fomc ttft^ vstio ar 
that time would not ; but the Prince renews- 
ing his intreatj again, the captain thought 
that, perhaps, be might waiit ttr fay fome^ 
thing to the rcft*of the company in priTate; 
and therefore the- captain went out for *- 
little tiihe. 

The two bFothci?9 (young Raaza andi 
Mlirdock) and the boatmen here left tlw 
Prince, and returned ; the Pnnce promifing' 
to meet the younger at Camiftinawdg, a- 
nother place in the fame iflind. 

The Prince and Milcom ftsrU htnt' 
twenty hours in all, without any kind ofl 
refrefliment, not evenfo nfHsfch asa fifeto dryi 
their cloachs with; 

Oh the 4tb, about ftven o'clodT; m tlid 
ercntngi they left the byre, the: caftasui 
paffing for the maftcr, and the Princes fo» 
the man, who always carried the littie bag- 
gage whenever they fiiw» any peifon, or* 
came near any village; and -at thofe?- time^. 
whenever he fpoke to the captain^ or the* 
captain to him> he always puUed off bis bo»M 
net. 

They itwf ched^ all tiightj tK>rough: the; 
worft ways in Europe, going over hWs;

They no fooner were arrived in Strath; 
than they met two of M'Kinrien's men, who 
had been oift in the expedition : They ftared 
at the Prince, and foon knew him, and withf 
lifted hands, they burft into tears, on feeing^ 
him in fuch diftrefs. T he captain hufhe^d 
them ; and bid' them compofc themfelves; 
for, otherwife they would difcover ali, bj^ 
ihcir concern; which they complied with,* 
dA well as^ they could ;. and then Malcom; 
infoining them to fecrecy, difnMffed then^ 
and r hey proved fart hful. ' ■ 

Being tome near the place rcfolved up

AVhat the Prince had faid to Malcoiii» 
about the .wind foon changing fair, and 
being fpoken with, fuch confidence,, ipadt 
fo great an impreflion upon JVlakcm, ihat 
h^ was detenufjied ^P fit do^vn upon a hill 
ficje, and fee the event. ,He waited, and 
declares, * Tbax they 4iad not rowed bal^a 

• niile^and that'towards t^ men of war

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\ !» blew fo brilk a gale, that it fooo drovei the 
' men of War out of fight/ The truth of 
jthis^ . both . captain Maicom and thofe in 
the boat attefted. upon oath. 

As the captain hini feen the Prince in the 
iieight of profpcritf, and in the greatcft ad- 
verfity ^a certain worthy clergyman aiked him 
Us opinion of that young gentleman; his an- 
swer lyas, * That the Piince was the tnoft 
' cantjons man in the world, not to be a 

* cow^d ; and th&braTcft, not to be rafh.' 

* I muft obferve here, that it is no diificulc 
imatter, in many cafes, to foretel a fpeedy

, Captain ; Maicom returned home ag^in, 
Irtit was^not many days there, before he 
was taken prifoaer, and was detained on 
))oard a ftiip, conveyed into the Thaaies, 
and on the .1 ft of November, 1 746, was re- 
moved to London, and there kept iii the 
hands of Mr. William Dick, a meffcp^er, 
*till July 1747, and then was difcHarired, 
He had cleared himfeif of takih^* arms in 
behalf of the.

(Slenaladale, ^ 1 obfcrved, bcm<» jfent for^ 
ean^e, and then informed th^ Prince abont 
l.ochicl,Keppoe, and othen?; and that the toft 
gtCi^llpden, and after the batcie, was not 
near fo great as Spliiv^n and 0'^4eil had 
jreported, 

The Prince then propofed to go to 
Locfapbsr^ where he believed his beJoved 
'Lochicl was; but as all the paffes were to 
dofcly guarded, it was deemed, at that time, 
^jiipcafticabte. For one line was formed 
^om Jiivtnieis to Fort Auguftu^, and from 
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tjience to Forjt William, to prevent cither 
|hc Prince or any other from efcapiog r 
^nd another Hne was forxned from the head 
of Locharkaig, to prevent any pailing in or

The Prince continued fome days in that 
country , (Glen-R^afdale), about ten miles 
from Moidairt» and ftaid until he heard of 
the arrival of general Qtmpbel, with ^o& 
men, on <mt fide of him, and captain Caro« 
line Scot with .500 more on the other; they, 
leaving received jatelligcnce whereabouts 
the Prince wjfe, were forming a circki 
round him; and w^re^notxwo miles drilam 
from him. 

The Priiicc then, having an account of 
this, was advifed to go to the Braes of Glen- 
morifton, and there, and in Lovat's country, 
to continue, untilthe pafles fliouTd be 
opened. In this iituation, he fcht for Mr. 
ponald Camtron of Glenpane, to be their 
guide to th0. Braes of Locharkaig; he 
came, and in the night, conduced the Prince 
very fafe thro' the guards, who where in 
jhe pafs, and went .fo dofe to their tents, 
as 10 hear them fpeak, being obliged to 
creep upon their hands and knees.

]eft. This geutlen^an prppofcd to go back 
and jTeek for it, iaying, * He was certain

f find it :*' The Prince Qppofed it; but he, 
(hewing how n)uch it may jbe wapting, went 
|>ack» dcfiring the Prince to wait, ;md reft 
Ijiirnfelf behind the hill adjoipi;ig» 'till he 
IhouJd return^ 
.:The gentjem^ being gone, and the 
Prince at, hi^ pod mejjlitating upon the 
jfoodnefs ofprpvidence to himfeif hitherto,, 
iho' often in the midft oi the gre^ceft dan* 
gers;^hpn, .at jfome diftanpe, he Tpied a 
party pf foidicrs adv^indng^ uppn which he 
^id him&lf ; but. yet in fuch a manner^ at 
ip fee the fpld^erS;, whp :«yent rie4r by, and 
went the very rout where '^he Prince and 
fhe otbef. gentleman wopld ha«e gop^ had

When they got to the hut, the Prinoe 
vent boldly in, without (hewing'any manner 
4>f concerfi, and there found fix flout lufly 
fellows at dinner, upon a large piece of 
l>oiIed> beef: A i^t lie had been long a 
ilraageT to. . 

The men were fix noted thieves, who 
4iad made this hut in (hat place,, for privacy 
igfid fafety^ and were not a little amazed, at 
^eiqg a ftrange face entering there. Ooe 
of them knew the Prince, and alfo knew he 
^as ikulking ; but he, not thinking it fafe ^ 
jtdl the reft of the company^, who their 
jguefl was^ bad the prefepce dF mind, upon 
Seeing the Prince, to cry out, ' Ha! Dougal 
f M < Callony, I am glad to fee thee I' The 
f rince, by this eKprefSon, found he was 
i^nown, and» with equal fleadtne& of Qoun- 
$ienance» chained kim cheariully ; fat down 
^th them, and eat tery heartily, and was 
-very merry. 

The Prince, his friend, and the man who 
da|iew.thePrince,walked out after dinner, and

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then confulted what farther was to hk 
done ; and being infonned of the ftate of the 
coontry about,' and of the military people^ 
found it abiolutely neceffary to wait here

'faiiB ; and ^ he was about the Prince Gzt 

and age, and not jnuch 4mlikehlmin the 

iuce, was a genced man and well drefiedf 

they took him for the Prince : M'Kenzie 

tidied to efcape them, but. could not; and 

i>etng determined not to be taken and 

hanged, (whioh he knej^r, if -taken, would be 

tiis tate) he bravely refplved to die fword

liTiag. The bravery and (teadinefs ot 
M' KeQzie confirmed the foldiers in their 
belief, that he v^as the Prince^ whereupoa 
one of them (hot him ; .wboy as he fell, cried 
out to them, ' You hate killed your Prince* 
• you bdte killed your Prince,' and expired 
immediately^ The foldiers orerjoyed with 
their fuppofed^ good fortune, in meeting 
with fo great a prize ^ immediately cut off 
the bra Ve yoiing man^s head, and made all 
the hade they cottld to Fort Augiidos, to^, 
tell the news of their ^reat heroical fate». 
and to lay datni 16 the 3^,000 1. pxddu«v 
cing the head, which feveralsfaid they knew 
to be the Princess head. This great nt^^ 
was food carried to thed\lke, wich thehead| 
who,, believing the^r^^r Work was doxi9^^ 
iet forwards for London, from Fort AugU'- 
ftus, on the 18th of July« it was^about 
this head that Kingsborou^h was afked tliue 
ijueftion aforeinentioned, by one of the 
capuins of the Euglilh forces. 
. The foldiers and militia fent out to take 
the Prince and his adherents, now imagining^ 
that he was killed, and his he?d fent to Lon- 
don, began to be lefs ftrift, and not to keep 
fo good a look-out as before; by wliich

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inz^m the Prince escaped from place re^ 
place, with left danger. 

1 Gbfcnrcd before that the Prince con- 
tmucd betwixt the Braes of Glenmoriltea 
amd Glcn-Strath-Ferrar, 'tin the gutrdj were 
I'emoTed, and all the pafies opened . Abont 
rfie beginniug of Auguft, he went with his 
retmne, as above, to Lochabar, and to Adi* 
aacatie, the feat of Lochiel. 

Ilie Prince, and company, had brought 
no provifions with them, expcftiog to be. 
fuppHed inthatrduntry:, where ^therc ufcd 
to be greater plenty, than whence they had 
come ; bnt they were greatly difappomtcd,. 
finding all the whole country plundered 
;md burnt, and no cattle, or any other fort 
of proTifions to be got. In this diftreis 
ihcy remained fome time, when at laft, one- 
cf the Glcnmorifton men 'fpicd a hart, and 
fliot her ; on which they fired, wrthout 
bread or fait. ^ 

The next day the Prince was iftfbmted. 
That McDonald of Lochargie, Cameron of 
Cluns, and Cameron of I/)chnafual« were h< 
the iieighbouring momrtains, fcnt after 
fhemi and at the lame time, fcnt^a mefien^ 
ger to Lochiel; who was thro about twenty 
miles oft, to let him know iirhere he (the 
Prince) was. Before the ft-mce fcnt to 
him, h^ (Lochiel) had heard alfo, that it

LochteU 

Next day Lochiei fcnt Dn Cameron, witlt 
four fervants, to the Prince ; and feat the 
of&cers, at the fame doie, to he under the 
care of one of his friends, 'till farther or-; 
dcrs. 

Mr. Cameron the minifter, uhom htsbrcK 
ther Lochiei had fent out to get intellj- 
gence of the Prince, after travelling- ^*d 
fcarching feveral days, went to Achnai 
cary, where he met with his brother the 
Dr. going to the Prince, with the four fer- 
vants, who, as the riTer was not fordable,. 
raifed a boat, which capt. IVtunro of Ciilcain^ 
had funk, after fearching the iJlc of Lochar-. 
kaig. 

When Culcaim was plundering in thi& 
ifland, he faw fome new raifed earth, imis* 
gining there was either money or arms 
concealed, had it dug up, but only found a 
man's corp's^ with a good Hplland ihtrt on, 
which made him believe it to be Lochiei r 
He thereupon fent an exprefs to the dwke 
of Cumberland, to tell him that Lochtel was' 
dead of his wounds ; iPut it, rcallv was.,il\^ 
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corps of* — Cameron, brother of Altm 
Cameron of Callart, which bd was taken ac 
Culloden and carried to London *. 
• Dr. Cameron atid the miniftcr, obfcrving 
feme men by the water-fide in arms, fent 
Ibme of Chms's children, to fee who they 
were; they, foon finding them to belong to 
Clnns/ fent the boat for them, and then fent 
the four fervants back again, to- LochieJ, 
pretending they were going to Ikulk in the 
wood for fome d^ys, and that keeping fuch a 
number together might be dangeroas. 

They crofled the river, and went to the 
hut where the Prince was, which was 
built on purpole in a wood betwixt Achnaf* 
ualand the end of Locharkaig. The 
Prince, and Cameron of Achiiafual, upon 
feeing the dodor and his brother at a di fiance, ' 
and not then knowing who they were, had 
left the hut and went a Httle from it ; but 
being Toon informed who they were, im* 
mediately returned, to a joyful meeting 3 
And when they told the Prince that Lo*' 
chtcl was well, and recorered of his wounds^ 
lie r^umed God thanks thrice for it, and 
cxpreffed an uncommon joy at it. 

The Prince was at this time bare*footed»

Ap J^y, QO^vof the )irticie& of peace, th^ 
Prince was obliged to leave France, thu 
King wrote a lefter tb • the iUte of Friburg, 
defiripg thej «VQuld^ref:^ive hitn in a tti^nner 
becoming his births gn^ ^.rar'Picipce whq 
Was yery dear t<? hipij» 

Neither ,|he <Mne ;nor thjc other, had any 
effect on the depor invent of the yqtu^g h<ro ; 
he continued to Jive-^s a. perfon wholly 
xliCntereftal, v and regardlcfs of v hat wa| 
doing, Yili the kkig, who, douJbtlefs, ex^ 
pefl?i3g he would hare pone of bis pwa 
accord, bwt finding hje did nor, ordered car^ 
d^l Ten^in, to acquaint him ^ith the 
jieceflity there was for his departure. ^ 

This the cardinal did in the moft lepdef 
manner; bur received fuch cvafive anfwer$ 
f^oi^ the Prince^ thjit; h^ coulfl |iot give thf 
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* Idng aay pofittve account, whethcrhc would 

go or not. 

^ The king, however, waited about four- 

. teen days, and being informed that the Prince 

-made not the lead preparation for his 

departure, fent the duke de Gefvrcs with 

-a meffage of the fame nature, as beford; 

the Prince only oiplied, ^ That heiiad fo 

-* little expefted fuch a ftep had been taken, 

• that he had not yet fufficient time to con- 
^* fider how to behave in it/ 

This anfwer produced a delay of another 
fortnight, when the duke dc Gefvrcs was 
•fent a fecond time, and, on his expatiating, 
^ That the king was under xht neceffity of 
^ executing this article pf the treaty,' the 
*rliicc replied with fome warmth, * That 
^ there was a prior treaty between hirafetf 
^ and the king, from which he could not 

* depart with honour/ — It was in vain, th<5 
duke urged him to be more explicit ; the 
other only bid him deliver what he had 
faid, to the king, who would l^now his 
jneaning. 

Notwithftanding thefe meffages were no 
fecret, the Priijce fliewed fo little intention 
to leave Paris, that his people bought feveral 
pieces of new furniture, for his hbufe. 
^mong other perfons,hc feniforthe king'« 
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goldfrnitb, wha had bee» employ^ed i)f 
hinfifelf before, and ordered him ,tp make 4 
.ftrvice of piate, 10 the Value of aD hundred 
. thoufaDd crowns, to be ready agauift a par- 
ticular day, which the goidfmith promi&ii 
not to fail tii; hut it fo hsppeiied, that im^ 
lacdiaiely after, be received orders ^ pre- 
patcj fuch a large quan^y for th^ kiog^s 
ufe, againft thciawe tim^, thathefoun^ k 
inipoffible to comply with both, 00 which 
he waked on the Princi^ aad eutreaied he 
^'Ould allow him fome few days losger, 
.tellipg him the occafioo ; but he wouy mt 
admit of the cKcufe, iqfifting, * In b*- 
« ing firft fcr^cd, a^ bebiid gijejR^ tjie firft 
* order§/ 

The gold&iiih was ifi a ,"?ery gr^at 
dilemma on this occafiou, but thought the 
iroft prudent way to extriqate himfctf 
from it, would be to acquaint the king; 
'Who no fooner hca^d the ftory, than he 
ccmmanded that the Prince fluopW.be firflt 
rferved, . and thw the value of the pUlfi 
fi-iould be patid by the comptroller of his

. Tixe Prench court, hating received ccr 

V^\^ cpmplaints fr<>m theEngUih miniflry^ 
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becaufe the Prince was not removed, thought 
proper ta remind him once more, what was 
cxpeftcd from him: "Accordingljr, the duke 
de G^f vres waited on the Prince a third 
time about it; and acquainted him ^ alfo, 
. that the ftatcs of Friburgh had returned a 
moft obliging anfwer to the king*s letter, 
t>n his account, and were ready to receive 
the honour of his going to refide m thcfr 
canton, with all the demonflrations of re- 
{pc& due to his birth and virtues, and In 
their power to give. To this the Prince 
replied, only, * That he hoped to find a 
• time toretura tfie good will of the ftates^* 
without giving the duke any fatisfaftion, 
whether he accepted their offer or nor. . 

The king, at this, difpatched 1 courier to 
Rome, with an account oiF all that had 
paffed : The Prince fdnt alfo to his father, 
and the court |being willing to wait the 
refult of this, occafiaried a farther" delay. 

As no part of thefe proceedings were a 
fecret, there was fcarce any ^ thing elfc 
talked of ^t Paris j and amongfl: the jgene- 
raliity of all degrees, die iPrince^s ^oriduft 
Vas applauded. - ''■'.' 

Two of the. diftinguifhed charafteriftics 
of the French nation, being, the envy they 
Bre apt to conceive of the excellence of aiiy 
rerfoa not bom amongft them; and their 
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Implkit Jove and reverence, even to idol* 
izing their fovereigia; we muft be obliged 
to confefs, that, the mei^t they vouchlafed 
tb acknovi^ledge in a foreigner, muft be 
cxtriprdinary indeed, arid th'itt he who i^ 
capable of rivalling their king's conduft ia 
their erfecm, rtiuff hiVe fdme thing of a di-^ 
ftinguifliing dignity about hrcn.. . 

' The miniftry could not brooX thfs, and 
were refolved to get rid of the Prince at' 
ahy ratd; and, fh'eftfdre, without waiting fof 
the retitfn of the courier from Rome, pre- 
vailed upon the kilfg to fcndthe duke de 
(jJefvres a fotirth tiAe to him, and infift oa 
Kis immediate fenioval 

' The Prince now exp^erfecl fortie iinpati- 
rtice, and told the duke, * That though he 
^ ftiould a'ltfriaiyj treat with refpeft, any one 

* who came to him from the king, yet he 

* viras forry to> fihd, he had the ttouWc of 

* repeating fo often a bafinefs.to which he • 

* could give no* ear, Vithout hearing it from 
•the king himfelf.' The king being aN 
quainted with this, and being impatient to 
get rid of the Prince at any rate, and as yet 
lo^th to proceed to extremities, vouchfafed 
to write a letter to him, and fent, with it, i 
blank order, to be filled up by himfelf, for 
what yearly fum he pleafed; both which'

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the diJce de Gefvrcs wag obliged to de- 
liver. 

The Prince read Ihe letter tWice over,' 
and having paufed a Ifttfe, ihrew the ^order 
u from him, wuh d fdam> faying, ^ The trifng 

* required frota rae is tot conlifteat wicfa 
' honour.* 

Thi3 ambiguous proetciKtig both pef^ 
plexed and exafperated the king ; a council 
V?as called, and therein it was refolved, to 
fend monfieur le count de Mauirepas, to e^- 
polliirate with the Prince on his late conduft, 
and not to leave him, ^ill he had ohliged 
him to declare in expfefs terms^ what his 
intention was ; and withal to Inliraate to him,' 
that if he did not con?onn to the prelent 
. neceffity of adairs, by leaving the kingdom, 
with a good grace, the miniftry would be. 
obliged to compel him to it, -The mlni^ 
fitrsl the minivers! cried the Prince with. 
' the greateft djfdain ; * If you WlTl oblige . 
^ me, monfieur le count, tea the king. That 

* I am borti to break all the fchefaes of his 

* minifters j and tell him, / know hvw il 
, * cou^d be done^but the time is not yet come 

^ to compleat that good work^ 

It is fuppofed, the Prince hajl a double 
tiew in afling in the manner he did: Firft,! 
to convince Europe, ^that the ntofl fblenui' 
ecgagemqnts had be^ entered into betweca 
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ifitti and the court oi' France, and were 
ail broken, on theif part ; and fecondly, to 
ihew the court, th^t he Was not to be any 
fairther itnpofed upon, and that he could re- 
fent, as heought, the artifiees they had prac^ 
tifediipon htm. ^ . 

The coariet beltf^ it ledgtH arrived, 
Brougfht a fetter from' tiire Prince's father 
tb Witt, eudofed m onef to the king, open, 
m It is^ faid, for the kiiig's perufai : It is 
laid the letter contained a corrimiud to the 
Prince to feare the Fretich domimons, but 
Without meuticrnitig the (ime when ; and 
for that reafon, the Prince thought himfetf 
at liberty toftay.-w^ere he was, 'till he had 
fixed cm a proper^ place for his f\irure fe- 
ftd'euce, as h6 had feme relu^nce to go t5 

Friburg, 

Themimrtry, not fenowitig the Prince's 
^eal motives for (byrng, prevailed upon the 
king tagfve. orders for his heiiig^ arrefted, 
ind ichen the order wasfcarrted to be finned, 
the king faid, * Poor Prince ! how difficult 
' it is for a king to be a true friend !^ This 
feeitas to fhexv, the king did not forefee 
the un>;^orthy treatment the Prince was to 
receive^ from the hafnds of thofe cotn- 
miffionedtoarreft him. This ordfr, figned 
butar three o\:lock, was blazedallover Paris 
before flight.

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Twelve hundred guards were drawa 
our, and placed in the court of the palace 
royal J a great number of ferjcants and 
grenadiers, armed cap a- pee, filled the paf- 
fages of che opera hciife ; the guet (i. c. 
the ftreet-guards) were^placed in the ftreets 
leading ,to it ; yet, notwithilanding all this^ 
the duke dc Biron, who is colonel of the 
guards, and had the charge of executing this 
cpmmiffion, yroufd not appear, but kept 
atja diftance, dijguifed, and left it to the 
care of major Vandrevillc, a man of meaa 
extraftion, and ipore mean merit, who had 
been raifed by Kua to the poft.^ The 
manner of this whole tranfaftion, is fiilJy 
and minutely related in the following cxtraft 
of a jetter frpm Paris, dated December 2 1 ft» 
1 7 i| 8, to a perfon at London. . 

"I would not acquaint ypu of this »odd 
** fcene, ,'iill the confufion was a little fet», 
•V tied ; and until I could inform you of 
•* the circumflances, with more ccriain-, 

« ty. . 

*' As the Prince was deterrnincdjK^.to 
♦* leave France, 'till forced to fi&^J%'' Vio- 
•* lence, he was, confcquently, in daily ex* . 
^' peftations of being arretted j ind, accor- 
" dingly, had fecured all his papers, plate, 
•* and fuch things as he thought not pro^ 
*' per to trull to the French mercy, ' 
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•*. Some hours before the Prince was 
^ taken, fe?eral ftreets of Paris were befet 
*^ with companies of the guards, and fuch 
" precautions were taken, as if there w^b 
** real danger of fome fudden rifing forhi$ 
" defence. This precaution feemed ne- 
*f ceffary, in fonic meafurc, becaufe, on 
*v Saturday, the 7th, the Prince beingf at 
f the opera, was uniVerfally clapt at his 
" entrance, and applauded, by everybody, 
** for his brave anfwers to the king's or- 
f* ders to him to quit the French dominions^ 
** into which he had been invited fronj 
f* Italy, &c. &c. This general applaufc 
** of the people, is believed to have haften- 
f* ed hi$ being fei zed. The Prince being 
f* informed, by a friend, of xhc mqtions, 
*' and placing the guards, only calmly re- 
•* plied, Welltbeuy if it befo, ivt will not let^ 
^ them wait for, us ; and fo immedjateljf 
•* went to the opera, being on Tuefday the 
** lotlu 
. ** He was irrcfted iji entering the opera- 

^ ^^^^^te^y ^^ J^^y fellows, who had 
^ ciiii^i under their ^oats j they feizecj 
.*' his.fword, and fmall pocket piftols, which 
•^ he always carried, for his own fecurity.

'* rhe whole road being crowded with guards. 

* He behared 'on thetoad toVipfcennes, w?t h

** the aid major had been in Italy, talked to 
•* him about feveral places in that conntry. 

' ** At his artival at the caftle, feieftag his 
•* intimate friend and old atc^uatet^nce, tlic

** evening, the governor brought hiiil fome 

* bfoth, with three bits of bread, Which 
^ he preffcd him to take, and the Prince 
« complied, and ordered his fupper to be 
^ ready at eight o'clock; he eat vci^ 
•* heartily, tho'^it difagreed with him after- 
^ -wards, having over- fafted himfelf. 

•* On Thurfday (the rath) he dined -tery 
^ .Well, and contiiiitird his meds regularly, 
** and was in good health ^till he was re- 
«* leafed. 

« Qa We<feefday, Thnr^y, and Friday^ 
** the governor went to thtf king^s levee, 
« but carried back no orders for amending 

* his prifoner's condition. 

** On' Friday morning (the r3th) the 
^ Prince wroteto the kiwg, and in the even- 
"•* ing reteived his atifwcr ; on Saturday he 
'^ got another letter, and iii ifee afternoon 
'^ %t had liberty to walk in the gardens, 
'•* -^c. where he ftard fome hours, and 
** then returned to his dungeon, to pafs 
*** his laft night there. The contents of 
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** thcfe letters arc not yet known. On 
** Sunday the 15 th at fei? en o'clock in the 
•* morning, he departed from Vincennes for 
« Fountainbleau, in a coach, with the c<5m- 
" mandant of the miifquetairs, accompanied 
* b) ,Mn Sherridan, «nd Mr. Staflford, in 
" two poft-chaifes. 

" On Monday, the i6th, the Prince 
** wrote again to the king, and receiTcd an 
f* immediate anfwer. 

On Tuefday morning, at four o'clock, 

having eaten ihree new eggs, he fetout 
•* from thence, with the aforefaid company) 
" to haften out of France; but where he 
** will flop and take up his refidence is yet 
'* a myftcry, 

*V Sixty miifquetairs were appointed to 
« guard him on the road, but as he aiTured 

the king there was no necciiity for theQi» 
•* they ft aid behind. 

During his captivity, he never (hewed 

the leaft impatience, in looks, words, or 

anions; but hore up with that mag- 
*< nanimiiy ©f fpirit, which gained him the 
« admiration of all thofe about him ; who* 
" (aid this Prince muft be a hero in every 
*^ fcene of life. He was affable in the 
«* moft gracious manner to the governor 
•* and the three captains ofrtheguardsj and 

^ when he faw th$.m in any concern on his 
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« account^ he c?en revived them with 
** gaiety, and always forced them to fit' at 
**, table, and eat with him* 
< " The caftlc of Vincennes, all the time 
" of the Prince's refidence, was ftrongly 
" guarded by the grenadiers and blue. 
** guards ; alid the draw-bridges were lifted 
" up both day and night. 
, ** So much for the Prin(Jc, who was no 
" fooner arrefted, than the lieutenant dc 
** Police, with 150 guards, were ordered to 
** his houfe; but finding the doors (hut^ 
"were preparing ladders, when forae of 
" them finding a back-door, broke it open, 
" entered triumphantly, and feized every 
f* perfon there, even to the fcullion, and eat 
•• the fupper .which was preparing for th<> 
** Prince. 

" At the fame rime, fir David Murray, 
** fir James Harrington, Mr. Gorin, Mn 
" Stafford, Mr. Sherridan, and others, both 
" Englifh, Scotch, and Iriflb, of the Prince's 
** adherents, (about forty) were arrefted 
f in different parts of the town, and were 
'* conduced, in the night, to the baftile ; but 
•* were treated very well in all other refpefts, 
.'* except their confinement. 

** The Prince's French fervants were fet 
^ at liberty the next day \ and, before he

« On Friday th€ 1 3th, ^ ttight, Mefirs.

The Prkfcc, from FotrntairfWeati, pro* 
eeeded on his journey to Avignon, whcrft 
he {laid fome wedcs, and left it incog, rakhig 
along with him col. Germ, and fhre6 
other domeftics ; and he returned again td 
Verfailles, Where he remained fonr days 
kicog, during which times ihe fHnee was 
frequently with the king and cjueen^ and 
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fetft '^totttAtA on Iris jour'ticy for Poland, 
td 'marry the ?tmctk of ftafe\il, who is faid 
•6 be a' Plrt>teftant, and ohe of the firft Prin*- 
^eflfes of Poland, with m immetifc forttme. 
She is related to the queen ofFranee and td 
the countdfe of Tafmont, who brdtight about 
this 'match. 

I ftiaH aow etiddatotrt- to gitfe t Btdd

Lddiid, bdJng WoUnued to both legsr, 
im carried off the fifeld by four of his mert; 
ind pitt teto ^ bam ; afid, astheffe mfen weW 
taking t>ff his own cloaths, and pttHng oil 
inhet^, to dlfgtiife hhn, a party of dragoon^ 
faitOttrtded the barti, btrt tvrere ordered 
away faddebly, ttift as rfiey Were going into 
It. 

< The dfagooris vkrfere tto foonttr gone, than 
bis men fet him on horfeback, und eattied 
hm that ttJght to Ckmy's houfe in Badendcb| 
Where he eontintied ^till aext mottling, and 
then went to Lofehabar: When he left the 
barn, he difmifled twtr of the mefi, bnt 
kept the other two to hold hiiii on horfe*' 
back. 

Oh (he Fridiay after the batriFe of Cullo- 
9eD, the dnk^ of Perth, lord johii JDfam- 
.mond, martinis of TnHibardinc, lord George 
Murray, lord Ogilvic^ colonel Stewart of 
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Ardlbeil^ colonel John Roy Stewart, loxi 
Nairn, feveral of the Drummonds, and capt« 
James H^y>, were at Ruthven in Badenoch, 
lord George Murray projpofed then, to get 
meal intd that country, and to colle£V their 
troops again, and hold out, in order to obtain 
terms ; but no per fan would pay any. regard 
to what he faid, being fo greatly dilgufted 
at many things, as alfo at his haughty beha- 
haviour in general, and at his conduA at the 
battle of Culloden in particular : He faid ma- 
ny things in his own juflification^ and told 
them, he would clear up his charaAer, in 
black and white, which was, fome time after, 
handed about. Lord George declared at 
this place, ^ That he was againft fighting 

* that day, and was for crofling the Nairn, 

* but Sullivan oppofed it ; and. that Sullivtt 
' ufed to carfy gll things in councils of war, 

* againflhimA 

. Some of thefe gentletn^n began to difper/e 
that night, and the reft next day. The 
duke of Perth, a\jd lord John.Druramond, 
went direftly ' for Moidart, where they 
fooq after embarked for France, with lord 
Elcho, capt. James Maxwell, and feveral 
others, who all got fafe thither, except the 
duke of Perth, who died two days after he 
went on board; lord John is alfo iiuce 
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dead^ and his regiment was given lo lord, 

Xjicwis Dfummond, ' 

The marquis of 'l^ulllbardinc was (ootk 
after betrayed, and carried to the tower of 
London, where he died, and was buried in 
St. Peter's church. He was not in the bat- 
of Culloden, being then very ill. 

Lord George Murray was concealed in 
Scotland, 'till December after the battle of 
^ullodcn ; . and then, after being a little 
time in Edinburgh, went on board a veffcl 

- at Arftruther^ snd got to France, and never; 
was in England after that battle j tho^ fome 
have ftrongly alTcrted it. ' " , 

• Lord Ogilvie, lord Nairn, colonel SteW*' 
art of Arddiiel, colonel John Roy Stewart^ 
and the Drummonds, all got to France;, 
fince which, colonel Roy Stewart died/ 
Captain Hay, furrenderiug as a French 
officer, to jullice Clerk, at Edinburgh, was 
thence removed to Carlifle, where he was 
tried and condemned for high treafon^ 
but being an officer in the French fervice, ^ 
was foQn difcharged and releafed upon the 
cartel. " . ' . 

On the 15 th of May, at Murtleg, or ra^ 
ther Murlagan, in the ifleof Morar, near the, " 

^ fiead of Locharkaig, the lord Lovat, Lo- 
chiel, major Kennedy, Glenbuckct, Lochr 
gary, Alexander M'Leod, do<Slor Came- 
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fon, John Roy Ste^rt, Barrifdalc^ Syti 
fccrctary iMurray, afid others, abont thrr** 
tfeen, afreTnfeied, and it was then propofcd 
and agreed, Thar they ihonid make a ren- 
dezvous at Gkntaallie, and crofs Lofchy, 
<rtierc Cluny and Ktppoch^s men fixotrid 
join them, Ldrd Ldfuh dptnion vntt, m 
i^ife about jj{oo ffien, to defetid tbe cpamry^ 
fotniKes, and caftAfc, ars "^rdl as themfdvers ; 
and the particular nnmbet, that caxrh was tor 
provide, was agreed upon ; lord LcJvtrt wasr 
tD fend 46O men, and tliat lord's ferTanf 
had ten day* fay for thefe metl gircff 
him. 

The mieeting being over, Lochid and 
Murray ctofFed th^e lafce agaiti; and afbont 
four of five days after this, Mnrray troifed 
the lalce again to GJendcfcerrie, on th6 
bppofite fide of the water, to lord Lovat/ 
jtad was with that Icird an hour or two. 

The general rendezvous was to be neaf 
JCeppoch's houfe. Lochiei's, Barrifdale's, and 
eiaiironald^s people. Were to meet ut the 
hkt about two mrles from LochiePs hfoufe. 

About ten*days after this, Lochiel accord* 
ingly got a body of 5, or 400 men; Bary 
jrifdai6 and Lochgary went with abont 15a 
men each; but as foon as Lochgary got 
pay for his thtn, he went away, promifing' 
ttf retOrn in a few days, and 10 obfetve lorl 
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i!>)ddt)n*smotiDiis- Bat hre perfoith'ed iiei- 
riitf, ibt th^ ea'rfj dtoue two dky$aiFtei* the 
ppietl ^ert got together, rnafChcd thro' Gkft- 

-aty, ^nd had cemiiily taken Lochiel, but 
fotfie t)f his fc6Ut$ ; fiatrifdald, b^foVd 
iioudon went to A<:hnecary, (Lochiefi 
Koufe) t6ld Locliter'hd WOuM go' and bring, 

:iii6r^ ihaax6 theto; and lefc hi^ fon with a 
fearly ia f'he morning, ai body of men aj>* 

iTeli-ed m'a:r€hiftg 6ver a bill, ^vhom Lpchiel 
beli^vfed to be Barrifdalt's men ; but fomef 
of his fcbUts Wdnt and told hiiii, they were 
Loudon's peopre, for they had red croffes 
iii their bdnnefs. tJpon this, Lochiel dif- 
per fed h1^ rilen, and croffed the loch in ai 
boatjwhieh he had kept to prevent his be- 
ihg fufpfiied ; f5 that he owM his efcape 
i&bft fo the Cfoffes than tp the cafe of Loch- 
jlJary, of to the honeft^ of Bartifdale. 

Lord Lovaf, and u)me others, took dif- 
rcriftt rbijts ; fecrecary Murray^' and lome 
ijAefs, fta^dv^ith Lochiel, Mil they got to 
]L>o6hfeven, ftear Glencoe ; arid after being' 
there forae time, Cr David Murray, fe- 
tfe'taYy Murray, doftor Camerofe, and the 
fev. Mr. John Cameron, "went from thence 
to Gleblyoil, and continded there twelve or 
fourteen days. J^fom that place they went- 
to 'Glenochie, where fccrctary Murray was' 
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taken very ill, and defired they fhould^ tt 
.turn ,-'fo fir David Murray went fouth, and 
capt. M' Nab wetit mih him to the Braes 
of Bulquhiddar, and provided him a, horfc 
and cloaths/ahd thje reft returned to Xlocbid 
again. ^ / . . 

Sir David went as far as Whitby, in Yort 
(hirie^ wfiere he was taken prifoner, in try- 
ing to get off, and was lent to York, where 
he was tried and condeiriued, but was -after- 
wards feprived; and was difchargcd on the' 
7th of Auguft, 1 748, upoii condition that 
he {hou!d quit thefe realms for life. . 

After flaying a little time with hdcBie^ 
fecretary Murray, went fopthwards, and 
l^^aisat Mr.Huilter's 6fPolmood,hisbrother- 
ih law, on the 28th of June after the battle 
of Culloden, being about four miles off hii 
own hdufi^, at Broughtoiij in the great road* 
to England, by Carlifle, The evening of; 
the night that he was taken, a boy went 
from his brother^s to Broughton, where a 
party of foildcrs tvcre, and told them, to go 
and take him, which in the night they did^ 
and next day .fet forwards yith him for 
Edinburgh, where, when he arrived, he was 
So drunk that lie could not ipeak to jufticc 
Clerk, ^till aifter a few houfs flcepj and 
theii he Was comniitted to the caflle, where 
he remained 'till fent up to London under a 
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ftrong guard; and was immediately clofe 
c^nftnid, 'pill he ha^ giyei? evid^cp ^gainft 
lord Lovat; and then wasYcmoted into tne 
cuftody of a meflengcr, and abqut Chrifhuas, 
1 747, Was^difcharged, 

Whco they were going to retpove him 
-from Edinburgh, his mother wrote to a cer- 
tain countefsi to defire her aifidance, to raife 
a party in Yor^lhire, t6 attempt to refcue 
her dear fon; but the lady was fo provoked 
at i^ that (he burnt the jetcer iijimediatclr, 
' Jb ^reat wrath. 

The reft of the hi ftory of Lochiel, doftor 

jCameron, gnd his brother the mjnifter, I 

hare given , in the Prince's ef^pape. Xhc 

(bthef gentlemen all got fafe aboard, l^o- 

chiel got fafe to France, and was there made 

a colonel of 1000 men, which he enjoyed 

'to his death, in September, 1748, when it 

was given to fir Heftor McLean; whp, as 

'afore- mentioned, was fo long confined m 

Newgate. Doftor Cameron was wounded 

^at Cnlloden' by a muflcet bullet, whidi 

entered near the elbow (having his ariji 

Up) and vvent along the arm, and then out 

^ jit the pppofite flioulder.

. with refpej^ to your own perlori, muft urjf 

^ouUedly be imminent, why ftiould you 

plunge yourfelf into it ? Let thofe who may 

have fome profped of advantage by it, or 

. jfho ar§ fforccd to pb^y %h^ yoiqe pf anthq- 
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rity, embark in fuch defperate fchcmes, let 
-fuch alone undergo* die danger. Yqu may 
l>e killed, taken, or wounded. Grant this, 
and you muft confefs you venture a large 
4take. And what do you lay againfl ? No- 
thing but a commander's pay, and that I 
fcope you do not abfblmely ftaad in need 
of. If you are aftuated by a defire of con- 
tributing all in your power towards extri- 
cating me out of ray prefent diftreffcs, I 
inuft infilt on your abandoning all thought^ 
of that nature. 

One of my chief inducements for remaia- 
jng here after bcmg deferted by the princi* 
-pal of my followers, was to wait the uftimarc 
ifTue of things, and to lay hold of any, even 
the fmalleft opportunity, for retrieving our 
affairs ; but fuch 1 have never met with, nor 
^ do i now expe^. Tlte Scots, on whom 1 
have hitherto chiefly depended, are far from 
being generally fo well affefted to us as 
they have been reprefcnted. Their dread 
of the catholic religion is, I find, the greatell 
obftaclc.to a hearty reconciliation with our 
family. How much reafon they have for 
this I need not obfcrve to you. The ma- 
jority of their clergy, ^greatly altered from 
what they were in my gnindfathe/s days, 
fired with apprehenfions for their kirk, and 
having an abhorancc.of i:hc church of Ron^^ 
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ififtilled into them in their infancy, and this 
increafing as they grew in years, ha\re e*- 
4:rted themfelves, and made it their main 
bufmcfs to depreciate our religion, arid re- 
prefent his holipefs of Rome as the greatefl 
monfter on the face of the earth. They 
^re no lefs induftrious in decrying the prin- 
ciples upon which our father claims the 
<rown of his anceAors i His right of fuccef- 
lion; they teU us, Hath no extSence, but 
in the miilaken notions, imbibed by fome 
people in a wrong education; hereditary 
jndefeaiible right is ridiculed, l^hed out of 
doors, and confounded with abfohite power : 
And fo reafonable do then: argumems ap- 
]>ear, that 'tis^ no v^onder the people are 
influenced by them, fince (for I think I 
Qu;>ht truly tofpeak my mind to you) I my* 
felf have been in fome meature feni^ble of 
their fx)rce, ^ 

In England our a£Biirs are ftill in a ' worfc 
iiruation. There the pulpit hath in- 
ceflantly thun4ered9 and the prefs hath 
taken arms againft us. Both clergy and 
Jaity are united in the fame caufe, which 
they fttle the caufe of God and their coun* 
try, the caufe of liberty, the defence of 
property ; for all feem perfuaded, that the 
ttoft abjeA flavery would infallibly be 
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their lac, if a Scdart ibould ftiga «vtr 

^is true, we had, and ftUl hare, nanj 
friends in both Ki&gdoins, but thofe m 
Scotland hare sot abitirf to make their 
fcrvices equal to their Eeal, and thofe itt 
England aje not to be . depended on. In* 
fte^ of being received as the fon ef their 
lawful kfflgy the Britans looked on me zs 
the inTadcr, the mcHtal enemy of their 
otjuntry, as one come to dcftroy their civil 
and religious liberties ; the laity of ril racks 
arc more than ever prepoflefled againft us, 
and I fear it is impoiihle i&t tlienei cyer to 
be reclaiittcd.*^^

land, and here I now begin to defpair oF 
feeing any friendly (hip : Alas ! France is 
no longer to be rnifted, ztid Scotland is a 
broken reed ,•-- — But of this, doubtkf$, yoa 
are already too well apprifed. , 

His royal highnefs would have you fit^ 
(|LKtint the king his father, that he wrote to 
his brother in France, on the i ith inftantp 
but does not loolc for an anfwer ; I have or* 
ders to fend a copy d this letter, which you 
are to communicate to his majefty. 

Happy })ad it been for his royal highnefir 
had he never fet his foot in Scdtland ; for 
it will be ahnoft a miracle if he efcape fafe 
out of it. Few are the remains of his 
friends here, and numerous his enemies. 
The gotemment, indeed, feems not over-^ 
fofidtons to fecure his perfon, but wbatcYcr 
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the court rcafbn may be, foihc (ualucktrf, 
i<;norant thereof, the' not igtiorant of the 
great price fcr on his haul) may think of" 
doing themfdve; and the (taie 9 coofkler- 
9ble fcrvice by finding out our retrjcats, 
ivhich, if if cry carefully fought wouk), I 
doubt not, beat length difcoveredir 

Hitherto, God be praifed, we have ha|>- 
pily efcaped, tho' furrounded by enemies 
feme of whom have more than once entered 
the very houfes in which we have been con- 
ceal'd, and that within a few hours after we 
have left theni ; nay, his royal highnefs haith 
feveral times beheld his purfuers, and^et 
providentially got clear of th^ni. Various 
have been the difguifes we have had re- 
. courfe to for fafety, and which, under God, 
have been the immediate means of effecting 
it. And on thefe occafionshis royal highne& 
hath difcovered a greatnefs of foul far fupc- 
irior to the moft pungent ad verfity. Inftead 
of being drove to defpair, or iq the leaft caft 
down, when on the brink of the pit ht had 
tfelegreateft reafonto dread falling into, he 
liath preferved a compofure of mind, 4 
chearfulnefs of heart, a gaiety of temper, at 
every new iiiftance of which I could not 
help being filled with admiration, tho* a 
<;ontinual, a daily witnefs of his heroic be- 

^ayiour in the moft diftn:fsful circumflancip^f 
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"When travcrfing the wild and lonely defarf, 
climbing the craggy rock, or exploriqg, tht 
dark reccffes of the fubterraneous cavern, 
inftead of bewailing his unkind fortune, he 
hath often made himfelf merry with our dif- 
guifes; while himfelf perfonated by turns 
the various rank^ and chara<fters of the- 
Highlanders of both feisfcs. He is at 
prefent^ I belBevei in 4^rters of refrefl^ 
ment. in the boufe of a zealous and cdni- 
ftant friend in theifle of •«— -- where he h 
to wait for me, who dare not as yet quit my 
prefent recefs. And great need he hath 
of fuch a relaxation, having lately endured 
fuch fatigues as are hard co be imagined, 
tnd cannot be rightly conceived by one who 
hath never been in this difmal country^and 
in the fame forlorn . circumflances. He 
sow repeats of his flay here, fifter the prin- 
cipal' of his followers defertcd him^ and went 
over to the comineur". He had the fame 
opportunities, the fame vc&ls might have 
conveyed him hence, but he gehcroufly re- 
iblvcd not^to abandon the poor^fairhful 
Highlanders, while the lead ray of. hope 
that his affairs could poflibly be recrievei 
was left. He knew that thefe unfortunate 
people, who for , his fake had involved 
tbcmfclves ia their prefent unhappy cir-

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cumftaoceSvCoald do longer hope for a ittHi 
oi Fortune's wheel in th^r fatour, than 
while he remained among 'em* ready to 
catch the firfl opportunity for repairuig paft 
misfortunes. 

And fuch an opportunity, alai ! "wsts too 
long expelled here, thro' the fruitkft pco- 
mifes of thofe whofe intereft tt fnrdy iras 
to have performed them. A few men of 
y^nr, and only 6000 land forces, might htTC 
recovered all, efpecialiy in cafe of a di viiknii 
in the fouth. But eveq thofe (iho' more 
were promifed,^ if the exigency of affinra 
required them) are now no longer hcktd 
for, nor to much as a tWellFth part of theita. 

I cannot account for the folly Md bai(> 
nefs of a certain court ; bm may heareli 
ihower down its fevereft vengeance os 
thofe who wantonly fport with the diftrefr 
fed, and unconcernedly plunge an iiloftrions 
futfering family into new and flill greater 
misfortunes, and this under the falladouY 
pretence of retrieving the paft. The hufi* 
nefs is now done, his majefty hath phiyed 
a w^y his lad ftake, atkl can nerer hope for 
fuch another q>portunity of sflerting his 
claim to Ac Britiih crown : The two na^ 
fcions are now fo abfolutely, fo invincibly 
prejudiced againft the catholic rdlgion, and 
fo adverie to bcii^ .governed by a catholic 



9nace» that if cmr attempt fliQuld be re&ewed^ 
we mttft oalf expefi a ftSt greater and more 
general oppoiitioa ; and hence appears the 
Gd coafe^aoe of fi» ill fapporttagx)ur late 
UfidertaldQg. it (hoald hare been Tigoai^ 
wafly carried oa by thofe who fee it oa foot; 
or it ought Qcver to hate been b^uti ; for 
At morcificttioa coofe^foeAt upoa our ill 
ibceefi^ is ftiU the laore aggrt?atixl, as we are 
fkoc in fo good a ficuKioii as befbre the fa- 
tal projfift was faraoght to ezectttioii. The 
maimer in whieh his majefty hath xk>i^ 
* Attempted t9 recover his nght, hath, I fear, 
^Seftroyed every future op^rttmity which 
fortuae ought hiive in ftore for htm. By 
ilia omneinoas with the old aad mod m* 
ireterate enemies of England, and who are 
sow at open war with her, and (heperfedly 
iktisfied ^ the jaftice of her canfe, he hath 
«aly extended the diilance betwixt himfelf 
and the aife£HoBS of not only the kingdom 
of England/ but thofe in Scotland and Ire^* 
land alfo. Aod as this attempt hath been 
imfuccefsful, tho' mide in the moft favour^ 
A]c cottjednre that conlct have been wiihed, 
w at leaft (in reafon) hoped for, it will be iti 
9ain to repeat the trial 

The abo?e are not only my fentiments Unt 
diofe of his r(^al highnef^ ahb ; who hath 
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but too lace experience of the little fntereft 
his family hath, or can hope to raife in the 
kingdoms. 

The people in general are well fatisfied J 
with the Hanover family ; the clergy, ercn 
of the eftabliih'd church, notlefsfd than the 
lajty. The catholics; tho' pretty numer«- 
ous, are not ax all forward to put tfaem»- 
felves to the espence, and run the hazard of 
mining themfehes, by a new trial for the 
re-pftablifhment of their religion in the ]&i*- 
tilh dominions, cfpecially un^Jer a Prince rf 
the pnfortunate houfe of Stuart ; for fuch 
an one,, fuppofe him in poflieiiion of the 
throne, and a^ing with all imaginable art and 
addrefs, would ever be diftrufted by his.fub- 
jefts, whofe experience muft iuc|ucc theiit 
to be always on their guard : And hence it 
appears, that it would be impoffible for fuch 
a Prince to a€&)mpU{h this great end by any 
others means than downright open force ; 
and of the fucccfs of the defperate method 
there is little pr^obability, for tbeie nations 
never will fubmit to be guided by authority 
in matters of religion. This (1 2un forry 
^' that { can fo truly fay it) is the effefts of the 
\ ill advifed conduft of his majcfty^s royal prof 
* genitors; cfpccially his late majefty king 
James iL who appears to btive had more 
piety thaf precaution : to have been -but 
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too little acquainted, with the genius and 
temper of his people, and to have made ufc 
of all means but the right for fecuring the 
. fucceffion to his pofterity, and for recpncil- 
"ing his Proteftantfubj efts to the catholic 
church. And - tho' by means of the doc- 
trines of paffive obedience ro^andnon refift- 
ancc of, the Prince's abfolute will and un- 
" bounded prerogative, king James I. and his 
'focceffbrs maintained a Idyal party, which* 
continued firmly attached toxhem under- all 
circutnftances, yet this party^ was ever not 
much, and is now become no better than a 
fafiion agaiuft the reft of their countrymen, 
who are by far the majority of the Britifi^ 
fubjefts, of whom the former are not, I4fr9 
fey, a fiftfrparr. 

Thfe brii^gs me to the queftion, whether 
fiiich a minority hath naturally a right to 
dift,urb or break the tranquility of the 
miajority, and force them to live under' a 
government they have abolifhed, and tha 
reftorarionof which would inevitably prove 
incompatable with the convenience, and 
^eftruftive to the well being of the majority ? 
1 could with pleafure exprefs my fcntimentt 
on this head, but'fliall defer it till, heaveii 
permit, I have the happmefs of fccibg your 
tordlhip. .

My dear Lord,, 

I Received the honour of ydut Ibrdfiiip'r 
letter late laft night; of ycfterday's date;- 
aud I own J netcr reeeivy one like it fincc 
I was bom ; and I grve your lordfiiip ted 
thoufafld thanks for the kind- freedom yoU 
ufe with me in it : for I fee by it, that for 
my misfortUBC, in having an obftinate ftub- 
born fois, and ati uiigrateful kindred, my 
ftmily muft go to ddlru<Sion, and 1 muft lofe 

' my life in my pid age. Such nfage looks 
Father like a Turktfi prJ^crfian govcmmcDt; 
than like a Britifli. Atn I, my lord, the 
firfl father ^hat has Had an undutiful and 

. unnatural fen^? Oram 1 the firfl man that 
has made a good eftate, and faw it deftroyed 
in his 0WIU time,, by iHe m«d fooUlh aflioiis 
of.an unnatural ion, who p0e£^H his mik 
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extmagant fancies to the folid advice of aii 
afieftidaate old father I 1 have fecn iaftaoces 
of this in my own time, but never heard tell 
till now, that the fooiiihnefs of a fon would 
take away the life and liberty of a father that 
liy'd peaceably, and was. an hoaeft man, and 
welMnciined to the refl of mankind. But I 
find, the longer a man lives, the more won^ 
4ers and extraordinary things he fees. Now,.

THIS: letter is moft homUy addrefs'd^ 
to your royal highnefs, by the Tcry 
mqfortunate Simon Lord Frazier of Lovan 
I duril not prefume to folicit on petitioa • 
your royal highnefs for any favour, if it was- 
not very well known to the beft people in . 
this eoiantty, atwch'd to the government, 
fuch as the Lord Prcfident, and by thofe 
that frequented the court at that tim€, that 

I did more cffcatialicmc » your royal 
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Umiif in the great rebellioB ia the ye^r, 
I7i5f with the hazarcj of my life, and the 
lofsof my only brother, thanany of my rank/ 
^a Scotland^ for which I had three letters 
of thanks from ray royal mafter, by the- 
hands of eari Stanhope, then fecretary of 
ijLate ; in which his majefty ilrongly promised 
to give me fuch marks of his favour asfliould 
oblige all the country to be faithful to him; 
therefore the gracious kiiig was as good as 
his word to me, for as foon as I arrived at 
^ourt^and was introduced to the king by the 
late duke of Argyle, i became, by degrees, 
to be as great a favourite as any Scotch- 
man about the court ; and I <^ten carried 
your royal highnefs in my arms, in the park$ 
of Kenfington and Hampton Court, to hold, 
you. up to your royal grandfather, that he 
might embrace you, for he was very fond 
of you and the young princeffes. Now, 
Sir, all that 1 have to fay in my prefent cir- 
cum (lances, is, that your royal highnefs. 
will be pleafed to extend your goodnefs to- 
wards me» in a generous and compaiConate 
mmner, in my deplorable fituadon ; and, if 
I have the honour to kifs your royal high* 
nefs' hand, I WQuld eafiiy demonftrate to you, 
that I dan do more fervice to the king and 
government, than the deftroying ai^iiundred 
^uch old, and very infirm men^ like me, 
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pafsM 80 (witixnit the l^ft life of wf 
hands, legs, or knees) can be of adraauge 
in any (hape to the goTemnicnt. 

Your royal father, our prefcnt (orereigD, 
was very kind to me in the year 1715. 1 
prefented on my knees to his maie^' a pe- 
tition in faToor of the laird of IVrlncofii, to 
obtain a proteftiixi for him, which he gramed 
me, and gave it to Charles. Cathcart, tb^ 
^oom of his bed-chamber ; and order'd him 
to deliver in into my hands, that 1 might 
give it to the laird of M * Intoih. This was 
bot one teftimony of feverat marks of good* 
neis his maiefty was pleafed to beftow on 
me while tne fcbg was at Hanover; fj I 
hope I &al{ feel; that the fame coropaffionate 
Uood runs m your royal highne<s^s veins. 

Major General Campbel t^d me, tliat 
be had the honour to acquaint your rc^l 
highnefs, that he was feuding me to Fort 
William, and that he beggM of your royal 
Highncfs to order a litter to be m^de for mc 
to carry me to Fort Augoftus;' as I am in 
fuch a condition, that I am not able to ftand| 
walk, or ride.

May it flea/e your royal bighnefs ! 

ICatmot help cxprcffing the concern I am 
in, to fee foJktle unanimity, and fo muck 
beat and anitnofity prevail in this honour** 
.i^te affembly ; but my concern wants words 
Efficient to exprefs it, when I • reflect, that 
diere are fo many reafons to complain of 
ear prefest ficuatton; that there are fo 
many circumftances daily occurrrag to per* 
jdex: tts in our projeAs, to weaken our 
Itrength, and difcourage us ui otur undertak- 
ing. 

Our difappointments are fo many, that 

we can number them only by the days that 
haye ^lapfed fmce our ftrft tnfurredion ; and 
their greatnefs is to be meafured only by the 
danger into which we are now plunged. 

Our hopes, before your highncfs's arrital 
in Scotland, were ralfed to the bigheft pitch ; 
gnd could only be equalled by the zeal which 
lubjeAs of dl tasks in thgt Iciogdom ex* 
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preflcd for his m^jefty. Wc flatterM chif- 
felyeSy that your highnefs \¥Ould hare ap- 
peared back'd by a nutnerous army, well 
lupplied with arms, money, and ammuniricx] ; 
their number, we were nude to believe^ 
\vould nt>t be iefs than 1:6,000 men, and 
liiofeof thebeft troops of France. Thcfc 
were folemnly promifed us by Mr. Kelly, 
when with us laft fprihg; we were told 
they were ready in the ports of France, with 
tranfports, and a fleet fufficient to prote<ft 
their landing. But when the time came« 
how were we difappointed! Your royal 
highnefs landed in the weft, with a retinue 
fcarce fnfficient for a private geatleman ; 
however, this did not dilcourage your faith- 
ful clans from joining you; being ftill flat- 
tered that the piomifed iuccours were at 
hand, and would certainly arrive he&>re 
there was any occaflon of coming to aa 
a^ion. 

The numba-s of the faithful Highlanders 
(Jill iocreafed, till they were ftrong enough 
to venture for the oaft. When { had the ho- 
nour of joining your highnefs at Penh, I was 
then afliired that theFrenchwcrc aftually em- 
barked, and waited only for a fair wind ; and 
that a confiderable infurreftion would pre- 
fcntly appear in the north, and feveral other 
parts of England, The places of the feveral 
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rifingi'Wcre particularly mcntionM, aod we 
were made acquainted whh . the naaies of 
many confiderable men in England, who. 
had undertaken to appear openly in his ma^ 
jetty's intereft. 

. We were affured, that bis moft chriftian 
majefty would certainly tlctain the Engliik^ 
forces in Flanders; and Would hinder the. 
Dutch from fending any troops to Great 
Britian, by openly declaring your royal 
father his ally. But how have we beei> 
difappointedin every article of thefe promifr 
es! The long promifed fuccours are not. 
to this day embarked ; the Brett fquad'ron. 
Which we were made to believe was ta 
<:ondu£l the tranfportSi has long fince failed|' 
but whither, no man knows ; only we are 
certain, they could not be defigned for this 
kingdom, for they have had both time, and 
frequent fair winds, to have brought them 
long before now. 

His moft chriftian majefty has been fo 
far from declaring himfelf openly in fa-, 
Tour of his majefty, that his minifter at the 
Hague peremptorily afferted to the States, 
that his mafter had no hand in the Dm 
^ixote expedition, as he was pleafed to 
term your higfmefs's undertaking in Scot- 
land. The Dutch were allowed/ without

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moldflatioa, to* febd over 6000 oPthdk t^- 
force* which were- made prifoners by the' 
French king's arms ; troops, which could he. 
of IK) ufe to the Dutch in their own cow^ 
try, by the capitul^ico with France; troops^- 
Which his majcfty of France could hinder 
being raadeiife X)f againd us, by a iimplc, 
declaration^ that your royj^l father was his^ 
ally; yet this was tho^ight diking too nmch. 
in favour of a pec^e whohad ventur -d their; 
all upon the affurances, promifes, andfEiith 
of the French king. And what ma^es this . 
difappointinent fit the heavier upon us is, 
that we are fore, if the Dutch had not fent 
thefc very indcmical troops, they wou^ have 
fec^i niuchembaprafffsd to have fparcdothers^ 
to perform rineir eoj^gemcnts yvjtth thp dto- 
lor py Hjmovcr. 

Butthe|>rpmifeqf detsamngthe £ngli^ 
;gorces was as ill performed as the oraer^ 
tho* that folely .depended upo^ his mol^ 
chrift ian majeftv^s generaL They had it 19 
their power tp have Wnder^ed every man of 
them' from returning to England ; and either 
I am very ill informed, or they might have 
made moll biF them pnlbners, haul the French 
general been as fanguinc .^t the latter 
end of the campaign, as at the begfuqing 
of it. But they were allowed to embark ^c 
WiUiamftadt, without interrupdop; and ar^.

part of the ibuch, now ftippofcd to be left 
deftitmte of troops to defend them ; apd that 
the Engliih in (he norohare aow jntAmidate^^ 
from rifmg, by the vicinity of the. enemy 'a 
troops; but promife faithfully to join uj$, fo.

Berwick is to the Eaft ; we have rais'd coi>- 
tributions, and proclaimed his inajefty in all 
his market towns of Cumberland/ Wcft- 
moreland, Latica&ire, Smfibrdftiire, atid this 
princip;il town of DerbyQitFe, for more 
than an i oo miles on £ngli(h ground with- 
om oppofition ; and are now got about half 
Way towards his capital of London. 

The .fatisfaftion. with which I ba^e 
mention'd all this fuccefs,, may Incline you 
to imagine that I think our Work alreadjr 
near finifli'A^—We might have been tb*s 
day in poiTcfEon of St. James's had we im- 
mediately proceeded on our ^ifiory, but I 
rather think it fur^rber off, if not quite 
fiuftrated, for this time, by our delay to 
n^.ove forward irom:GIadfmuir : Our troops 
would not then have fuffered fo much by 
their fatiguing marehes in bad weather, and 
bad roads, by which feardftiips, the high 
fpirits which that eafy day had given them 
evaporated. Befides, not a. roan of the 
c le<Sor's forces would Bai^e dar'd - to have

YEftcrnight we received a letter from 
Clqnie, giving an account of the 
fuccefs of the party fcnt by his royal high- 
nefs, under the command of Iwd George 
Murray, to Atho] ; a copy of whicK letter 
we thought proper to fend you inclofed'; 
. and as you happen, for the prefent, to lie 
' configuoUs to the Campbek/'tis our ipecial 
clcjQre^ that you iailaatly commaokatc t<> 
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Airds the flicrifl^ and other leading men 
kmong them, our fcntiments, (which, God 
wiJlingy we are determined to execute) tranf- 
mitting this our letter, and the mclofed copy^. 
to any the neareft to you. 

It is our opinion, that of all men in 
Scotland, the Campbels had the leaft reafon 
of any to engage in the prefent war againft ' 
his royal highnefs'sinterdl, confidering they 
have always appeared in oppofit ion to the 
royal family, fince the reign of James Vi- 
and have been guili y of fo manyj afts of re- 
bellion and barbarity during that time, that 
no injured Prince but would endeavour to 
refent it, when God was once pleafed to put 
the power in his hands. Yet his prefent 
majefty, and his royal highnefs the Prince 
regent, were gracioufly pleafed,. by their 
refpeftive declarations, to forgive all paft 
mifcarriages to the moft virulent and in- 
veterate enemy, and even bury them in 
oblivion, provided they returned to their 
allegiance ; and, tho' they fhould not ap- 
pear perfonally in arms in fupport of the 
royal caufe, yet their (landing neuter 
would entitle them to the good graces erf 
their injured foverelgn.'
